HaHings faving to 
himfclf all Advantages of Exception 
k to the Paid Articles, tor the Generality, 
*nty, and Infuflicicncy thereof, and of 
» ptjudiced by any Words, or Want 
^in this bis Anfwer } and allb as to feve- 
me Matters with which the faid Warren 
B Haftmgs 
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Hafiings is by the fald Articles charged, pro-: 
telling, that he is not bound to^ive any Anl'wcr 
thereunto, inafmuch as the fame do not contain 
or amount to any Crime or Offence known to 
th» Law of England, admits that the United 
Company of Merchants of England trading to 
tht Eaft Indies, h'ave for a long Time part car- 
ried on an cxtenfivc Trade, obtained great 
Territorial Pofleffions and Revenues, entered 
into various Alliances and Connediions, and 
WMged frequent Wars with the Native Powers 
in India; and that it became neceOary that, the 
laid United Company (liould create certain great 
Olfices for tlie Management of their Affairs, 
and the various Concerns from them refulting > 
and that the Office created and known by tl)e 
Name of I’refidcnt of the Prcfidency of Port 
William in Bengal, was an Office of fuch high 
'I'rull, Power, and Dignity, as is Hated in the 
Introdudion to the faid Articles ; and the laid 
Warren Ilaflings fays, that having been em- 
ployed, during a Period of many Years, in va- 
rious IVpartments of the Civil Service of the 
Eaft India Con'.pany, he was lawfully conftituted 
and appointed to fucceed to the faid Office ; and 
that he liid luccced to the fame at fuch Time, 
and in fuch Manner, as in the faid Introduc- 
tion is all'o Hated. And he further fays, that an 
A"! of Parliament was paffed in the Thirteenth 
Year of His prefent MajcHy, with fuch Title to 
the lame as m the laid Intiododion is ipcntion- 
cd, by which it was enacitd, “ That fof* the Go- 
vernment of ihe Frclu.cncy of Fort William 
“ in Bengal, there ibotild be a'ppOinted a Go- 
“ vernor (jcpf! 1 and Four Counll llors ; and 
that the who.c Livii aud Military C.»'-’.n-s 

“ nitnt 
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nicnt of the faid Prefidency, and alfo the Or- 
• “ dering. Management, and Government of all 
** the Territorial Acquifitions and Revenues in 
“ the Kingdoms of Hcngal, Bahar and Orifla, 
“ (hoLild, during fuch Time as the Territorial 
Acquifitions and Kcveniies {hould reniam in 
the Pofl'clfion of the United Company, be and 
“ were thereby veiled in the laid Governor Ge- 
“ neral and Council of the laid Prefidency of 
“ Fort William in Bengal, in like Manner, to 
“ all Intents and Purpoles whatlocver, as the 
“ fame tlicn were, or at any Time theretofore 
“ might have been cxercifed by the Prelident 
** and Council, or Seleft Committee in the faid 
“ Kingdoms And that it was by the faid Ait 
further enaiflcd, “ That in all Calcs whatfoever, 
“ wherein any Dilfcrence of Opinion fliould 
“ arife, upon .my dueftion propofed in any Con- 
“ lultation, the laid Governor General and Coun- 
“ cil thould be bound and concluded by the 
“ Opinion and Decifion of the major Part of 
“ thole prefent ; and if it Ihould happen, that 
by the Death or Removal, or by the Ablence 
“ of any of the Members of tlie faid Council, 
“ fuch Governor General and Council Ihould 
** happen to be equally divided, then in every 
“ luch Cafe the laid Governor General, or in his 
“ Aoi'ence the eldeft Counfcllor prefent, lliould 
“ have a Calling Voice, and his Opinion Ihould 
** be dccilive and conclufive.” And the faid 
Warren Mailings fays, that the faid Governor 
General and Council, or the major Part of them, 
were by the faid A6t authorized to fuperintend 
and control the Government and Management 
of the Prelidencies of Madras, Bombay, and 
Bencoolen relpedtively ; but that no Power, Au- 
B 2 ^ thorky. 
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thoiity, Dignity, Truft, or Refponfibility, were 
by the faid A6l fpccially annexed to the: (aid Office' 
ofGovcinor General^ otherwife than is herein be- 
fore inentioiu'd : And the faid Warren Ha- 
Ai^gs admits, that upon the due and incorrupt 
Execution of the faid Office of Governor Ge- 
neral, thus conftituted, the fcveral important In- 
terefts Aared in the faid Introdu'fVion'did in an 
cfpei.ia! Manner depend ; And the faid Warren 
Ilaflings does with Gratitiuic acknowledge, that 
he was originally a| .pointed to the faid Office of 
Governor General by the A6t of Parliament 
afbrefaid, for the 'l\rm of l ive Years and that 
he was aftcrwauls. by another Adt of Parliament 
pafled in the Nineteenth Year of the Reign" of 
1 lis prclcnt Majefly, again appointed to the fame 
Office for the T erm of One Year, from the Pifcii 
Day of April, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-nine-, and that by an A£l made in the 
'I'.wcniieth Year of the Reign of Ills prefent 
Njjpjelly, he was continued in the faid Office 
for the further Term of One Year; and that 
in the Year One thoufand Seven bundled and 
Eighty-one, he was once more, being the 
Pourth I'imc, honoured with the fame Appoint- 
ment by the fame Authority for the Term of 
Ten Years : And the faid Wanen Hailings 
humbly begs leave to oblerve, that many of 
the Matters now charged againit him, as lligh 
Crimes and Mifdcmcanors, had been fully car- 
ried into Execution, and Accounts thereof for- 
mally tranfmitted to the Court of Diredfors of 
the faid United Company, and by them in due 
Courle fubmitted to the Confideration of his 
Majefty’s Minirters, prior to fcveral of his faid 
fucccflive Appointments to the faid Office herein 

above ' 
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above fet forth j and ihe faid Warren Haftings 
trifts, that it will be allowed him in this Plate 
to affirm, that* he never, direftly or indircflly, 
sc any Time made, or caufed to be made, any 
Application, Suit, or Requeft whatlbevcr, to 
any of His Majefty’s Miniders, to the Direfctors 
of the Haft India Company, or any of them, 
or to any other Pcrlbn or i)eUTiption of Per- 
fons whaifoever, either for the Purpole of pro- 
curing himfelf to be originally appointed to, 
or afterwards continued in, the faid Office; and 
that the laid (Office, firft conferred upon him, 
in a Scafon of great Difficulty and litnbarrafl'- 
ment, affefting peculiarly the Interells of the 
Eaft India Company, was lepeatedly aftei wards 
conferred at Periods of imminent Danger and 
Dillrcfs, afleding equally the gener.il Interells 
of the whole Brittlh Empire : And the laid War- 
ren Haftings admits, that he continued roabl in 
the faid Office until the Month of f’ebruary. 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty live, at 
which Time l^eace being reftored to every Parc 
of the Britilh Dominions in Indi i, and fevcral im- 
portant Arrangements with the Country Powers, 
and in the internal Regulation of the Aflairs of 
the faid Company, in the faid Government, com- 
pleted, he voluntarily rcligned the fame. Anil 
the laid Warren Haftings lurthcr admits, that 
he was bound, by all the lolcmn Obligations 
ftated in tiie faid Introduclion, faithfully to dif- 
charge the Trufts repofed in him during all the 
‘I'ime that he lb continued to a6f in the laid Of- 
fice: And the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he ever entertained any of the bale or coMu 
Views or Defigns, or was actuated by any 
Motives, or aimed at the Attainment of any 

*fucb 
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i’uch Obji Cls, as arc in and by the faid Intro- 
duftion iui'gcUed and charged againft him: And 
the laid Warren Mailings further denies that he 
has been guilty of any unwarrantable or crimi- 
nal Praclices whatfoever, or that he has in any 
Marnier violated the Duties of his laid Station, 
or that by any Ads whatlbever done or commit^ 
ted by him the laid Warren liaftings in tlie 
Exercile of his laid Office, the Welfare of the 
Kail India Company has fuffered, the Happi- 
nefs of the Native Inhabitants of India been di- 
minidu'd, their Confidence in Hnglilh Faith and 
Lenity Ihaken or impaired, or ilic Honour of 
the Crown and theCharader of the Nation been 
in any Manner degraded. On the contrary, the 
faid Warren Mailings dots Iblcmnly affiim, that, 
during the whole Fcriod ot his long and ar- 
duous Government, he did Ileadily and uniform- 
ly, according to the bell of his Judgment, and 
the Means within his Power, purlue and en- 
deavour to advance the Interclls of the Hall 
India Company and the llritilh Nation ; and he 
trulls that, in the Refult of fueb Kxaminarioit 
as his Condud will receive from the Wifdom 
and Julticc of your l-ordfiiips, it will appear, 
that the Welfare of the Fall India Company has 
been, during the Kxerciie of his laid Office, 
materially promoted, the I lappinefs of the Na- 
tive Inhabitants of India protecled and increafed, 
their Confidence in Knglilh Faith and Lenity 
conciliated and confirmed, and the Honour of 
the Crown, and the Charafter of the Britiffi 
Nation, indullriuully and fuccefsfully maintain- 
ed. And the faid Warren tlallings, before he 
proceeds to anfwer the feveral A i tides wherewith 
he Bands charged, humbly begs leave to (late, 

that 
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that whereas the faid Articles do in many In- 
ftances. contain long Narrations and Recitals ot 
fupiiofed Fadts and Circumftances, which do 
neither in thrmfelves import, nor arc materially 
relevant to any criminal Charge againil him, he 
humbly prefumes to hope, that, in fubmiTting 
to antwer the lame, he fltall not be underftood 
to admit fuch Narrations or Recitals to con- 
tain any Matter of criminal Charge, or that he 
lhall thereby preclude himfclf from infiftingthat 
he was not by Law required to make anfwer 
thereunto. 

AND WHEREAS the true Nature of many 
Mealurcs, charged againft him the laid Warren 
Hadings as Offences, can only be made appear 
by a full Hxpofftion and Detail of the general 
State of Public Affairs at the Times when fuch 
Meafures were rel'peftively adopted, and by a 
paiticular Explanation of the ieveral Motives 
which induce-,! the Adoption of fuch Meafures j 
yet tlie laid Warren Haffings, conceiving that 
an Anfwer framed in that Extent would have 
been inconfiffent with the ulual Courfe of your 
Lordlhips Proceedings, and that fuch Matters 
may be more properly referved for P>idence and 
Defence in a future Stage of this Proceeding j 
he will endeavour, as much as poliiblc, to con- 
fine lus Anfwer to a plain Denial or Admillion 
of the Fads in the faid A'ticles ftate l, and 
in general to abffain from all Expolition and 
Detail of the Mealiircs and I''acts themfelves, 
and of the Motives from which the fame ori- 
ginated, except where fueh Expolition and De- 
tail aie imrricdiatcly ncceffary for the Purpofeof 
rendering his Anfvver intelligible j and he humbly 

p hopcs^ 
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hopes, that your Lordfhips Juftice will not 
fulFer any Conclufions to be drawn to his Difad- 
vantage from fuch his Anfwer to the faid 
Articles, but will allow him to enter into fuch 
Expofition and Detail, when he lhall hereafter 
be *^er(Tiitced to make his Defence at your 
Lordfliips Bar. AND FURTHER, inafmucli 
as many of the Facts in the faid Articles Rated 
or referred to did not fall within the perfonal 
Knowledge of the faid Warren Haflings, and 
could only be known to him by Intelligence 
tranfmitted to him by other Perfons, the faid 
Warren Haftings humbly prefumes to hope, 
that the Admifllons and Denials by him made 
will, in fuch Gales, be conllrued only to mean 
that Intelligence was by him received to the 
Effeft Rated in his faid Anfwer. AND FUi<- 
THER, inafmucli as leveral Fadts and Cir- 
cumRances Rated in the faid Articles are com- 
plicated with various Aggravations and In- 
ferences, fo as to render it extremely difficult 
for him to acknowledge ibme of fuch Fa(Rs 
and CircumRances, without acknowledging, or 
feeming to acknowledge, the Inferences diawn 
therefrom, or the Aggravations wherewith they 
are accompanied, the laid Warren HaRings fur- 
ther hopes that he may, without any Violation 
of the ordinary Courfe of your Lordlhips Pro- 
ceedings, be allowed to diRinguilh between 
A(Rs themlelves, and the Inferences drawn from 
tiiem by the faid Articles *, and that whenever 
he admits any Fact, he may not be underRood 
to admit that fuch Fa(R was by him done or 
committed upon fuch Motives, and with fuch 
Dcligns, or in fuch Manner, as is fuggeRed in 
the faid Articles. And with thele Relervatioos, 
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as to.fo much of the faid Articles as it is 
material or neceflary for him to aniwer, the faid 
Warren Haftings anfwcrs as follows : 


FIRST ARTICLE. 


T o THE FIRST ARTICLE tke faid 
Warren Hallings fays. That Rajah Bul- 
want Sing therein named, was not a Chief in any 
Senfe of the Word, which imports independent 
and fovereign Powrer, nor was he a Zcamindar 
of certain Province.^, as in the faid Article is 
alledged, dependent upon the Mogul Empire, 
through Sujah Dowla, Nabob of Oude, and 
Vizier of the faid Empire : And the laid War- 
ren Hallings fays, that in or about the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Sixry-four, the 
Prefident and Council of Fort William did de- 
clare, that the faid Bulwant Sing having, in the 
Courfe of the War between the Eaft India Com- 
pany and Sujah Dowla, a£led a wavering and 
double Part, was, in their Opinion, a Perfun in 
whom no Confidence ought to be placed : And 
the faid Prefident and Council did, in their In- 
ftrudlions to Major Hedor Munro, who then 
commanded the Troops of the faid Company, 
lignify their Defire, that, in cafe the faid £uU 
want Sing had not been permitted to join the 
faid Major Munro, and the Forces under bis 
Command, or in cafe the faid Major Munro bad 
not entered into any Engagements with the faid 
Bulwant Sing, he fliould be difpoflefled, of the 
C Country 
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Country which he held, and that his Ferfon 
Ibould, if pofTjble, be fecured: And the faid 
Warren Haftings further fays, that it appears, 
by the Public Corrcfpondcnce of the Prcfidency 
at Fort William of that Period, that the faid 
BiSlwant Sing having made certain Propofals to 
the faid Major Munro, who agreed to accept 
the fame, the faid Bulwant Sing did thereby 
become bound to join, and did, in faA, join 
the Forces under the Command of the faid Ma- 
jor Munro ; but that he did afterwards, in Vio- 
lation of his faid Engagement, defert from the 
Britilh Army, and did not return till after the 
Defeat of the faid Sujah Dowlah by the Forces 
of the faid Company : That it alfo appears that 
the faid Bulwant Sing was again received back, 
on the Faith of certain Promifes made by Ge- 
neral Carnac and Randolph Marriott Efquire, 
who concluded an Agreement with the faid Bul- 
want Sing, without the Knowledge and Privity, 
and contrary to the Sentiments and Wilhes of 
the Prelldent and Council; and that the faid 
Prefident and Council did (hortly afterwards de- 
clare the faid Bulwant Sing to be a Perfon in 
whom no ConBdence could be fafely placed, 
and with whom no Agreement ought to have 
been made ; but that, as he had been received 
back on the Faith of Promifes made by the 
faid General Carnac and the faid Randolph Mar- 
riott, the Prelldent and Council refolved to 
abide by the fame, though they wiQied none had 
been made : And the faid Warren Haftings fur- 
ther fays, that he knows of no other Manner in 
which the faid Bulwant Sing attached himfelf 
to the Britilh Nation, nor in which he was of 
Service to the AflFairs and Interells of Great 

Britain, 
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Britain^ though the faid Warren Haftings ad* 
mits, that the Court of Diredors did declare 
an Opinion, to the EfFefl ftated in the laid 
Article.

•AND the faid Warren Hadings fays, that, 
by a Treaty of Peace concluded at Allahabad in 
the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Sixty-five, between Sujah Dowla, Nudjum ul 
Dowla, then Nabob of Bengal, and the Eng- 
lilh Company, the laid Sujah Dov/la did engage 
to continue the faid Bulwant Sing in all the 
Diltrids he pofiefled at the Time he came over 
to the Nabob Jaflier Allee Khan, and the Englifh, 
on condition of his paying the fame Revenue as 
he had theretofore paid, and which Country of 
Benares, and other Didridls, are, in the Seventh 
Article of the fame Treaty, dcfcribcd as being 
then rented by the faid Bulwant Sing : And the 
faid Warren Hallings admits, that the faid Bul- 
want Sing retained to his Death the PolTclfion 
of tiie laid Difirids. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings fays, that, 
by the Influence of the Britifh Bengal Govern- 
ment, and in confideration of a Nazcrannah, or 
Fine, of Seventeen Lacks of Rupees, and an an- 
nual Incrcafe of Two and a Half Lacks of Ru- 
pees to the former Kent paid to the Vizier, 
Rajah Cheyt Sing in the laid Article mentioned, 
was allowed to hold the faid Diftrids, and was, 
in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy, invefted with the Government thereof, 
on fuch Terms as his Father had held the fame, 
tlie Diflerence of Annual Rent only excepted. 

C a AND 
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AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, (hatt 
in confcquence of fuch Powers as are in the faid 
Article itated, he did procure an Agreement 
from the Nabob Sujah Dowla, whereby the faid 
Svjah Dowla granted and confirmed the Affairs 
of the Zemindary and Tahud of the Sircar tof 
B nares, and other Diftrifls therein mentioned 
and defcribed to have been under the Charge of 
Rajah Bulwant Sing, to the faid Rajah Cheyt 
Sinf:, upon their former Pooling, excepting only 
the increafe of Rent herein before mentioned : 
And the laid Warren Mailings admits, that by 
the laid Agreement, to which he craves Leave to 
refer, it was, amongft other Things, provided, 
that no Increafe of the faid Rent fhould be ever 
demanded, which Agreement was expreffed to 
lie made between the faid Nabob Sujah Dowla 
and his Heirs, and the faid Cheyt Sing and his 
Heirs: And the laid Warren Hattings did, by 
an I' ngagement in W rjting, affure the laid Cheyt 
Sing, that fo long as he fhould make the Pay- 
ments to the Vizier, which were thereby efta- 
blilhecl, the Company would attend to his Wel- 
fare, and afford him their Care and Proteclion, 
and that in the faid Agreements there fhould 
never be any Breach or Deviation. 

AND the faid Warren Haflings admits, 
that he was bound to afford the Proteftion of 
the Haft India Company to the faid Rajah, and 
to prevent the Vizier from breaking through, 
or deviating from, the faid Treaties, fo long as 
they were faithfully obferved by the faid Cheyt 
Sing 


AND. 
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AND the faid Warren Mailings further 
admits, that the Refidenc at the Court of Oude 
did, fome Time in the Year One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Seventy-6ve, by the Direflions of 
the Governor General and Council, the faid 
^Warren Mailings being then Governor Geiferal, 
interfere, for the Purpole of preventing the faid 
Vizier from levying a Sum of Money from the 
faid Cheyt Sing, on account of the Rent pay- 
able for the faid Diilrids, before the fame had 
become due ; and believes that the faid Keiidenc 
did, at the fame Time, make Declarations to 
the faid Vizier, to the EfFcft Hated in the faid 
Fird Article. 

AND the faid Warren Mailings fayr, that 
the above Stipulations in favour of the Rajah, 
were fully known to, and ratified and confirm- 
ed by him the faid Warren Mailings and the 
faid Council } but the faid Warren Mailings 
does not know that any other Stipulations in 
favour of the faid Rajah were ever confirmed or 
ratified by him the faid Warren Mailings. 

AND the faid Warren Mailings fays, that 
the Board of Council at Fort William having 
refolved (he the faid Warren Mailings dilTeniing 
from fuch Refolution) that the Treaties made 
with the late Nabob Vizier did not remain in 
force, but expired at his Death, the faid War- 
ren Mailings did, in the courfe of conlidering 
what new Treaty lliould be thereupon negoci- 
ated with the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla, bring 
forward fundry Fropofitions, One of which was 
to the EfieA in the faid Firll Article mentioned, 
which faid lall- mentioned Propofition was agreed 
J3 w 
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to by the Board, but the fame was never after* 
wards cairicd into Execution ; but for the Par- 
ticulars of the IVoceedings of the faid Board 
relative to that Subject, the faid Warren Haf- 
tings craves 1 .eave to refer to the fame, when 
the fame fliall be hereafter produced. And 
the faid Warren Haftings further fays, that* 
by a Treaty concluded on the Twenty-firft 
May, One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
live, between the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla 
and the Eall India Company, and to which, 
for the Contents and £fie£k thereof, he craves 
Leave to refer, the faid Nabob did give up 
unto the faid Company all the Diftritfls depend- 
ant on Rajah Cheyt Sing, together with the 
Land and Water Duties, and the Sovereignty 
of the faid Dillridls in Perpetuity; and the faid 
Company were impowered, wkhin One Month 
and an Half from the Date of the Treaty, 
to take upon themfelves the Sovereignty and 
PoflelHon of the faid Dillridts. And the faid 
Warren Haftings fays, that at a Meeting of 
the Board of Council, held the Twelfth Day 
of June, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-five, he the faid Warren Haftings did 
lay before the Board for their Confideration a 
Minute, Rating, amongft other Things, “ That 
“ the Sovereignty of the Zemindary of Benares 
*' and its Dependencies having been ceded in 
“ Perpetuity to the Honourable Company by 
“ the Fifth Article of the Treaty lately formed 
** with the Nabob Afoph 6 Dowla, it became 
immediately neceflary to determine in what 
Manner that Right (hould be exercifed, and 
“ the regular Payment of the Revenue due 
“ from the Rajah fecured,— — And the faid 

“ Warren 
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** Warren Haftings did accordingly move that 
** tire Subjedt Ihould be taken into Confidera- 
cion of the Board, and fubmitted to their 
** Corredlion and Approval a Plan of Settle* 
** ment with Rajah Cheyt Sing, to be obferved 
** until the Pleasure of the Company refpedling 
** it Ihould be known, declaring his Readinels 
to acquiefce in any other which might be pro- 
** pofed on Terms by which more effcdlual Pro- 
** vidon might be made for the Interelf of the 
** Company, without an Encroachment on the 
** juft Rights of the Rajah, or the Engage- 
** ments adfually fubfifting with him.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays. That by the Plan laid before the Council 
at Fort William in Bengal, upon that Occafton, 
feveral Propolitions were Ibggcfted as a Plan of 
Settlement with Rajah Cheyt Sing, in confe- 
quence of the Ceflion made by the Nabob 
Afoph ul Dowla to the Eaft India Company, of 
the Sovereignty of the Poffeflions which the 
faid Cheyt Sing then held. But ilie laid War- 
ren Haftings denies that the laid Propolitions 
were laid before the Board lor the Purpole of 
carrying into Effcft any Intention of the Board 
to render the faid Rajah more intlepcndant, or 
that the faid Board had, by any Refolution or 
Public Aft, fubfequent to the faid Ceflion fo 
made as aforefaid, manifefted any fuch Inten- 
tion. And as to the Intention or Opinion of 
the individual Members who compoled the faid 
Board, Colonel Monfbn, then being of the faid 
Council, did, in conlidering the faid Propoli- 
tions, enter, upon the Consultations of the faid 
Council, his Opinion, that no.Conceflion Ihould 
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be made to the faid Rajah, but that he diould 
remain exadly in the lame State of Dependante 
and Subordination to the Company as he was in 
to the Nabob; and General Clavering, being 
alfo of the laid Council, did likewife enter his 
Opinion, that the Rajah ibould hold his Ze« 
mindary of the Company on the fame Footing 
precifely that he held it of the lace .Nabob; 
and that if the Adminiftration of Juftice were 
given him, a fuitable Equivalent Ihould be 
obtained equal to the Advantages that might 
accrue to him from it. But the faid Warren 
HalVmgs fays, that it was his Objeft in pro- 
pufing the laid Plan, to render the Rajah more 
indepcndant than he had been, and to prevent 
him from being reduced to what he the faid 
Warren Hadings did call the mean and de- 
praved State of a mere Zemindar, and to raife 
him to a Situation of Power and Dignity un- 
known to any of his AnceHors; but the faid 
Warren Hallings denies chat he did thereby 
intend in any Degree to weaken or diminilh 
the Right of Sovereignty belonging to the faid 
Company over the Poileflions and Government 
of the faid Rajah, or to change the Nature of 
the Relation in which the faid Rajah then Rood 
to the faid Company, as holding Pofleflions 
fubjett to their Sovereignty, or to fuperfede 
or difpenfe with any of the Duties which as 
a Vaiial, and in refpefb of his faid Tenure, 
he then owed to the faid Company; for the 
faid Warren Haftings did exprelsly and in Terms 
propofe, that the laid Rajah Ihould be em- 
powered to cxercife a complete and uncon- 
tcolied Authority over his Zemindary, under 
the acknowledged Sovere gnty of the Honour- 
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able Company in the Government of the Coun- 
try dependant on him, in the CoUeftion of 
the Revenue, and in the Adminillration of 
Juftice. And the faid Warren Mailings did 
further in exprefs Terms declare, that the f^d 
R^ah was bound for the Performance of 
Duty as a VaiTal to the faid Company. 

AND the faid Warren Mailings further fays. 
That the faid Board did agree to the faid Pro- 
pofal, adding thereto, that a Compenfation 
Ihould be demanded of the faid Rajah for th« 
Cutwally. 

AND the faid Warren Mailings further fays. 
That he did propofe that Sunnuds Hiould be 
granted to the faid Rajah, fpecially conferring 
upon him the Power of appointing Officers to 
the Charge of the Cutwally and the Mint of Be- 
nares, the latter to be fubjeft to Inch Orders and 
Regulations as the Governor General and Coun- 
cil Ihould at any Time think it proper to decree } 
and he did further propofe, tiiat the laid Ra- 
jah Ihould hold his Kigiit to the laid Mint, on 
Condition of his faitliful Oblervancc of fuch 
Regulations. But the faid Warren Mailings de- 
nies that by fuch Propofal he did intend to 
convey to the faid Cheyt >ing any Rights incon- 
fillent with the Sovereign Power of the faid 
Company over his faid Pollcffiuns ; for the 
faid Warren Mailings did on the contrary ex- 
prefsly declare, and enter fuch his Opinions upon 
the Confultations of the Council, that the Grant 
of the faid Offices to the faid Rajah by fpe- 
cial Sunnuds, would be a fufficient txprclCon 
of the Sovereignty of the faid Company*, to^ 
• D which 
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which the faid Warren Hafttngs did add, that 
the folenin Renunciation of the faid Sovereignty, 
made by the Nabob of Oude, was the bed and 
mod valid Charter under which it could be 
claimed ; and that while the faid Company had 
Three Brigades, and a full Treafury to alTid-it, 
there was no Fear that their Right to it would 
be oppoled by Realbnings, drawn from implied 
Symbols of Dominion. 

AN D the faid Warren Hadings further fays. 
That the Board did afterwards agree to the 
Terms of the faid Propofal refpefting the Cut- 
waily and the Mint, adding thereto a Condition, 
that the Rajah (hou!d pay an annual Compen- 
fation to the Company for fuch Cutwally and 
Mint, and oblige himfelf to coin Money of the 
prectlc Standard only, which diould be Bxed by 
the Board. 

AND the faid Warren Hadings fays. That 
having fubmitted to the Confideration of the 
Board certain Propodcions connected with, and 
dependent on each other, as forming a general 
Plan of Settlement between the faid Cheyt Sing 
and the Had India Company, which Propofi- 
tions afterwards underwent material Alterations 
by the Board, he did, amongft the red, and as 
Part of his original PropoOtions, recommend, 
that while the Rajah Ihould continue faithful to 
the Engagements thereby propofed to be re- 
quired from the faid Rajah, and while he Ihould 
continue punctual in his Payments, and Ihould 
pay due Obedience to the Authority of the 
Company, no more Demands Ihould be made 
upon him of any Kind by the faid Company ; 

4 nor 
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POT, ^pon any Pretence whatfoever, (hould any 
Perfon' be allowed to interfere with his Autho- 
rity, or to difturb the Peace of his Country. 
And the faid V/arren Haftings fays, that the 
Refolotions formed by the faid Board of CouncB 
were ordered to be communicated to the fiaid 
Rajah Cbcyt Sing, by Francis Fowke E/quirC} 
the then Kefident at Benares, who was at the 
fame Time direded to notify to the faid Cheye 
Sing the Sovereignty of the faid Company 
over all the Territories of his faid Zemindary, 
and to receive from him, on account of the faid 
Company, and in their Name, a Nuzzeranna, 
or Acknowledgment of his Vaffalage. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays. That he did, in effed, declare, in pro- 
pofing the faid Plan, that the voluntary Reftrainc 
which the faid Government of the laid Com- 
pany would, if the fame was carried into Exe- 
cution, lay on its own Adions, was calculated 
to produce the ElFeds in the Firft Article 
mentioned. And the laid Warren Haftings 
fays, that he did propofe, as Part of his 
Plan, that in return for certain ConcclTions to 
be made to the faid Cheyt Sing, and for the 
Performance of his Duty as a Vaffal to the Com- 
pany, the faid Rajah Ihould engage to maintain 
in conftant Pay, and ready at all Times for 
immediate Service, fuch Body of Cavalry, and 
upon fuch Terms as are in the faid Firft Article 
mentioned but the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he did not at the Time of propoung the 
faid Plan declare, that it was far from his 
Intention to propofe the above, or any other 
Article, to be impofed on the faid Rajah by 
D a Com- 
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Compulfion : But the faid Warren Haftings 
fays, that he did n:ake fuch Declaration at a 
fubiequent Period, vix. in the Month of July, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-five. 
And the faid Warren Haftings further admits, 
that the Board did finally relblve, in or about 
the Month of July, in the Year One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Seventy-five, that- it fliould 
be recommended to the faid Cheyt Sing, to keep 
up Two thoufand Cavalry, to be difciplined after 
the European Manner •, but that there Ihould be 
no Obligation on him ib to do. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays. That neither by all or any of the fevcral 
Aifts, Agreements, Treaties, or Stipulations 
above mentioned, nor by any other within the 
Knowledge of the faid Warren Haftings, was 
the faid Cheyt Sing under the Authority of the 
Eaft India Company confirnjed and fecured in 
the free and uncontrolled Authority in the Re- 
gulations and Government of his Zemindary, 
in the Manner and to the Extent ftated in the 
faid Firft Article. 

THE faid Warren Haftings fays. That he 
was bound by the Duties of his OHice, and by 
the Ties of Jufticc and Public Faith, to adhere 
to every Treaty, Stipulation, and Engagement, 
fubfifting between the Company and the faid 
Rajah, according to the plain Senfe and true 
Underftanding thereof, fo long as the faid Rajah 
ihould on his Part faithfully difeharge the Duties 
refulting firom his Relation to the faid Com- 
pany* 


AND 
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AI^D the faid Warren Haftings further fays^ 
that on .or about the Seventh Day of July, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, 
Intelligence was received by the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council, of a War between Great 
Britain and France; and the Governor General 
and Council deeming furh Intelligence authen- 
tic, the laid Warren Haftings did, in conie- 
qucnce thereof, on the Ninth Day of the fame 
IVlonth, amongft other Meafures, propofe, and 
it was by the faid Board accordingly relblved, 

That Rajah Cheyt Sing Ihould be re- 

quired, in Form, to contribute his Share to 
** the Burthen, of the War, by the Eftablilh- 
** ment of Three regular Battalions of Sepoys, 
** to be raifed and maintained at his Expence 
And the faid Warren Haftings was, as Gover- 
nor General, requefted to write to the faid 
Cheyt Sing to that Eftefl. And the faid 
Warren Haftings denies that he did propole 
the faid Refolution, or concur therein, in 
Breach of any Duty or Truft repofed in 
him, or in Contradi&ion to any Treaty, Sti- 
pulation, or Engagement, exifting between the 
laid Company and the faid Kajah, or from all 
or any of the corrupt or criminal Motives, or 
with any of the Views in the faid Firft Ar- 
ticle charged upon him. And the faid Warren 
Haftings further denies, that the State of the 
Treafury was ftich as to render the faid Mea- 
fure unnecelTary, or that there were any other 
Perfons in Situations fimilar to that of the faid 
Cheyt Sing, upon whom any Levy or Demand 
of Contribution then could or ought to have 
been made. And the faid Warren Haftings 

farther 
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forther fays, that in purfuance of the faid Vote 
of Council of the Ninth of July, Onethoufand 
Seven hundred and Seventy>eight, he did, on 
the Eleventh of the fame Month, write a Let- 
ter to the faid Rajah, of which the following is 
a Copy: 

“To Rajah Cheyt Sing.” . 

“WAR having been declared between the 
** Courts of Great Britain and France i by the 
“ former on the Eighteenth of March, and by 
“ the latter on the Thirtieth of March ■, I am 
“ to requeft of you, in my own Name, and 
“ that of the Board, as a Subjeft of the Com- 
** pany, bound to promote their Intereft on 
“ every Occafion, to contribute your Share of 
“ the Burthen of the prefent War, which will 
** equally aSedt your Intereft and ours. It has 
*' been determined by the Board, that an Efta- 
“ blilhment of Three regular Battalions of Se- 
“ poys, to be commanded by Britifli Officers, 
“ be railed and maintained at your Expence, 
“ and employed on fuch Service as the Situa- 
** tionof Afliiirs may require. I have no Doubt 
“ but, regarding this Meafure equally condu- 
“ cive to your own and the Company’s In- 
“ tereft, you will, with the greateft Keadinefs, 
** comply *, and I hope you will intimate your 
“ Conlcnt without Delay.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that he did receive from the faid Cheyt 
Sing the following Anfwer to the faid Letter : 
** I have been honoured by the Receipt of your 
“ gracious Letter, communicating the Intelli* 

“gence 
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ffincc of a War having broke out between 

uie Go'urts of Great Britain and France, and 
** defiring me to take on inyfelf a Share of 
** the Burthen of Expence. My Patron, I an» 
** the Servant of the Sircar ; I will write you 
*S more fully hereafter. On all Occafions I am 
** hopeful of your Highnefs*s Favour and Sup- 
** port.”' And the faid Warren Hallings fays, 
that he did, upon the Seventeenth of Auguft, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy- eight, 
lay before the Board the faid Letter ; and did 
at the fame Time inform the Board, as the faid 
Warren Hallings avers the Fa6t to have been, 
that having called upon the Rajah’s Vackeel for 
an Explanation of his Mailer’s further Senci> 
ments upon the Subje6l of it, he was afiured 
by the laid Vackeel that the faid Rajah was 
at all Times ready to pay Obedience to the 
Commands of the Board, and to afford every 
Proof of his Attachment to the Company s 
and that the Rajah had authorized him to de- 
clare his Acquiefcence in the Requifition of a 
Subfidy, equal to the Kxpence of Three Batta- 
lions of Sepoys, for the Service of the Warj 
and that the laid Vackeel contended much for fix- 
ing the Sum of the Subfidy at Three Lacks of 
Rupees; but the faid Warren Hallings having 
told him it could not be lels than Five, the faid 
Vackeel did confent, in the Name of the faid 
Rajah, and in virtue of the Authority which 
he derived from him, to the Payment of that 
Sum, for One Year, alledging that his Autho- 
rity extended no further. And the faid Warren 
Hallings further fays, that it was unanimoufly 
refolved at the faid Board, that the Subfidy to 
be paid by the faid Rajah for the Maintenance 
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of Three Battalions of Sepoys, during the War, 
(huuld be fixed at the Annual Sum of Five 
Lacks of Muchiidar Rupees ; . and that he 
fliould be immediately required to pay that 
Sum into the Hands of the Refident, Mr. 
Graham. And the faid 'VVarren Haftings fur- 
ther fays, that the faid Refolution was com- 
municated to the faid Cheyt Sing, who, after 
various Attempts to delay the Payment of the 
faid Sum, on the Plea of Inability, did at 
length pay it, in conformity to the faid Re- 
folution. And the faid Warren Mailings denies 
that the faid Sum of Money was extorted from 
the faid Cheyt Sing, or that the faid Warren 
Haftings is in any Manner criminal in refpecl 
to the Demand or Receipt thereof, or that in 
the whole, or any Part of the faid Meafure, 
he was atfluated by any of the corrupt Mo- 
tives or Views in the faid Firft: Article charged 
upon him. 

And the faid Warren Hillings further lays, 
that in or about the Month of July, in the 
Year One thouland Seven hundred and Seventy- 
nine, it was unanimoufty agreed in Council, on 
the Motion of the faid Warren Haftings, that 
the faid Cheyt Smg fliould be required to contri- 
bute the Sum of Five Lacks, as his Share for 
the Expence of the War for the current Ycarj 
and it was at the fame Time agreed that the 
Governor General and Council ihould be re- 
quired to write to the faid Rajah Cheyt Sing, 
acquainting him that the Period of One Year, 
for wliich he had agreed to pay Five Lacks of 
Muchiidar Rupees, as his Share of the Burthen 
of the War with France, on the Seventeenth of 

Augufty 
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August One tlioufand Seven hundred and Se- 
venty-eight, was expired, and as the Continua- 
tion of the War ftill made it neceflary to main- 
tain the fame Kftablidiment of Troops for the 
Defence of the Country, that the Board decijn- 
e4 it requifite that he (hould at that Time co*- 
tribute the further Sum of Five Lacks of Much* 
lidar Rupees, as his Proportion of the Charge 
for the current Year; and that therefore the 
Refident had been directed to apply to him for 
the fame. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he did accordingly write a Letter to the 
faid Cheyt Sing, to that EfFeft. And the faid 
Warren Haftings infifts, that the faid Rajah 
Cheyt Sing was bound to comply with the laid 
Demand, and that he was fully able fo to do ; 
notwithftanding which, and although repeated 
Applications were by the faid Refident made to 
the faid Cheyt Sing, for the Payment of the 
laid Sum of Money, tlie faid Cheyt Sing falfcly 
alledged that it was abfolutely out of his Power 
to raife the Sum required, and did on futh 
Pretence withhold the Payment thereof. And 
the faid Refident having reprefented to the 
Board that he had continued to renew the faid 
Demand on the Kajah every Second Day, and 
finding that he held to the Terms of his Firft 
Refufal, and feeing no Probability of a fpeedy 
Change in his Sentiments, he was unavoidably 
reduced to the Neceflity of applying to tho 
Board for further Inftrudiions } whereupon it 
became the Duty of the faid Warren Haftings, 
and of the faid Council, to have Recourfe to 
fome eifetftual Method to enforce the Payment 
thereof ; and it was accordingly rcfolved by the 
Board, on the Motion of the faid Warren 
£ Haftings, 
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Haftino!!, that the Commander in Chief (hould 
be dirc£ted to iflue an Order for the March 
of I'wo [Jattalions of Sepoys to Benares, on the 
UequifuioM of Mr. Thomas Graham, and there 
to remain for the further Orders of the Board j 
chat the whole Expence of that Detachment, 
from the Day of its March, (houl.l be paid fey 
the Rajah of Benares; that fuch Reiblution 
Ihould be communicated to him by the Go- 
vernor General ; and that the Reddent (hould 
be ordered to inform the Rajah of it, repeating 
his Demand fur the Sum required ; and in calc 
of his Refufal or Non-compliance with the faid 
Demand, the Relident (hould give immediate 
Notice to the OlHcer in Command of the De- 
tachment, that he might march accordingly. 
And the faid Warren 1 ladings further fays, 
that he did accordingly, by Letter, and by 
means of the faid Keddent, apprife the faid 
Rajah of fuch Reiblution, who having afterwards 
promifed to pay the (aid Sum, did notwith- 
itanding renew his laid falfe Pretence of Inabi- 
lity, and withhold the Payment thereof, to the 
great Injury of the public Service ; whereupon 
the faid Kefident, in purfuance of the afurel'aid 
Dirciftions of the Board, did require Major 
Camac to march to Benares with the Detach- 
ment under his Command ; and the faid Sum of 
Five Lacks was, in cunfequence thereof, paid 
in full by the faid Cheyt Sing, together with the 
lixpence incurred by the March of the faid 
Detachment. And the faid Warren Haftings 
further fays, that in the Month of Augull, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, 
Advices were lent by the Governor General 
and Council to the faid Court of Diredtors, 
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containing an Account of the Mcafures purfued 
by the .Board upon the Receipt of the in- 
telligence of a War in Europe, One of which 
Mealures was the faid Firit Octnand of Sub- 
fidy from the faid Chevt Sing, in the Year 
Qne thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, 
and which Meafure had been, by a Minute at 
the Boatxl, referred to the faid Court for 
their Deciiion on toe Right to demand the 
lame. And the faid Warren Hallings furtlicr 
fays, that in or about the Month of De- 
cember, One thouland Seven hundred and 
Seventy-nine, Letters were received from the 
faid Court of Diredors, acknowledging the 
Receipt of the faid Advices; but in the faid 
Letters the faid Court of Diredors did not 
exprefs any Dilapprobation either of the De- 
mand itlelf, or of the Right to make or en- 
force the fame. And the laid Warren Hall- 
ings further fays, that afterwards, on T'wenty- 
lecond June, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty, the Governor General and Council, 
he being then Governor General, did again 
unanimoudy refolve to demand from the laid 
Rajah Cheyt Sing, a further Sum of five 
Lacks of Rupees ; and which was accordingly 
demanded on account of the ftme Exigencies 
as had occafioned the Demands made in the 
Two preceding Years. And the laid Warren 
Hallings fays, that the faid Cheyt Sing did, 
on the faid Demand being made known to 
him, confenc and promile to comply with the 
fame; but notwithdanding fuch Fromife and 
Confent, he did again, under various falfe Pre- 
tences, delay and withhold the Payment of the 
faid Sum, to the great Detriment of the public 
£ 2 Service ; 
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Service ; whereupon the faid Governor General 
and Council did, on the Motion of the faid 
Warren Haftings, unanimoully order that Mr. 
Fowke, then Refident at Benares, Ihould inform 
the Kaj.ih that the Board were much difpleafed 
with his alTetfled Delays, knowing his Ability 
to make the immediate Payment of the Subddy ; 
and that the faid Refident Ihould peremptorily 
require him to difcharge the fame. And the 
faid Warren Hadings further fays, that after> 
wards, on the Twenty-fixth Oftober, One 
thuufand Seven hundred and Eighty, the Board 
having been informed, by a Letter from the 
faid Relidenr, that the Rajah, notwithdanding 
his folemn Aflurancc, had paid no Part of the 
Balance of his Sublidy, but had refumed his 
Plea of Inability, and that the faid Refident 
could form no Opinion how long the faid Cheyt 
Sing might think proper to protrafl the Pay- 
ment, the faid Board did, on the Recommenda- 
tion of the laid Warren liadings, relolve that 
the laid Refident Ihould be diredled to demand 
inllant Payment of the Balance due on Account 
of the SubGdy of the faid Cheyt Sing ; and 
that, if he Ihould not have paid it at the Time 
of the Receipt of their Order, that the faid 
l^cfident Ihould, in the Name of the Board, 
exact Payment of the further Sum of One 
Lack of Kupees, as a Fine for his pad Dif- 
obedience; and that, to enforce fuch Order, 
Brigadier General Scibbert Ihould be direfted to 
ilTue Orders to the Commanding Officers of the 
Battalions of the neared Station - to Benares, 
to march immediately to that Place, and to wait 
fuch Orders as might be thereafter tranfmitted 
to them; and that, in the mean time, the

Board fliould be informed of the Reception 
given by the Rajah to that Order, which, it 
was hoped, might be luch as (hould render it 
unnecellary to proceed to Extremities againfl 
him : But the laid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the faid Balance being difcharged, the propofed 
^'ine was not then levied. And with refpeft to 
fo much of the faid EirR Article as relates to 
the faid Sum of Two Lacks of Rupees therein 
Rated to have been privately received by tlie faid 
Warren Haftings, from a Perfon named Sada- 
nund, Bvixey or Treafurer to the faid Rajah, 
as a Prefcnt or Bribe, and which, by the laid 
Firft Article, is fuppofed to have been given 
on the Account therein Rated, the faid Warren 
Haftings (referring to his Anfwer hereinafter 
made in this Behalf) denies that the lame, or 
any other Sum of Money, was ever received by 
him, as a Bribe, or for his own Ufe, or for any 
corrupt or criminal Purpofe whatever, or was 
ever fo applied. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings faith, that 
on or about the Second November, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty, it was agreed 
in Council that the faid Warren Haftings 
Ihould be requefted to write to the Rajah of 
Benares, requiring him to furnilh luch Part of 
the Cavalry entertained in his Service as he 
could fpare for the Service of the Company, 
and to inform the faid Warren Haftings what 
Number he the faid Rajah could fiipply^ and 
it was likewife agreed, that a Letter Ihould be 
written to Mr. Fowke, the Refidcnt at Benares, 
diredfing him to make the fame Requifition ; 
and the faid Refident was diredled to inform 

the 
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the Rajah, that the faid Force would be no 
longer required than during the Continuance of 
the War which then exifted, and that it would 
be returned at the Clofe of it ; which Requili- 
tions were accordingly made; and the faid 
Warren Haftings avers that the fame were, Jn 
the then State of the Company’s Affairs, ex- 
|)edient and neceffary to be made ; and he de- 
nies that the Kefolution lad; mentioned was 
made, or that he propoled or concurred therein, 
in Profecution of any malicious or criminal 
Dcfjgn whatever. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did enter into any Negociation with the 
Nabob of Oude for the Sale of the faid Terri- 
tories to the f iid Vizier for a Sum of Money 
to be paid to the Ealf India Company, as in 
the faid Article is allcdged; but the faid Warren 
Haftings infifts that if he had entered into a 
Negociation with the laid Vizier on this Subjeft, 
he would not have been thereby guilty of any 
Act in Dcliancc of the Letter or Spirit of any 
'JYeaty, or Agreement, then fubfifting between 
the faid Rajah and the Halt India Company. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he did feme Time in the Month of January, 
in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-one, in conlequence of repeated Re- 
prdentations, the Truth whereof he had then 
lufficient Keafon to believe, write a Letter to 
the faid Rajah Cheyt Sing, which he conceives 
to be alluded to in the faid Firft Article, of 
which the following is a Copy : Frequent Re- 
“ prefentations having been made to me of the 

“ Want 
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« Waut of Pun£tuality in the Payment of your 
** Malgvzary, that Part more particularly which 
is defigned fur the Dilburfement of Sauduc 
“ Ally Khan’s Salary ; and it having at this 
“ Time more than any other a bad and fufpi- 
“ cious Appearance, 1 do peremptorily order 
that all Arrears of whatfoever Kind be paid 
up within Twenty-four Hours after the 
** Receipt of this Perwanna, or you muft expeft 
that bad Confequenccs will follow.” And 
the faid Warren Haftings denies that the faid 
Letter was written with any of the criminal 
Motives or DeGgns in the faid Article charged 
upon him, or that he was in any other Manner 
criminal in refpefi: thereof. And the faid War- 
ren HaGings further fays, that in or about the 
Month of July, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-one, it was refolved in Council, 
amongll other Things, that he the faid Warren 
Haftings Giould be invefted with full Power 
and Authority to form fuch Arrangements with 
the Rajah of Benares for the better Government 
and Management of his Zemindary, and to per- 
form fuch A(Ets for the Improvement of the In- 
tereft which the Company poffefled in it, as he 
the faid Warren Haftings might think ftt and 
cohfonant to the mutual Relation, and a£lual 
Engagements, fubGfting between the Company 
and the laid Kajah. And the faid Warren 
Haftings admits that he did concur in the faid 
Refolution, but he denies that he did thereby 
inveft himfclf with an illegal or dangerous De- 
legation of the Powers of the whole Council, 
without any Authority given to him fo to do 
by the Eaft India Company, or by any Adi of 
Parliament} or that the faid Delegation was in 

any 
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any Manner illegal or dangerous, or unwarrant- 
able: And further the faid Warren Haftings 
admits, that he did undertake a Journey to the 
Upper Provinces, and in particular to the Pro- 
vince of llenares i but he denies that he under- 
took the laid Journey from the Motives, or wijh 
the Dcligns, in the faid Pirfl Article alledged. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further de- 
nies, that he did, in Profecution of any falfe, 
wicked, or malicious Pretences, or wantonly, 
arbitrarily, or tyrannically degrade, infult, or 
falfely accufe the faid Rajah, as in the faid Firft 
Article is dated: ‘But the faid Warren Hadings 
admits, that he did charge the faid Rajah with 
certain Afts of Mifgovernment and Difaffedion, 
and with Breach of Faith and Duty to the £ad 
India Company ; which Charges were fet forth 
in a Paper Writing figned by him the faid 
Warren Hadings, and delivered to the faid 
Rajah, and which Charges the faid Warren 
Hadings did then believe, and does now be- 
lieve to be true: And the faid Warren (ladings 
admits that he the faid Rajah did manifed fuch 
Behaviour, and ufe luch hxpredions, as are in 
the faid Fird Article dated. But the faid War- 
ren Hadings having Rcafon to didrud the Sin- 
cerity of the faid Rajah, did, at the Commence- 
ment of the Proceedings, which he then deemed, 
and now infids were necclfary and fit to be 
adopted on the faid Occafion, order the faid 
Rajah to be put under Arred; but he denies 
that the faid Arred was a Meafure of fuch 
Nature, or attended with fuch Circumdances, 
or produflive of fuch EdeAs, as are dated in 
the laid Fird Article. And he further fays, 
6 thac 
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that a Party of the Company's Sepoys having 
been placed as a Guard over the faid Rajah, 
a Body of Troops in his Pay did, in his Fre« 
fence, attack the faid Guard, the greateft Parc 
of which Guard, both Officers and Men, were 
either killed or wounded : And the faid Warren 
H^ings denies that the faid Attack was of fuch 
a Nature, pr occafioned by fuch Circumllances, 
as are in the faid Firft Article mentioned. 
And he fays, that during the Continuance of 
the fame, the faid Rajah did, in Breach of the 
faid Arreft, withdraw to a Fort in the Neigh- 
bourhood, belonging to him the faid Rajah. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
the faid Rajah did afterwards fend divers Letters 
to him the faid Warren Haftings, of fuch Na- 
ture as in the faid Firfl; Article is dated; to 
which the faid Warren Hadings, for good and 
fufficient Reafons, did not return any Anfwer. 
And the faid Warren Hadings admits, that he 
did impute the faid Rebellion to fuch Defigns 
and to fuch Intentions of , the faid Rajah, as are 
fuggeded in the faid Fird Article ; but he de- 
nies that the faid Rebellion was raifed by any 
Violence, Breach of Faith, or Opprelfion, on 
the Part of him the faid Warren Hadings. 

AND he further denies, that he did un- 
necedarily or criminally hazard the Safety of the 
Britilh Empire in the £ad, upon the Event of 
a Civil War. And the faid Warren Hadings 
fays, that he did, in Difcharge of his public 
Duty, by means of the Company's Troops, 
expel the faid Rajah from the faid Zemindaries, 
to which he had forfeited his Right : But the 
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laid Warren Haftings denies, thar, in fo doing, 
he a£led wickedly, arbitrarily, or tyrannically. 
And he further denies, that the fubfequent War 
with the faid Kajah was, on the Part of the Eaft 
India Company, unjuft; or that the Confe* 
quences which arole therefrom, are in any 
Manner imputable to him the faid Wai'ren 
Haftings; or that he was guilty of any Milcon- 
duft. Violence, Tyranny, or Improvidence, in 
refped to the iame. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he was guilty of any Extortion or Exadion what- 
foever ; or that by all or any the aforefaid Adis, 
Demands, Arreft, or Kxpiilfjon, of the faid 
Cheyt Sing, or in refpedl of any other Adis or 
OmiHions, he has in any Manner violated the 
Truft repoled in him, the Faith of Treaties, or 
has adled contrary to his own Senfe of Duty ; 
or that he has in any Manner difgraced or dif- 
credited the Charadter of the Britilh Nation 
in India ; or that he has, by all or any of the 
aforefaid Adis, been guilty of any Crime or Mil* 
demeanour whatfoever. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that after the Company’s Troops had been fo 
cut off, and the faid Cheyt Sing had fo broken 
his Arreft at Benares as aforefaid, and whilft the 
faid Cheyt Sing was at the Head of a numerous 
Force, and carried on W'ar and Rebellion 
againft the faid Company, he, the faid Warren 
Haftings, did diredt an Attack to be made upon 
the Fort called Bidjegur, in the faid Article 
tilentioncd ; which Fort was garrilbned and de* 
fended by the Troops of the faid Cheyt Sing, 

againft* 
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againft tlie Troops of the fakl Company. And 
the faid Warren Haftings admits, that, at the 
Time of fuch Attack, Panna, the Mother of the 
faid Kajah, and the furviving Women of the 
Family of Bulwant Sing, were in the faid Fort. 
Aojl the faid Warren Haftings admits, that he 
did give Orders to fdze the faid Fort; and 
further, that he did give Orders to feize upon 
all the Money and Eife(fts that might be found 
in the faid Fort ; but he denies that he did 
ilfue any Orders, directing that the Fort, and 
all the Property it contained, (hould be fecured 
for the Beneht of the Detachment employed in 
reducing it; or that he did abandon to the 
Soldiery the Property of the faid Women ; or 
that he did in any Manner ftimulate the Army 
to Rapine or Outrage. But the faid Warren 
Haftings further fays, that the laid Panna 
having propofcd to him to furrender the faid 
Fort and the Trcafure therein contained, on 
certain Conditions fpecified by hcrfelf, he did, 
in a Letter to Major Popham, declare that 
he accepted the faid Surrender upon thufe Con- 
ditions, provided the Propofal was fully carried 
into Effeil within Twenty-four Hours after 
the Time of her receiving his Anfwer thereto ; 
and did at the fame Time intimate, that if (he 
Ihould refufe to execute the Promife ib made 
by herfclf, or ftiould delay the Execution of 
it beyond the Time aforefaid, the faid Warren 
Haftings would then conftdcr it as a wanton 
Affront and Indignity, which he could never 
forgive. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that being at the Diftance of feveral Miles 
from the laid Fort at the Time of the Surrender 
thereof, he was afterwards informed by Major 
F * Popham, 
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Pophatn, who then commanded the Com* 
pany’s Forces at the Siege of the faid Fort, 
that the faid Panna having come out of the 
Fort with her Family and Dependants at a 
late Hour of the Night, which prevented fuch 
Attention being paid to her as he the faid 
Major Popham wiihcd, her People were, not- 
withftanding all he could do, plundered on 
the Road of molt of the Things which they 
brought out of the Fort, by the Followers of 
the Army under the Command of the faid 
Major Popham, by which Means one of the 
Articles of Surrender was much infringed}—* 
that the Diftrefs he Major Popham felt upon 
that Occafion could not be exprefled, and could 
only be allayed by a firm Performance of the 
other Articles of the Treaty, which he would 
make it his Bufinefs to enforce. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
upon the Receipt of the Letter lafi mentioned, 
he wrote to the faid Major Popham, exprcfling 
the Concern of him the laid Warren Haftings, 
that the Licentioufnefs of any Perfons under the 
Command of the faid Major Popham (hould 
have given Caufc to complain of the Infringe* 
ment of the fmalleft Article of tiie faid Capitu- 
lation, and hoping that he would difcover the 
Offenders, and oblige them to make Reftitu* 
tion, and allb to punifh them in the moft ex- 
emplary Manner *, and declaring, that he relied 
on the Humanity and Juftice of the faid Major 
Popham to make all the Recompence in his 
Power, by a fcrupulous Attention to enforce 
the Performance of the remaining Stipulations 
♦n favour of the faid Panna, And the faid War- 
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ren Hatlings believes, that an adequate Coni> 
penfation was afterwards, in confequence of fuch 
Letter, made to the Perfons plundered. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did ever give any Licence or Permidion to 
the Soldiers to plunder, or chat he did ever make 
any fuch- Declaration of Right as in the faid Firft 
Article is ailedged ; hut he fays, that having re> 
ceived Information that the Property captured 
in the faid Fort had been in Part diftributed 
amongft the Officers and Troops prefent at the 
Capture of the fame, he did, on the Fourteenth 
November, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
£ighty>one, write a Letter to the faid Major 
Popham concerning fuch Subjeft, in which, 
amongft other Things, he wrote as follows : 
“ The Subjed on which I am now to write is 
“ a very difagreeable and painful one to me, 
but indifpenfable. I have received Informa- 
“ tion which, though private, is certainly au- 
** thentic, that you have already diftributed one 
** Dividend of the Treafure found in Bidjegur 
** among the Officers and Troops on the Spot. 
** If this be true, 1 am very forry for it, as on 
** many Confiderations it appears to me, that 
fuch Diflribucion is premature. 1 apprehend 
** that it is a Propoficion not to be difputed, that 
*' every Thing acquired by the Army of a State, 
** belongs to the State which employed thofe- 
*' Arms. By Charters and Adis of Parliament, 
the foie Right to all Conquefis or Captures 
made by the Company’s Arms, is vetted in 
“ the Company. It was, however, my Inten* 
** tion to have ufed my utmoft Authority and 
^ Inttuence to have obtained for the Troops en- 

« gaged

** gaged in the Service againfl; Cheyt Sing, the 
** whole Booty which might be found in Bidje- 
gur, or other Places. 1 regarded it as the due 
** Reward of their Services and Kecompence of 
** their Sufferings ; but I never meant that they 
** fhould feize ir, and fcramble for it. Befides^ 
if the adual Right was in the Army at a 
“ Time like this, when the Exigencies of the 
“ Company are lb great, furely they might have 
** expeded to have beneBted by the immediate 
** Ufe of it as a Loan. I had, I muft own, 
fuch Confidence in your Diferetion, that I 
** did exped, if theTreafure found in the Fort 
fhould prove very confiderable, you would 
** not have proceeded to any Dillribution of it, 
” until you had reported the Amount to the 
** Board, and obtained their Sandion for ap> 
** propriating it to the Troops, or at lead that 
you would have reprefented it to me, as I am 
“ ib near you.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings did in the 
fame Letter further add, ** 1 muft therefore re- 
** quire of you to fufpend any further Diftribu- 
** tion or Dividend, until the Orders of the 
“ Board refpeding it are received •, and 1 defire 
** you will order and require the Officers who 
** have already (hared, to refund the Sums which 
“ they have refpedively received, and acquaint 
“ them, if they do not, they will be refpon- 
** fibie to Government ; and that fuch Sums, as 
*♦ well as what fhall remain, are and muft be 
“ fubjed to the final Decifion of the Board.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he was guilty of any Breach of Faith with the 

faid 
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fail! Troops, or of any Breach of Duty to his 
Conftituents } or that he has pretended to, or 
purfued, any di(honourable Objed ; or that he 
has been guilty of any A& of Injuftice *, or that 
in all or any of the Matters aforefaid, he has 
been guilty of any Crime or Mifdemeanour 
Vhatfoever. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings fays, that 
after the Expulfion of the Rajah Cheyt Sing 
from the Dominions of Benares, he did, without 
any previous Communication with the other 
Members of the Council, but in virtue of a 
competent Authority then veiled in him for that 
Purpofe, nominate and appoint Rajah Mehip- 
narain, the next Heir to the Zemindary of Be- 
nares, to the immediate Government of the 
fame, and did appoint his Father Durbedjy 
Sing, Adminillratur of his Authority, and did 
continue William Markham Efquire in the 
Office of Refident on the Part of the Company. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings denies, that 
any Treaty or Agreement ever fubfilled between 
the Britilh Nation and the People of Benares, 
or that the faid People were ever conlidered as, 
or did in fa£l conflitute a State, or independent 
Power } but he fays, that the Grant whereby the 
faid Cheyt Sing held the PolTedlon of the faid 
Zemindary, having been forfeited as aforeiaid, 
it became neceflary to form a new Settlement 
of the faid Zemindary % in confequence of which 
the laid Warren Hallings did, by virtue of the 
Authority aforefaid, frame fuch Regulations, and 
make fuch Agreements as to him appeared 
necclTary and proper. And he fays, that the 
I Tri- 
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Tribute was raifed to the Amount dated in the 
faid Article ; and that the Duties before impofed 
upon Goods and Merchandizes were by him re- 
duced to certain hxed Tables and Rates % but he 
denies, that any Meafures adopted by him, on 
that Occafion, were arbitrary or tyrannical, wan- 
ton or illegal, or were in any other Refpe£t ot 
the Nature, or attended with the Confequences, 
Hated in the Firft Article. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did difpofe of, as his own, the Property with- 
in the faid Provinces i but he admits that he 
did grant Penfions to certain Pcrfons, who he 
alledges were juftly intitled thereto : And he 
begs leave further to rcprelent, that the Whole 
of his Conduct in the feveral Meafures above 
fpecified having been communicated by him the 
laid Warren Haftings to the Council at Calcutta, 
they did fully approve of, and ratify the fame. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he did, in the Year One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty-two, continue his Correfpond- 
ence with William Markham Efquire, then Re- 
fident at Benares ; and in confequence of Re- 
prefentations from the faid Relident, that the 
new Rent or Tribute was then in Arrear, and 
that the Affairs of the Province were likely to 
fall into Confufion, the. faid Warren Haftings 
being then at too great a Diftance to confult 
the other Members of the Board, and fearing 
that dangerous Confequences would happen from 
fuch Delay as was neceffary for the Purpofe of 
communicating with the Council, did authorize 
and empower him, the faid William Markiiam, 

to 
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to remove the (aid Durbedjy Sing from bis 
Office, shd to deprive him of the official Al« 
iowance for the fames which Meafure being 
afterwards notified to the Council, together 
with the Rcalbns for the fame, the faid Council 
did entirely approve thereof. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
in confcquence of the Reprefentations aforefaid, 
and of other Information to the fame £fie£t, he 
did dircA the faid Markham to take proper 
Meafures for preventing the Flight of the faid 
Durbedjy Sing, and the Removal of his EffieAss 
whereupon the faid Markhanl did deem it ne> 
celfary to confine the faid Durbedjy Sing in his 
own Houfe, in which Confinement he was after- 
wards continued by the Orders of the Board: 
And the faid Warren Haftings denies that the. 
faid Confinement was attended with Violence 
or Cruelty, or that the Nonpayment of the faid 
Tribute was only a Pretence for the faid Con- 
finement s for the faid Warren Hafiings fays, 
that the laid Durbedjy Sing was then confide- 
rably in Arrear, in refpeft of Money by him re- 
ceived, and due to the Company on account of 
the faid Tribute. And the faid Warren Haftings 
further fays, that after the faid Durbedjy Sing 
had been removed from his Office, and a Suc- 
cefibr appointed thereto, the Widow of Bulwanc 
Sing, and the Rajah Mehipnarain, did write a 
Letter, in which, amongfi other Things, they did 
accufe the faid Markham of being the Caufe of 
the Delay in the Payment (^..the Tribute afore- 
faid, and infill upon the Inno^ce of the laid 
Durbedjy Sing. And he lays, that having fuffi- 
.cknt Rcafon to believe the aforefaid Reprelentap 
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tion of the faid Markham to be true, and to 
difbelieve the Charges brought againft him in 
the faid Letter, he the laid Warren Haftings 
and the Council did not deem any particular In- 
quiry necedary relative to the lame ; but he de- 
nies that be did make any Accufation againft 
the faid Widow of the faid Rajah for having 
preferred fuch Charges, though he admits, that 
he,had, prior to the Receipt of fuch Charges, 
dq^red his Opinion of the Frefumption of the 
faid Widow and the faid Rajah Mehipnarain on 
a former and different OccaQon. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that tine faid Durbedjy Sing was afterwards, by 
Authority of the Board, and at a Period 
fublequenttothe Relignation of the laid Warren 
Haftings, and his Departure for Europe, conti- 
nued in Confinement for the fame Caufes which 
had originally rendered fuch Confinement ne- 
ceftary. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the faid Markham beir^ authorized by him 
;the faid Warren Haftings, under the Circum- 
ftances aforefaid, to nominate a Naib to the Ra- 
jah in the Room of him the faid Durbedjy Sing, 
did beitow the faid Office upon a certain Perlbn 
named Jagger>Deo-Sing, who did afterwards 
diftrefs and harals.tbe Inhabitants of the faid 
Province *, but the faid Wai ren Haftings denies, 
that the faid Jagger-Deo-Sing was by him, the 
faidWarrcn Haftings, ever obliged to diftrefs or 
harals the Inhabitants of the faid Province. 
And the faid Warren Haftings admits, that he 
did fome Time in the Year One thoufand Seven. 
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hundreii and Eighty-four, being then at Luck- 
now, rdcpmtnend to the Board the Meafure of 
removing'the laid Jagger-Deo-Sing from his faid 
Office on account of certain Insularities and 
Oppreilions by him committed, and that he was 
accordingly removed therefrom. But the faid 
Warren Haftings denies that the Irregularities 
and Oppreffions alleged upon that Occalion, were 
merely a Pretence for the Removal of the faid 
Jagger-Deo-Sing, or that they were in any De- 
gree imputable to him the faid Warren Ha- 
Itings. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
he was guilty of any arbitrary, illegal, unjuft, 
or tyrannical A6ts whatfoever, or that any Mea- 
fures by him adopted or enforced, were pro- 
du&ive of any fuch Coniequences as are ftated 
in the faid Firft Article. And he further denies, 
that in all or any of the Premifes, he was or is 
guilty of any Crime or Mifdemeanour whatfo- 
ever. 


SECOND ARTICLE. 


AND the faid Warren Haftings, in anfwer to 
^ the faid Second Article, fays, that he be- 
lieves the Mother and Grandmother of the pre- 
ient Vizier Afibf o* Dowla, Nabob of Oude, 
are Women of high Rank, Family, and Di- 
ftinAion •, but he has been informed, and be- 
lieves, that Sufder Jung, Father of Shuja 
Dowla, and Grandfather of the prefent Nabob 
G 2 of 
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of Oude« did not firft obtain li» Rank amongft 
the Princes of India, by means of his Alliance 
with the Grandmother of the prefent Nidx>b, 
although that Alliance might materially contri- 
bute to his Rank and Confequence. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, fhat 
the faid Mother and Grandmother of the faid 
Adbf o’ Dowla were in Pollellion of certain 
Jaghires, and of certain large public Treafures, 
which he has been informed and believes did 
belong to Shuja Dowla, late Nabob ofOude, 
and were the aggregate Surplus of his national 
Revenues, and other Funds colle 61 :ed to fupply 
cxpcdled Emergencies, and by him depofited in 
the Hands of his laid Wife, commonly called 
the Bhow Begum, as a Truft, and for the Pur- 
ipofe of Cuftody only, neither given to her in 
'his Lifetime, nor bequeathed to her by Will. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
Mr. Briftow, Keiident at Oude, did, by fundry 
Letters to the Governor General and Council, 
inform them, that he had, at the Inllance of 
the Nabob AlTof o’ Dowla, then confiderably 
in Debt to the Eaft India Company, made an 
Application to the faid Bhow Begum to aflift 
him with a Sum ot'Money, reprefenting, among& 
other Things, the Diftreffes of the faid NsboE^ 
-and his Right to the faid Treafures. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
■the faid Briftow did further reprefeot, that the 
■faid Begum did, in Anfwer to the faid Appli- 
cation, declare to the £ftc£l: in the faid Second 
Article ftated. 

10 
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i^ND the <aid Warren Haftin^ iays, that 
the r^id Sriftow did likewrfe repreteaCy dut an 
iVgreement was afterwards concluded becween 
the faid Vizier and the faid Begum, by the 
Terms of which, the Nabob acknowledged that 
he had taken from his Mother Thirty Lacks of 
iKopees, on -account of prefent, and Twenty- 
<fix Lacks, on account of former Debts, in 
Specie, Goods, Jewels, Elephants, Camels, &c. 
from the Patrimony his Father: That he 
had no further Claim on her, but renounced all 
further Demands on her, and engaged that he 
would never moleft her in the Enjoyment of the 
Jaghires conferred on her his Father, and 
that he would not in future demand any Loan 
from her : I'bat be bad -no Claim on her, nor 
would he ever deviate from that Engagement ; 
and to which Agreement, as to the further 
Contents thereof, the faid Warren Haftings 
craves leave to refer ; And the faid Briftow did 
further reprefent, that fuch Agreement was fo> 
lemnly confirmed by the faid Vizier, and was 
guaranteed by him the faid Briftow on the Part 
of the Eaft India Company : And the faid War- 
ren Haftings admits, that the Guarantee thereof 
was afterwards, in November, One thoufand Se- 
ven hundred and Seventy*five, confirmed by the 
Governor General and Council. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
he was apprifed of the Nature and Extent of the 
laid Guarantee, and has declared his Senfe of 
the binding Force and Operation of the femc} 
and that in the Year One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Seventy-eight, fuch Letter, refjteAing 
the Protection of the faid Begum, was written by 

the 
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the Governor General and Council to Mr. Mid- 
dleton* then Refident at Oude, as in the lud Se- 
cond Article is fet forth. 

AND he further admits, that the elder Be- 
gum was in PoflelBon of certain Jaghires and 
Effedls } and that (he* in or about the Yesft 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight* 
made fuch Application to the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council* through the then Refident 
Nathaniel Middleton Efquire* refpefUng the 
fame* as in the faid Second Article is fee forth : 
And that the Governor General and Council* 
the faid Warren Haftings being then Governor 
General* did thereupon direft the faid Mr. 
Middleton to make fuch Reprefentation to the 
Nabob as is ftaced in the faid Article : And the 
faid Warren Haftings does not know or believe* 
that any other Interferences* Powers* or Au- 
thorities* were made* given* granted* or con- 
firmed by the faid Governor (^neral and the faid 
Council for the Purpofe aforefaid ; and he de- 
nies that any Guarantee of the Britilh Nation* 
or any Guarantee of any Kind whatfoever* was by 
the Refident under the Authority of the faid 
Warren Haftings ever pledged to the faid elder 
Begum for her Protection} and the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that on the Third of July* One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-one* it 
being then deemed necefiary that the faid War- 
ren Haftings Ihould vific the Dominions of the 
Vizier* and the Board of Council at Calcutta* by 
the Abfence of the Commander in Chief, then 
confifting of himfelf and Mr. Wheler only* he 
did, by a Minute then entered on the Confulta- 
tions at Bengal* taking Notice of his intended 
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Departure, declare that Mr. Wheler, during 
his Ablence, ** would be by the Cooftitution 
poflelfed of the full Powers of the Governor 
** General and Council of that Government }** 
and that afterwards an Order was made by the 
Governor General and Council at Fort William* 
*'■ That all fuch Orders as the faid Warren 
** Haftings ihould think it proper to ilTue to the 
** Troops ftationed beyond the Provinces, as 
** well in the Dominions of the Nabob Vizier 
** as thofe which are fituated beyond them* 
**• fhould be obeyed; and that bis finale Autho- 
** rity Ihould be confidered and received as of 
** the fame Force as that of the Governor Ge« 
** neral and Council co11e£lively, until that 
** Order Ihould be revoked.” And it was 
further ordered, “ That the Military Power veft- 
** ed in the faid Warren Hadings as Governor 
“ and Commander in Chief ot the Fortrefs of 
** Fort William and Town of Calcutta, Ihould 
** be exercifed by Edward Wheler Equire, 
** during the Abfence of the Governor Ge- 
** neral.” And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he did not then, or at any other Time, con> 
fer upon himfelf a full and complete Delegation 
of the whole Power and Authority of the Go- 
vernor General and Council of Fort William, 
nor w^s fuch whole Power or Authority ever 
in any Manner conferred upon, or delegated to 
him ; but the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
certain Powei«, which were in the then State of 
public Aftairi^frefned proper atid neceflary, were 
vefted in jMMMrChatlp^ftoii by certain Cre- 
dentials S'Refolution of the 

Board, m^^^pbe i^'‘:Thi^ of July, One 
thoufand Sq!|n|^jiN^^#'indEtgbty‘One, and to 
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which he craves Leave to refer. And the laid 
Warren Haftings denies* that the Powers* Au- 
thority* or Command* fo conferred upon him* 
were conferred upon him by himfelf* or by his 
iblc Authority* apart from* or independent of 
that of the Governor General and Council; or 
that the Powers* Authority* or Command, ib 
conferred* were in any Manner illegal or unwar- 
rantable* or contrary to his Duty* or to the 
Nature of the Powers antecedently veiled in 
him. And the faid Warren Hallings fays* that 
the faid John Briltow Efquire* who had been 
nominated and appointed by the Court of 
Dire£lors to be the Relident at the Court of 
Oude, war* after fuch Nomination and Appoint- 
ment thereto* recalled by the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council of Bengal* for Reafons of 
public Expedience then warranting fuch Recal. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings denies* 
that he did ever arrogate to himfelf alone the 
Right of appointing a Relident at the Court 
of Oude* or that he ever invelled the laid 
Nathaniel Middleton with the faid Office by his 
foie Authority* and without the Concurrence 
of the reft of the Council; but he lays, that 
the faid Nathaniel Middleton was invefted there- 
with by the Appointment of the Governor 
General and Council, with the Powers ufually 
annexed to that Office. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings denies* 
that the Nabob of Oude was dependent upon* 
or under the Controul of the Governor General 
of Bengal: And be further denies* that he did 
by all* or any of the fuppofed Means Hated in 
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the Iki^ Article, or by any other, render him* 
&lf .^le^nhble, or- that he was in faft refpon- 
lible, for the good Government oflthe Donu- 
niona of the faid Nabob. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits,' 
that he was bound by the Ties of Juflaee 
and good. Faith, by the Duties of his 0$ce, 
and the Tmft repcdied in him, to adherje to 
Treaties entered into, and guaranteed by the 
Eaft India Company, or the britilh Nation, and 
to attend to the Happinefs and Security of the 
Properties, PoflTeflions, Liberties,' and Lives of 
thofe who were fubjc^ to the Britiih Power in 
India. 

AND the laid Warren Haftings fays, that 
under the above-mentioned Delegation of Au- 
thority, which he avers was legally made to 
him, he did, in the Profecution of certain Ob- 
jects mentioned in his Minute, dated the 
Twenty-firft Day of May, in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, under- 
take a Journey to the Upper Provinces, and 
did meet the aforefaid Nabob of Oude at a 
certain Place called Chunar, and did there 
enter into a Treaty or Agreement with the faid 
Nabob, called the Treaty of Chunar ; by 
which Treaty, after reciting, that great Diftre& 
had arifen to the Nabob’s Government from 
the Military Power and Dominion affumed by 
the Jaghiredars, it was amonglt other Things 
agreed, ** that the faid Nabob Ihould be per- 
** mitted to refume fuch Jaghires as he fliould 
** find necefiary, with a Referve for all fuch, 
** for the Amount of whole Jaghires the Com- 
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** panjr were Guarantees, who Ihould, in cafe 
« of the Refumption of their Lands, be paid the 
** mount of their net Collections through the 
** Refident in Money;** but the faid Warren 
Haftings denies, that by entering into a Treaty 
containing fuch Permiflion as aforefaid, he was 
guilty of any Violation of his Duty, or of the 
Faith of any Treaties, of the San&Ion of the 
Company’s Guarantee, or of any Difregard to 
Juftice or good Faith, or that the fame was by 
him entered into in any Manner wickedly, 
corruptly, or malicioufly. And the faid War* 
ren Haftings avers, that at the Time of exe* 
cuting the faid Treaty, he had fuflicient Rea* 
fon to believe, and did believe, that the Begums 
had been guilty of fuch ACls of public Mif- 
conduCl, as reatbnably and juftly warranted the 
making of that Treaty, fo far as the fame 
relpeCted the faid Begums. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, 
that he did ever inveft the faid Middleton with 
almoft an ablbluie, or with any Authority over 
the Dominions of the faid Nabob: And he fur* 
cher denies, that the faid Nabob was by him, 
the faid Warren Haftings, compelled to be- 
come, or ever did become, the Inftrument of 
Outrage or Extortion againft his own Parents ; 
or that he did force the faid Nabob to yield 
Acquiefcence to the Deiires of him the faid 
Warren Haftings, or did force the faid Nabob 
to iiTue his own Orders for the Purpofes in the 
laid Second Article ftated. And the faid War- 
ren Haftings avers, that the Refumption of the 
faid Eftates and Jaghlres was, in the then Situa- 
tion of Atfairs, a juft, nccelTary, and expedient 
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Meafiire, as well on the Part of the Nabob, 
as of the Eaft India Company; and he ad- 
mits, that the fame was carried into £fie6t, in 
a great Degree, by and with the Approbation 
and Concurrence of him the faid Warren Ha- 
fiipgs; but he fays, that he neither dire<ftly nor 
indirectly approved or concurred in the Ufe of 
any Cruelty for the Purpofe of carrying the 
fame into liffedt, nor does he believe that any 
fuch Cruelty was ever ufed, nor did he approve 
or concur in the Ufe of any further Violence 
than was necelfary to enable the Nabob to ac- 
complilh what the faid Warren Haftings then 
deemed, and ilill deems, to have been a ne- 
celTary and jullifiable Purpofe. And the faid 
Warren Haiti ngs denies that the faid Meafure 
was of the Nature, or did produce the Eifcdts, 
or Coniequeuces, ftated in the faid Second Ar- 
ticle. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
after the faid Meafure had been fully carried 
into Execution, he did, from a Conviction of its 
Propriety, with the Approbation of the Board, 
direct the Keftdent of Oude to ufe his Influ- 
ence with the Nabob, to prevent any Reftora- 
tion of the Jaghires till the Board Ihould be 
fully apprifed of his Intentions on that Subject, 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, he has been 
informed, and believes, that the Eftates and 
Jaghires fo refumed, were firft afligned by the 
laid Nabob to the Refident in Part-payment-of 
real and juft, and not a pretended or colour- 
able Debt of the laid Nabob to the Company, 
and that they were finally mortgaged to Shroffs 
for the Purpofe of dilcharging the faid Debt. 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that Steps 
were taken, by the Authority of ^e faid War- 
H a ren 
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ren Haftiogs and the reft of the Board at Cal- 
cutta, to procure the Amount of thefald Jag» 
hires to be paid to the faid Begums t and be 
denies that the faid Begums were by thefe A£ts 
reduced to Difficulty, Diftrefs, or Want. 

I 

AND the faid Warren Haftings dentes, that 
by all or any of the A£ts or Proceedings, or by 
the Means of eflvAing the fante above Hated, 
he was or is guilty of any Violation of the Gua- 
rantee of the faid Britilh Nation, or bf any Breach 
of the Treaty of Chunar, or Of any Fraud, Vio- 
lence, Extortion, or Injuftice, or of any Crime 
or Mifdemeanour whatfoever. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings fays, that he 
did, in theExercife of the Powers legally delegat- 
ed to him as aforefaid, and not in Violation of 
any Engagements, nor upon any Pretence falfe, 
frivolous, wicked, or malicious, communicate to 
Mr. Middleton the Refident at the Court of 
Oude, through Sir Elijah Impey, in the faid Se- 
cond Article mentioned, his Approbation of a 
Rdblution which the Nabob had formed to re- 
fume the Treafures belonging to the late Vizier, 
in the Fofleffion, not of the faid Begums, but of 
the Show Begum only, and to appropriate the 
fame to the Diicharge of his the faid Nabob 
Afibf o* Dowla's Debt to the Eaft India Com- 
pany; which Meafure was, in the Judgment of 
the faid Warren Haftings, expedient, juft, and 
ncceftary: And he denies that any Order, by 
him given in refpcA to the faid Refolution, was 
forced upon the faid Nabob ; or that ftis Confenc 
thereto was obtained in the Manner ftated in the 
faid Second Article.

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the faid Begums being in Poflellion of a con- 
fiderable Force, and having made Declarations 
which denoted an Intention to relift the Troops 
of the faid Nabob, unlefs the fame fliould be 
alTifted by the Troops of the Company, the faid 
Warren Haftings did, in a Letter from him the 
faid Warren Haftings to the faid Nathaniel Mid* 
dieton, dated Twenty-fixth December, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and £ighty*one, give fuch 
Orders as appeared to him proper and neceflary 
for aflifting tte faid Vizier in the Recovery of the 
faid Treafure i and he admits that the faid Letter 
did, among ocher Things, contain ExprelTions to 
the £fie£I ftated in the faid Second Article, but to 
which, for the whole of the Orders by him given 
upon that OccaGon, he craves leave to refer: 
And he denies that he did thereby, or by any 
other Order, ftimulate or encourage the faid Na- 
thaniel Middleton to any Degree of Outrage or 
improper Severity, but on the contrary he avers 
that he did, in the laid Letter, declare to the faid 
Nathaniel Middleton that it muft be his Care to 
prevent an Abufe of the Powers given to thofe 
employed in the faid Service, and that he him- 
felf ought to be perfonally prefent. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
he did order a large Force to be marched into 
the Territories of the faid Vizier without any 
Requeft from him for that Purpole, or contrary 
to his Defire and Inclination ; but the faid War- 
ren Haftings fays, that the faid Nathaniel Mid- 
dleton did, by a Letter addrelled to the faid 
Warren llaftin^s, and dated the Nineteenth 
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December, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty»one, reprcfent as follows : “ The Nabob 
Vizier having appointed an Aumil to take 
charge of the Begum’s Jaghires, ftie has, it 
appears, prepared a large Body of Troops 
with a fuppoled DcCgn to refill them, a viQ- 
” lent and threatening Letter which I have jull 
** received from the Begum, would feem to leave 
** no Doubt of her Intentions to fupport the 
** already declared Licentioufneis of her Set* 
vants in oppofing the Nabob’s Orders. I have, 
** therefore, been obliged to join my Solicita- 
“ tions to the Vizier’s for obtaining a Regiment 
from Colonel Morgan to fupport the Aumil 
“ in the Execution of his Excellency’s Com- 
mand ; and I may add, that unlefs my Judg- 
** ment far mifleads me, we lhall be in want of 
Hill farther Aid before the Meafure of refum- 
“ ing the Jaghires ftiall become fully ellablilhed, 
and the Country reflored to that State of 
Tranquillity and Subordination which it en- 
“ joyed before the Contagion fpread by Cheyt 
« Sing’s Machinations.” Whereupon the faid 
Warren Haftings did direft Four Kegiments of 
Sepoys to be marched to fupport the Autho- 
rity of the Vizier, and maintain the Tranquil- 
lity of his Country by fuch Means as the faid 
Vizier Ihould think proper to direft : And the 
laid Warren Mailings further fays, that the 
faid Nathaniel Middleton having afterwards re- 
preJented to the faid Warren Mailings, that the 
laid Nabob might objedl to fo great an addi- 
tional Force, the faid Order was countermand- 
ed, and One Regiment only was fent on the 
faid Service. 

AND 
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AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that be has been informed that the faid Mr. 
Middleton did, in confequence of the afore- 
faid Order, proceed with the faid Nabob to 
the City of Fyzabad, where the faid Begums and 
their Troops then were, with a Regiment be- 
longing to the faid Company, and a Body of 
Troops belonging to the faid Nabob} the 
whole of which laft-mentioned Force a£ted un- 
der the Authority and Orders of the faid Nabob 
in the Profecution of the faid Service : And the 
faid Warren Haftings further fays, that having 
been afterwards informed by a Letter from Ma- 
jor Naylor, who then commanded the faid Re- 
giment ^belonging to the faid Company, that 
Two Days had palled in Negotiation, but with- 
out Efte6t, during which Time the Party in 
the Town had colledred and hourly gained 
Strength ; and that after mature Deliberation 
it had been refolved to ftorm the Town ; he the 
faid Warren Haftings did, on the Ground of 
fuch Reprefentation, charge the faid Nathaniel 
Middleton with improper Delay in having fuf- 
fered fuch Time to pals in Negotiation, con- 
trary to the faid Orders of him the faid War- 
ren Haftings: And the faid Warren Haftings 
fays, that he has been informed that the faid 
City was, by the faid Force under the Orders 
and Authority of the faid Nabob, taken by the 
faid Force; and that the Citadel, in which 
the faid Begums refided, was fecured : And 
the faid Warren Haftings, denying that his 
faid Orders did authorize any improper Vio- 
lence, or any Cruelty or Extortion, and de- 
claring that he does not know or believe that 
any fuch were committed by any Peiibns aA- 
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ing under his Orders, or thst the Dircover]r of 
the faid Treafure was extorted in the Manner 
or by the Means in the faid Second Article 
ftaied, further fays, he has been informed that 
the Two principal Eunuchs belonging to the 
faid Begum were at the Head of the Force 
within the faid Town, and did, on the lame 
being taken as aforefaid, furrender. themfeives 
to the faid Nabob, and were by him delivered 
over to the Charge of the Company's Troops 
ading as aforefaid, on certain criminal Charges 
exhibited againft them by the faid Nabob, who 
did not thinx it fafe or prudent to truft them in 
the Cuilody of his own Sepoys. And the faid 
Warren Hallings further fays, that it was re* 
prefented to him, that an Agreement having 
^en made between the faid Begum and the 
laid Nabob, relative to bis Demand on the faid 
Treafure, the faid Eunuchs did enter into a Se* 
curity for the Sum of Money agreed to he paid 
by the faid Begum in Difcharge thereof, and 
that a confiderable Fart of the faid Sum was pro* 
duced by the faid Eunuchs from Places of Con- 
cealment, and paid to the faid Nabob ; and that 
Securities for the Remainder were given by the 
faid Eunuchs, to the faid Nabob. And the faid 
Warren Haftings further fays, that the Sum lb 
paid to the Nabob, and the faid Securities, were 
transferred to the Refident by the faid Nabob 
on account of his Debt to the Company. And 
the faid Warren Hadings fays, he has been fur* 
ther informed that the laid Securities not being 
paid when due, the faid Eunuchs were, by Order 
i)f the Nabob, put under Reftraint for the Re- 
covery of the faid Sums, and were at length 
difeharged without having fully performed the 
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faid Engagetnedt. And the faid Wartcn Ha* 
(lings cTenies that the faid Eunuchs were com* 
pelled by the faid Middleton, or his Afliftanc 
Refident Johnfon, to enter into the faid Secu* 
rities in profecution of any Orders of him the 
faid Warren Haftings, for the Purpofes in the 
fafd Article mentioned, or in order to fatisfy any 
unjuft, opprefllve, or rapacious Demands of him 
the faid Warren Haftings; and he does not 
know or believe that the faid Securities were in 
faft obtained by Compulfion by the faid Mid- 
dleton, or the faid Johnfon, or that the faid 
Middleton, or the faid Johnfon, did extort Pay- 
ment c>f tlie fame, or uf any Part thereof, in 
the Manner and under the Circumftances in 
the faid Article mentioned, or that they did in 
any Manner extort fuch Payment. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings has been 
informed that a Sale, or pretended Sale, was 
made of fome of the tftefls of the faid Begum 
towards the Payment of the faid Sum agreed to 
be paid to the Nabob. And the ,faid Warren 
Haftings denies that all or any of the faid 
TranfaCtions, fo far as the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, by any Adt of his own, or by any Or- 
ders given by him, was concerned in the fame, 
were condudled with any Circumflances of Atro- 
city, or were the Means of producing any of the 
Eftcdts on the faid Begums in the faid Second 
Article let forth, or were in any Manner dif- 
graceful to tlie Britilh Name and Charadler. 

AND as to fo much of the faid Second 
Article,* as relates to the Women and Children 
of the late Nabob Shuja Dowla, the faid 
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Warren Haftings denies that they were in any 
Manner dependent upon both, or either of the 
faid Begums ; but he fays, that the faid Wo- 
men, who were moflly Perfons of low Condi- 
tion, and the faid Children, if any fuch there 
were, lived in the Khourd Mhal, on an Efta- 
blilhment entirely diftindl from the faid Be- 
gums, and were dependent for their Support 
folely on the laid Nabob Vizier, by whom a 
Tuncaw, or AOignment, was granted on the 
Fuufdarry of Sulcanpore for their Support : And 
he fays, the Receipt and Application of the Pro- 
duce of the faid 'I'uncaw were entirely entrufted 
to Officers appointed by the faid Vizier, with- 
out any Interference whatlbever on the Part of 
the Englilh Government : And the faid Warren 
Haftings has heard, that, from Neglect in the 
Officers of the faid Vizier, the Perlons refiding 
in the faid Khourd Mhal have fuBered occa- 
(ional Diftrefs ; but the faid Warren HaBings 
denies, that fuch Diftrefs did in any refpeft pro- 
ceed from any fuch Caules as are in the faid 
Second Article fet forth j or that fuch Perfons 
were, by fuch Means as are in the faid Article 
Hated, or by any Means, made, ufed, autho- 
rized, or permitted, by the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, reduced to the Want of the Neceflaries 
of Life, or expofed to any of the Circumftances 
of Shame, or Cruelty, which are enumerated in 
the faid Second Article; or that, to his Know- 
ledge or Belief, any fuch Circumftances did at 
any Time in faft take place : And the faid 
Warren Haftings further denies, that he is in 
any Manner relponftble fur any Circumftances 
of Cruelty or Barbarity, if any fuch did exift ; 
or that any fuch were the Confequences of any 
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Foweft ^(Turned, or Orders given, by the faid 
Warren 'Haftings ; or that did affunie any 
illegal Powers, or give any atrocious or unjuft 
Orders whatfocver. 

AND as to fo much of the faid Second 
Article as ftates, that many of the faid Severi- 
** ties and Cruelties,” in the faid Article Itatcd, 
being made known to the faid Warren Ha- 
** (lings, by the Kefident or others ; and that 
he (the laid Warren Hadings), although 
“ informed of the fame, did take no Steps for 
** the Kedrefs of the faid Cruelties, but, on the 
** contrary, did declare the fame to be jullly 
** merited, and did (limulate and encourage his 
Agents and others to continue and enforce 
“ the famc}” the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that the only Declaration made by him, relative 
to any of fuch Subjetfts, is contained in the In- 
ftruflions given by the laid Warren Haftings, 
conformably to a Reference from the Board of 
Council, and with their Knowledge and Ap- 
probation, on the Twenty- third of Odober, ip 
the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Jiighty-two } and which is as follows ; 

THE Severities which have been exer- 
“ cifed towards the Begums were moft juftly me- 
rited, by the Advantage which they took of 
“ the Troubles in which I was perfonally in- 
** volved the iaft Year, to excite a Rebellion in 
** the Nabob’s Government, and to complete 
" the Ruin which they thought was impeodr 
ing on ours.” 
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AND the faid Warren Hadinga denies that 
the faid Declaration did, or could rdate to any 
Severities cxcrciied towards, or Diftiefles tuffered 
by, the Fcrlbns refiding in the faid Khourd 
MhaJ, or that he did ever ftimiii.'te or en> 
courage his Agents, or any Perlons whatroev:--^ 
to continue or enfone i'uch Severities or Dif> 
trellibs. And the laid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he had nor, at the Time of making the f«id 
Declaration, nor for above Nine Months after 
the faid Declaration was made, received any In- 
formation, or Accounts of any Kind, nor had 
any fuch been fent, nor had he any Knowledge 
whatfoever, relative to any Diilrefles, or Suf- 
ferings, of any of the faid Perfuns belonging to 
the faid Khourd Mhal ; the PirH; Intelligence 
received by the faid Warren Haftings, relative 
thereto, being in the Month of Auguft, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Highty-three, when 
various Complaints having been preferred tq 
the Board againil the faid Briftow, by the 
Vizier and Hyder Beg Khan, the faid Briftow 
did, in order to criminate the faid Vizier and 
Hyder Beg Khan, indole in a Letter, bearing 
Date the Thirtieth July, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Eighty-three, addrefled to the 
Board, certain Letters and Papers relative to 
the Dillrelles of the faid Perfons in the Khourd 
Mhal, which Diftrelfes were reprefented to have 
happened in the Months of March and Octo- 
ber, One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty- 
two, and to have been afterwards relieved at 
the Inftance of the faid Briftow, by the faid 
Vizier: And che faid Warren denies 

that fill or any of the fuppofed Actings, Doings, 
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ami . Proceedings, by him the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, or by his fuppofed Authority, Council, 
Connivance, or Neglcft, done, perpetrated, or 
omitted, were of the Nature, or productive of 
the Effects, or accomplifhed by the Means, in 
the faid Article mentioned, or that he is in all 
or any of the feveral RefpeAs above mentioned 
guilty of any Crime or Mifdenicanour. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings denies that 
he ever endeavoured to fet up any falfe, fri- 
volous, wicked, or malicious Pretences, in Juf- 
yification of any ACls of him the faid Warren 
Raftings, or that he ever attempted to impofe 
any fuch upon the Directors of the £a(t India 
Company, or the Britilh Nation, or that he 
ever brought any malicious or unfounded Accu- 
fations againd the faid Begums, or that he has 
ever endeavoured to fupport fuch Accufations 
as were brought againit them, by any Means 
difgracefui to the Britilh Government, or by 
any Prottituiinn of the Character of Britilh 
Juftice in India. And the faid Warren Ha- 
ffings denies that he did ftifle, or in any Manner 
unduly prevent, an Enquiry into the Crimes 
charged againfl the faid Begums, or that he 
was bound to make luch Enquiry in Confe- 
quence of any Declarations or Directions of the 
Court of Directors, or that the faid Court did 
make luch Declarations, or fend fuch Direc- 
tions relative thereto, as are in the faid Second 
Article mentioned, ''nd the faid Warren Ha- 
(lings admits, that inafmuch as he did not 
apprehend that an Enquiry, for the Furpole 
^bove ftated, was cither commanded by the faid 
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Directors, or in any Manner neceflfary or cxpe* 
diene to be made, he did vote againft a Propo> 
iition made by Mr. Stables for that Purpofei 
but he denies that he did thereby endeavour to 
pafs an A&. of Indemnity for his own Crimes, 
he, the faid Warren Hallings, not being conr 
feious of any Crimes requiring fuch Indemnity ; 
nor did infult the Sufferings of any Allies of the 
Company, nor fhew a Contempt of the Au> 
thority or Opinion of the Court of Direftors. 
And the faid Warren Haftings, as to the Matter 
of Aggravation in the Second Article, laftly 
fuggefted, denies that all or any of his Adts did 
originate in any Corruption whatfoever, or did 
originate in, or were in any Manner influenced 
by, the fuppofed Prefent or Bribe, in the faid 
Second Article mentioned, or that he the faid 
Warren Haftings did, at or about the Time of 
executing the faid Treaty at Chunar, or at any 
other Time, accept or take to his own Ufe a 
Prefent or Bribe of One hundred thoufand 
Pounds, or of any other Sum, from the faid 
Nabob of Oude, or that he did in any Manner 
a£I contrary to his Duty, the Orders of his 
Mailers, or the pofitive Directions of Law, or 
to the Difcredit, Difgrace, or Dilhonour of the 
Britilh Name or Character. 
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THIRD ARTICLE. 


VN Anfwer to the Third Article, the faid 
Warren Hadings fays, he has been informed 
that an ancient Friendfhip did fubfift between 
the Nabob Shuja Dowla, Vizier of the Em- 
pire, and the Houfe of Muzuflfer Jung, in 
the laid Third Article mentioned ^ but whether 
any and what Treaties in particular were enter- 
ed into between the faid Shuja Dowla and 
Ahmud Khan, the faid Warren Haftings does 
not know nor can fet forth j he believes, how- 
ever, that the faid Ahmud Khan was a Chief 
of the Nation of AlFghans or Patans, of fuch 
Family, and whofe Anceftors filled fuch Station 
in the Annals of Indoftan, as is dated in the faid 
Third Article : But the faid Warren Hadings 
faysj that he does not know or belie' ve that 
the Ancedors of the faid Ahmud Khan have 
been, from an early Period, or ever were. 
Friends, or Allies, of the Britidi Power in 
India. 

AND the faid Warren Hadings fays. That 
he does not know nor is informed whether, 
“ during the Life of the faid Ahmud Khan, the 
faid Shuja Dowla did unjudly withhold and 
“ retain Poffeinoii of certain Territories which 
did of Right belong to the faid Ahmud 
** Khan,” nur whether he and his Son and Suc- 
cedor Adbf o’ Dowla, or either of them, did, 
under Pretext of Friendlhip, Protedlion, and 

Guardian- 
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Guardianlhip of Muzuffer Jungj Son and SuCo 
ce0br CO the faid Abmud Khan, make new and 
repeated Invadons of the Rights and PolTeflions 
of the faid Muzuder Jung, during his Minority, 
nor whether they did fraudulently obtain from 
the faid Muzuffer Jung, an Inftrumenc, or pre- 
tended Inftrumenc or Treaty, derogatory to 
former Treaties, and the Rights of. Muzuffer 
Jung ; but he has heard and believes that a 
Treaty was entered into between the faid Affbf 
o’ Dowla and the faid MuzuffFer Jung, fome- 
time in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Seventy- five} and that the faid Affbf o* 
Uowla did appoint and place an Officer called a 
Sezawel in the Territories of the faid Muzuffer 
Jung. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, he 
has been informed that the Sezawel lb appointed 
was fevere in the Exercife of his Authority, in 
the Collection of the Tribute ftipulated to be 
paid by the faid Treaty; and the faid Warren 
Haftings admits that he has expreffed Doubts of 
the original Juftice of that Tribute; but the 
faid Warren Haftings does not know, nor can 
ftate whether the fevere Exercife of the Autho- 
rity of fuch Sezawel might or might no: have 
been a Caufe of Ruin to the Country ; but he 
admits it to have occafioned many Complaint.^ 
from the faid Muzuffer Jung ; and he alfu ad- 
mits that the Amount of that Tribute has for 
fome Time continued a Fart of the Funds 
afllgned by the faid Vizier, as a Provifion for 
the leveral public Demands of the Eaft India 
Company, on him the faid Vizier; and that he 
the faid Warren liaftings did, on the Twenty- 
.Iccond of May, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty, in order to relieve the faid 
9 Muzuffer 
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Muzuff2;r Jung from the Indignity and Hardlhipa 
of which he complained, propofe, and the Board 
of Council of Bengal did, upon the Motion 
of him the faid Warren Hatlings, refolve. 
That One of the Company’s Civil Servants 
** Ihould be forthwith appointed ColleAor of 
** the Vizier’s Aflignments to the Company, 
** on the Revenues of the Nabob of Furrucka> 
** bad, with the fame Allowances and the fime 
** Powers as had been given to the Native 
** Sezawel ; and that he ftould be ordered to 
*'* proceed with ail poflSble Expedition to Luc- 
know, where he would be invehed by the Re- 
** fident with the Charge of that Office, and 
** receive from him the necelTary Initr unions 
** for his ConduA in the Difcbarge of the fame.” 
And the (aid Warren Haftings admits that he 
did propofe, and that the Board did adopt, the 
faid Meafure, upon fuch Keafons, and for fuch 
Furpofes, amongft others, as are in the faid 
Third Article Bated ; and that Mr. Shee was, 
in confequence thereof, appointed to the Office 
aforefaid : But the faidWarren Hadings denies 
that the faid Muzufier Jung was, by the afore- 
faid, or any AAs, or by any Powers or Autho- 
rities given or authorized by him the faid 
Warren Haftings, completely taken under the 
ProteAion of the Eaft India Company, or that 
the f I id Company, and their servants and Re- 
prefentatives, or that he the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, as Governor General, ever became 
refpon(ible fur the Government of the Terri- 
tories of the faid Muzufter Jung, or were 
fubjeA to fuch Obligations as are in the faid 
Third Article itated. 
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and the faid Warren Haflings fays. That 
he did, foon after the Execution of the Treaty 
of Chunar, declare, “ that if Muzuffer Jung 
muft endure Oppreffion, and he the faid 
“ Warren Haftings dared not, at that Time, 
** propofe his total Relief, it concerned the 
Reputation of the Halt India Company’s 
“ Government to remove their Participation 
in it.” And tliat he did, at the fame 'l ime, 
alledgc, “ that Mr. Shec’s Authority over the 
Territory of Furrukkabad was in itfelf as 
“ much fubverfive of that of its lawful Ruler 
** as that of the Vizier’s Aumil, or Sezawel, 
ever wasj and was the more oppreflive as 
“ the Power from which it was derived was 
greater.” And which fcveral Propofitions, 
made in the Terms fall; dated, the faid Warren 
Xlaltings maintains to be true. And the faid 
Warren Halting's fays, that he did allcrt, as the 
Faft was, and not falfely pretend, that Muzuffer 
Jung was equally anxious with the Vizier for 
the Hecal of the laid Shee; and that he did 
air.'rt, as the Fadt was, and not falfely pretend, 
that it was the Dclirc of him the laid Warren 
Haflings, that a pn per Guardian Ibuuld be 
fclcctcd for the faid Muzuffer Jung from 
amongll the ancient Depen iants of his Family, 
if any fuch could have been found. And the 
faid Warren i Jallings denies-, that the Treaty of 
CIsunar, hereinafter mentioned, was entered into 
by him upon any falfe Pretences whatfoever, or 
in the hxercilc of any illegil Authority, or 
under the Infiuencc of any fuch fuppofed Bribe 
as in il.c laid Third Article is Hated. 


AND 
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' K N D the faid Warren Haltings, as to the 
faid‘ fuppofed Bribe in the i'aid Third Article 
mentioned, craves Leave to refer to his Anfwer 
in this Behalf hereinafter made. And the faid 
Warren Haftings admits that he did enter into a 
Treaty at Chunar with the faid Nabob of Oude» 
in which Treaty was contained a Stipulation that 
no Bririlh Relident fliould be appointed at Fur> 
ruckabad, and that the then Refident there 
Ihould be recalled ; but he humbly infifts that 
fuch Stipulation was, in the then Situation of 
the contradting Parties, and of MuzufFer Jung 
himfelf, proper and expedient to be made. And 
the faid Warren Haftings denies that he did by 
that Treaty abandon the Country of Furrucka* 
bad, or deliver over the Prince thereof to the 
Rapacity of the Vizier and his Servants. And 
the faid Warren Haftings, denying that he ever 
pretended that the faid Shee had been perfonally 
guilty of any Opprefllon, or that he ever ac- 
cufed the laid Shee thereof, admits that he has 
never attempted to bring the faid Shee to Trial 
for any OiFence of that Nature; and that the 
faid Shee foon after his Recal having applied to 
the Governor General and Council, taking No- 
tice of an Order made by the Board for allow- 
ing the Company’s Servants removed from their 
Cilices in confequence of fome late Arrange- 
ments, to draw the fame Allowances as they 
had before drawn, until they Ihould be appoint- 
ed to other Otlices, or until the Board Ihould 
be picafed to withdraw that Indulgence ; and 
having at the fame Time reprelenicd to the 
Board that he had not, fince the general Ar- 
•rangements in the Vizier’s Counny had rendered 
•his Removal from Office ncccffary, received any 

K a fuch

luch Allowftncea from the Company, the faid 
Shee prayed that the fame Salary which Revenue 
ColleAors ufually received might be granted 
him i and that it waa themupon agreed by the 
Board that Mr. Shee Ihould be allowed the fame 
Salary aa had been granted to the Revenue 
CoUeAors, and that he Ihould draw it from 
the Time of his Removal from his late Office* 
And the faid Warren Haftings denies that any 
Penfion was otherwife, or in any other Manner, 
conferred upon the faid Shee, than is herein be* 
fore ftatcd. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that at a Board of Council held on the Ninth of 
December, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-three, the faid Shee was upon the Re- 
commendation of Mr. Wheler, a Member of 
the faid Board, appointed Judge of the Dewany 
Adawlut at Dacca, in the Room of Mr. Dun- 
canfon, deceafcd. But the faid Warren Haftings 
denies that the faid Office was conferred by him 
alone, or upon his own Motion, or in any other 
Manner than is above ftated. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings avers, that 
the alledged Grounds of the faid Treaty were 
founded in Truth, and that there is no fuffictent 
Reafon to difbclieve the fame, or to conclude, as 
by the faid Article is alledged, that the fuppofed 
Bribe above mentioned was the real Ground of 
the faid Treaty. And the faid Warren Haftings 
folemnly denies the fame fo to have been. And 
the faid Warren Haftings denies that it was 
meant by the faid Treaty that the faid Vizier 
fhould have an uncontrolled Authority over 
Furrukkabad, or that any other Provifion or 
Stipulation was therein contained relative to 

Furruk- 
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^purrukkabad than that hereinbefore mentioned. 
Bur he admits that the faid Vizier did Ihortly 
afterwards appoint a Perfon named Almafs All 
Cawn to manage the Affairs of Furrukkabad; 
and that the faid Warren Haftings did theFe> 
tipon reprefent to the faid Vizier the Impro* 
priety of fuch his Appointment, and requeftof 
him to direft his Minifters to refrain from all 
kbd of Interference in the internal Management 
of Furrukkabad. He denies, however, that he 
did compel the faid Vizier to recal that Appoint- 
ment, or that he did in that Refpedt, or in any 
other Manner whatfoever, violate the Treaty of 
Chunar. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
he did, about the Month of November, One- 
tboufand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, fug- 
geft to the faid Muzuffer Jung, that as he would 
be then left in the uncontrolled Management of 
his own AflFairs, it would be incumbent on him 
to give the ftriileft Attention to them both for 
his own Honour and Intereft, and the Welfare 
of his People j to effe6t which Purpoies the faid 
Warren Haftings did recommend to the faid 
Muzuffer Jung to employ able Men of approv- 
ed good Charafler; and did further fuggeft, 
that Subghut Oolly Cawn, his Vakeel, had been 
with the faid Warren Haftings for Years, and 
appeared to have conduced himfelf with Fide- 
lity and Attachment, and, as the faid Warren 
Haftings underftood, was much employed and 
trufted by the Father of the faid Muzufter 
Jung ’, that his Services intitled him to Reward 
and Confideration from him the faid Muzufter 
Jung} and that his Zeal and Abilities, if placed 

in 
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in a proper Situation, might produce import' 
ant Advantages to himfelf and his Country. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
the Suggcftion thus made in favour of SuHghut 
Oolia, involved any Contradiction to the Keatons 
before given by him for the Appointment of Mr. 
Shee, the faid Subghut Oolia not being one of 
the faid Muzuffer Jung’s Servants, to whom the 
faid Warren Haftings had before imputed either 
Knavery or Corruption. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
he did, about the Time laft mentioned, or at 
any other Time whatlbevcr, render himteir, nor 
did he ever become, refponfible to the faid Vi- 
zier for the Payment of the Tribute payable to 
the fiid Vizier by MuzufFer Jung ; but he ad- 
mits, that the faid Tribute was not paid by the 
faid Subghut Oolia to the faid Vizier: He denies, 
however, tliat he, the faid Warren Haftings, 
was, in refpeft thereof, guilty of any Breach of 
faith to the faid Vizier. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings lays, that 
in conlcqucnce of the Non-payment of the faid 
Tribute, and other Milconduift of the faid Sub- 
ghut Oolia, and of a Declaration which the laid 
Warren Haftings underftood the faid Subghut 
Oolia to have made, and which he beiieved to be 
falfe and fcandalous, the faid Warren Haftings 
did, on the Twenty- feve nth of April, One thou- 
land Seven hundred and Eighty-two, write the 
following Letter to the faid MuzufFer Jung : “ I 
** lately learnt thnt Subghut Oolia Khan has told 

you, (hat he was obliged to give large Sums 
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if in Bribes to the EngH(h Gentlemen, for pro- 
“ucunng the Releafe of your Country, and that 
** he demands Aflignments o^a Sum as far as 
“ Six Lacks of Rupees. This is entirely falle — 
** Out of Regard to the Juftice and Wiidom 
f of the Vizier, I with Labour and Difficulty 

procured the Relinquilhment of it from his 
** Highnefc, and the Removal of his Aumil, 
** on this Condition, that you Ihould pay duly 
** the Rent payable to the Nabob’s Government, 
** according to the Kills } and I delivered the 
** Country into your Hands.— From this Tranf- 
** aflion I had expedled Reputation to myfelf ; 
** but, on the contrary, 1 am now difgraced. 
** Such ConduA in Subghut Oolla Khan deferves 
** fevere Puniihmcnt, and makes him unhc to 
** be any longer trufted } and you will therefore 
** make him rellore what Money he may have 
** taken, and never fufier him to be again em- 
** ployed in the Affairs of your Government.— 
‘‘ 1 write this from my Fricndfhip.” 

AND the faid Warren Haflings fays, that 
having afterwards received from the faid Mu* 
zufFc-r Jung a Letter in favour of the faid Sub- 
ghut Oolla; declaring, that the faid Subghut 
Oolla had not made any fuch Declaration as had 
been reported, and that it was certain the faid 
Subghut Oolla had not given One Rupee to any 
Gentleman ; the faid Warren Haflings did not 
further interfere to procure the. faid Subghut 
Oolla’s Difmiflion, or the Subllitution of any 
other Ferfon in his Place. 

AND the faid Warren Haflings fays, that 
the Board at Calcutta did, by a Letter dated the 

Eleventh 
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Eleventh of July, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Hi»hcy-two, addreflcd to Mr. Middleton 
then Kefident at Oude, obferve, that the faid 
Refideni had not received any Part of the Sum 
expefted from Furrukkabad, and were furprized 
that he had not intimated in his Letter to the 
Board, or to the Governor General, the Cif« 
cumftances which had prevented him- from re- 
ceiving any Part of the Sum expelled from the 
INabob Muzulfer Jung ; and that Ihould it pro- 
ceed from an Advantage taken by him of their 
Mediation with the Nabob Vizier, the Board di- 
rected that he (hould immediately afford him 
edeCtual AflTiftance for the Recovery of what 
might be due to him from Muzufier Jung, and 
exprefsly to withdraw all other Interference with 
that Nabob. 

.AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the faid Middleton, in Anfwer to the faid Let- 
ter, did reprefent that the Board had antici- 
pated his Reply, by advening to what they con- 
jectured might have been the Caufe of the total 
Failure in the Collection of Furrukkabad, which 
was, as they jullly fuppofed, an improper Ad- 
vantage taken by Muzuffer Jung, of the Me- 
diation employed with the Nabob Vizier in his 
Behalf : That he the faid Middleton had there- 
fore immediately, upon Receipt of the Orders 
of the Board, withdrawn all Mediation and In- 
terference which flood between the Nabob Vi- 
zier, and the Collection of the Tribute from 
Furrukkabad, and had afforded him the Aflift- 
ance direCted, by fending a Regiment to fupport 
the Srzawel appointed by his Excellency for 
thcColleCtion of the T ribute of the enfuing Year. 

13 AND 
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A^D the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the ^mpany’s Mediation, and Interference in 
favour of the faid Muzulfer Jung were with- 
drawn, and the Afliftance ftated in the faid 
Third Article given to the faid Vizier, for the 
Kecovery of his Claims upon Furrukkabad, for 
the^ Reafons ftated in the faid Orders } and in 
virtue of thofe Orders only ; but the faid War- 
ren Haftings denies, that his Condud; in refpeft 
to the Meafure ftated in the faid Third Article, 
was in Contradid:ion to any Principle of Juftice 
or Equity towards the faid MuzufFer Jung. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, he has 
been informed that the faid. Native Sezawel did 
renew Severities formerly exercifed in refped; 
to the faid Muzufter Jung. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
he did fome Time in Odober, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Eighty-twd, receive a Letter 
of Complaint from the faid Muzulfer Jung, re- 
queuing a Renewal of the Mediation of the Ben- 
gal Government, for the Purpofe of procuring a 
Kccal of the Vizier’s Sezawel % which Letter was 
immediately, according to the ufual Pradice of 
the Settlement, entered in the Book of Perfian 
Correfpondence for the Infpeiftion of the Board ; 
and that afterwards Qmilar Complaints were ac 
different 1 imes received by the Board at Cal- 
cutta, through Mr. Briftow ; and that a Letter 
to the fame ij.lfefb was received from the faid 
Muzufter Jung, in the Month of February, One 
thouland Seven hundred and Eighty-three. 
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AND the raid Warren Haltings denieSi th^C 
he was guilty of any Delay, or Breach of Duty 
in refpea to the faid Complaints ; but fays, that 
the Board did not deem it expedient to inter> 
fere with the Vizier for the Recal of the Seza^ 
wel at Furrukkabad, until the Month of Ofto* 
ber. One thoufand ^en hundred and Eighty* 
three } and he denies that the Condud of him 
the faid Warren Haftings, in the Matters afore* 
faid, was in any Degree incompatible with the 
Honour, or Dignity of the Britifli Government. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
in the Month of Oflober, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Eighty*three, he did, from a Senfe 
of Submiflion to the implied Orders of the Court 
of Diredors, as well as from an Opinion of 
the Propriety of the Meafurc, propofe to the 
Council at Bengal, and the faid Council did ac* 
cordingly refolvc, to appoint a Relident at Fur- 
rukkabad, if the Confent of the Nabob Vizier 
could be previoufly obtained, and that Mr. 
Willes Ihould be fuch Refident ; which Confent 
'being obtained, the faid Mr. Willes did after- 
wards proceed to the faid City, in the Execution 
of his Doty. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
the faid Mr. Willes was impeded in the Execu- 
tion of his Duty by any NegleA or Orders of 
him the faid Warren Haftings. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
cither by entering into the Treaty of Chunar, 
or that by any Conlent, or Authority to be im* 
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idied/tfaerefrom; or that in all, or any of the fup- 
pofed Imftances of MifconduA Hated in the fatd 
Third Article in refpedt to the faid Vizier, and 
MuzuHer Jung refpedivelyj or that by the faid 
linreral fuppofed Afts or Deeds done or omitted, 
or fuppofed to be done or omitted by him the' 
faid Warren Haftings, he the faid Warren Ha* 
ftings has been guilty either of Negle& of Duty, 
Ufurpation of Authority, Breach of Treaty, or 
Duplicity towards either the faid Vizier, or the 
f»d Muzufier Jung ; or that he has, in any of 
chefe Refpefts, brought any Difgrace upon the 
Britilh Name, or any Difcredit upon the Britilh 
Government in India; or that he ever reduced 
himfelf to the Altooative of being guilty of a 
Breach of Faith, either to the Vizier or Muzuf- 
fer Jung, as is liiggefted in the faid Third Ar* 
tide; or that by all or any of the ieveral Afts 
Hated in the fud Third Article, fo far as the &me 
or any of them were by him done or committed, 
he was, or is guilty of any Crime, or Mifde* 
pieanour wbatfoever. 


FOURTH ARTICLE. 


I N Anfwer to the Fourth Ankle, the faid 
Warren HaHings admits it to have been 
his Duty while Governor General of Bengal, 
ftridly. to attend to the Expenditure of Public 
Money; and more particulaiiy in a Time of 
War and Public DiHrefs, to be careful that 
tbok Revenues upon which the Welfare and 
L 2 Safety 
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Safety of the Empire did neceiTarily depend, 
Ihould not be diminifhed or ruined by Diffipa* 
tion or Prodigality, and ihould not be diverted 
from the Public Service, or fquaodered for the 
Furpofe of increafing his own Perfonal InHuence, 
or providing for his Dependants. 

AND al(b, that it was his Duty in every Tn- 
ftance in his Power to pay due Obedience to the 
Ordeis of the Court of Direflors: But the faid 
'Warren Hallings humbly contends, fuch lafl; 
mentioned Duty did not require Compliance 
with the faid Orders, in Cafes where I'uch Com- 
pliance would have been materially injurious to 
the Interells of the Haft India Company, or the 
Britifti Nation, or where ibme important Advan- 
tage to fuch Interefts might be attained by a 
Deviation therefrom. And the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that the Court of Diredors of 
the Eaft India Company, by the Thirty-ftxth 
Paragraph of the General InftruAions given to 
the Governor General and Council in March, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-four, re- 
citing, that as all the Company’s Buftnefs which 
could conveniently be performed by Contraft 
was fo performed in. Bengal, did direcf as in the 
faid Fourth Article is ftated. 

AN D the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
fuch expreft Order of the faid Court was made in 
the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and Se- 
venty, as in the faid Fourth Article is fttlted 
and that divers other Orders and Commands to 
the fame Purpofe and HffcA may have been 
iifued by the laid Court of Diredlors at dilferent 
Times to their Servants in India. 
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AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
the Opium produced in Bengal and Bahar is a 
Tery confiderable and lucrative Article in the 
Export Trade of the faid Provinces, and that it 
has been for a confiderable Length of Time 
qianaged under a Monopoly. And the faid 
Warren Hafirings admits, that of late Years, 
(that is to fay) ever fince the Year One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Seventy*three, wheii, 
in confequence of a Propofal from the faid War- 
ren Haftings, the faid Monopoly was taken from 
private Pcrfons, by whom it bad 'been before 
exclufively held without any Participation of the 
Eaft India Company, into the Pofiefiion of the 
faid Company, great Advantage has refulted 
from the fame to the faid Company. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
of late Years the Opium has been provided by 
ContraA *, but he fays, that it would not have 
been expedient or conducive to the Intereft of 
the Eaft India Company, previous to the Con- 
tradts for this Commodity being made, or in the 
making thereof, to have obferved and followed 
all the Rules and Regulations prefcribed by the 
Diredlors of the Eaft India Company in regard 
to Contra&s in general. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
doubts having arilen in Council at Bengal, whe- 
ther the Management of the Opium Concern 
ought, as an Article of Revenue, to be kxlged 
with the Governor and Council, or as an Article 
of Commerce, to be vefted in the Board of 
Trade; and the fame having been communis 
cated to the Court of Dircdlors, they were pleafed 
10 to 
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10 direft ds f(dk>ws : ** As the Revenue Coun- 
** cil at Patna are of Opinion that the Opiuns 
** Buhnefs may be more conveniently conduA' 
** ed by their Board than by our Commercial. 
*' Servants, on that Confideration only we di> 
** reSt that the Proviiion thereof be continue^ 
** under your Management v but that you con> 
** the fame, when provided, to our Board 
** of Trade at prime Coll, who are to difpoie 
** thereof at Public Au&ion, and to apply the 
** Produce towards the Provifion of our In> 
“ veftment.” 

AN D the faid Warren Haftings admits it to 
have been his Duty, not only to be careful in the 
Expenditure of the Public Money in the mak- 
ing ofContra&s, and in providing for the Public 
Service, but alfo to be particularly careful not 
to lavifli the Money of his Employers in ex- 
ceflfive Salaries and Emoluments to favoured In- 
dividuals. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
the Court of Direflors did order and diredl that 
the Sum of Six thoufand Pounds per Annum 
fliould be paid to the Commander in Chief in 
full for his Services as Commander in Chief, in 
lieu of Travelling Charges, and of all other 
Emoluments whatloever. And the faid Warren 
Haftings admits, that it was his Duty not to 
create by his Prodigality any public Diftre^ 
and denies, that he was guilty of any Prodiga* 
lity, or any violent or oppreffive Ads wfaat- 
foever. And the faid Warren Haftings admits, 
that it was his Duty not to rob any Perfon 
whotnfoever. 
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AND the (aid Warren Haftings dentes^ that 
he aid enter into any Contraft of the Nature, or 
with tM Views, or in the Manner, or which waa 
produdive of the Confequences, in the faid 
Fourth Article mentioned. 

* AN D the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did authorize or approve of any enormous 
Salaries or extravagant Allowances, or did la* 
vilh away any Part of the Refources of the 
Company, or of the Princes in Alliance with 
them, as in the faid Fourth Article is ftated. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
it having been determined in Council that Opium 
Ihould be provided by Contra^ the Governor 
General and Council, the faid Warren Haftings 
being Governor General, did in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-feven, 
when the former Contradb was near its Expire 
tion, unanimoufly agree to accept Propofals 
from John Mackenzie, for a Contraift with him 
for Opium, to be provided on Terms nearly 
the fame with, but more favourable than, the 
former Contract. 

AND the fiud Warren Haftings admits, that 
the faid Contraft was granted ror a Term of 
Three Years without any previous AdvertUe- 
ment, it having been by the faid Governor 
General and Council deemed for the Advant^ 
of the Eaft India Company to make a Contraa 
for the faid Comnnodity in that Manner, and for 
that Term. 


AND 
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AND the faid Warren Hading^ admits, diaC 
the Court of DireAors of the Eaft India Com^ 
pany conceiving, contrary to the FaA, that the 
faid ContraA had been made, not only without 
any Advertifement, but liliewife without any 
previous Enquiries necelTary to guide the 
Judgment of the faid Governor General anti 
Council therein, and to warrant the faid Mea- 
fure, did exprefs their Difapprobation of the 
Manner in which they fuppofed the faid Contradb 
to have been made; but the faid Warren Ha* 
llings denies, chat the faid Court of Directors 
did condemn either the Continuance of the 
Monopoly, or the Management thereof by 
Contract, or the Term of Years for which the 
faid Contra^ with the faid John Mackenzie 
had been made. 

AND the faid Warren Baitings fays, that 
the Governor General and the Council, he the 
faid Warren- Ballings being Governor General, 
did judge it expedient, and did accordingly 
refolve to transfer the Sale of Opium from the 
Board of Trade to another £>epartment, which 
Meafure, though contrary to the Letter of the 
Orders of the Court of Directors, it was con- 
ceived by the faid Governor General and Coun- 
cil, would more elFcdually carry into Execu- 
tion the Intentions of the faid Court, in giving 
the faid Orders ; and which Meafure, with the 
Reafons for the fame, was immediately com- 
municated by the faid Governor General and 
Council to the faid Court of Directors, by a 
Letter bearing Date the Twenty-fifth Novem- 
ber, One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty, 
and the fame has been fioce continued. 


AND 
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’^ND the faid Warren Haftings further 
lays, , that, in the Year One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Kighty>oue, at the ufuai and pro> 
per Period of making the Gmtradt for Opium, 
the then Situation of Public Affairs having 
rendered it more expedient to extend the Period, 
for which fuch Contra^f fhould be made, beyond 
the Term of One Year, the Governor General 
and Council, the faid Warren Haftings being 
Governor Genera], did, in Confideration there* 
of, refolve, That the Contradfc for the Pro- 
** vilion of the Opium produced in Bengal and 

Bahar (hould be granted to Mr. Stephen 
** Sulivan for the Term of Four Years, on the 
** fame Conditions as it was then held by Mr. 
** Mackenzie, the then Contractor But the 
faid Warren Haftings denies, that the faid Con- 
traCl; was made with- the faid Stephen Suliv^ 
on more advantageous Terms for the Contractor 
than the fame would have been made with any 
other Perfon. And the faid Warren Haftings 
admits, that the faid Contract was made with- 
out advertifing for Propofals, or receiving from 
the faid Stephen Sulivan any written Propofals 
for the famej and that the faid Contract did not 
contain any Claufe, providing that the fame 
fhould be liable to be determined by the Orders 
of the Court of Directors. But the faid War- 
ren Haftings denies, that any Claufe was in- 
ferred in the preceding Contract, refpeCting 
the Determination of the fame by the Court of 
Directors, in any other Event than that of their 
relinquifhing the exciufive Property in the Trade 
of Opium, and making it free, in which Cafe 
the faid Contract was to remain in force only 
for the current Year, of which Event there 
M had 
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had ceafed to be any Probability prior to the 
Year One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty- 
one. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, rhat 
he did take away Reftriflions ufually and pro- 
vidently impofed upon the Contradlor in Con- 
trails of that Nature ; but he admits, that hr, 
as Governor General, and the Council, did re- 
folve, that there being no longer Occafion for 
Infpeilors to fuperintend the Manufailure of 
the Opium delivered by the Contrailor, fince 
the Reafons which induced the Board to appoint 
thofe Officers no longer cxifted, their Appoint- 
ments (hould be abolifiied ; and, in lieu there- 
of, it was in the faid Contrail of the faid Stephen 
Sulivan ftipulated, that, on the Arrival of the 
Opium at Calcutta, it (hould be fubjeil to the 
Infpeilion and Controul of fuch Perlons as the 
Governor General and Council might appoint 
for that Purpofe. And the faid Warren Ha- 
flings infifis, that the Regulation fubfiituted 
by the Governor General and Council, in lieu 
of fuch Infpeilion, did as effeilually guard 
againll the Commiffion of any Fraud by the 
Contrailor, and was in other Refpeils more 
advantageous to the EaR India Company. 

AND the faid Warren Hailings denies, that 
the faid Contrail was granted upon Terms ex- 
travagant or profufe, or for the Purpofe of 
creating an inflant Fortune to the faid Sulivan ; 
but, on the contrary, the faid Warren Haftings 
avers, that the Terms of the faid Contrail 
were as advantageous to the Eaft India Com- 
pany as the Terms of the preceding Contrails 

made 
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by or on the Parc of the faid Com* 
pany, for the Proviflon of the faid Commo- 
dity, and fuch as the faid Warren Haftings 
and the Council at that Time did believe to 
be fair and reafonable; 

* A N D the faid Warren Haftings believes 
the faid Sulivan to have been a Perfon pro- 
perly qualified to execute the faid Cuntraft : And 
he fays, that a proper and lufficient Security was 
taken from him for the due i’erformance 
thereof. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
the faid Sulivan did not ever execute, or attempt 
to execute, the faid Contrad } but whether the 
faid Sulivan did, on or before the Execution of 
the Articles between him and the Governor 
General and Council, transfer his Intereft in 
the faid Contrad to John Benn Efquire, or 
whether the faid Benn did afterwards transfer the 
fame to any other Perfon, the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings declares himfelf ignorant, except as he 
has heard the fame by Report fince his Arrival 
in England, or has been informed by the faid 
Articles, and the Proceedings before the Ho- 
nourable the Houfe of Commons, touching him 
the faid Warren Haftings. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Governor General and Council, he being 
Governor General, did, in the Year One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, declare, 
as the Truth was, that the Employment of the 
Shipping belonging to Bengal, in fupplying 
the Coaft with Grain, and the Difficulties and 
M a Obftruc- 
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Obfirudions apprehended in the Navigation of 
the China Seas from the Cruizers and Privateers 
which had been, and were expeffed to be Htted 
out from the Ifle of France, Batavia, and other 
Places, to interrupt the Trade of the Eaftward, 
had fo much reduced the Demand for Opiupi, 
that they had found no Bidders at the Com- 
pany’s Sales at the Clofeof the laft and the Com- 
mencement of the then Year, nor any Perfons 
willing to become Purchafers of that Article at 
the moderate Price of Four hundred Rupees 
per Chell, at which it was afterwards expofed 
for private Sale j from which Caufes almuft the 
whole Produce remained on their Hands : But 
he denies that he ever monopolized Opium at 
an extravagant Rate, or that no Attempts were 
made by Perfons employed by the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council to lell the fame at a low 
Price. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, he 
does not know or believe that there were any 
Perfons in Calcutta who had Authority to bid 
for the Whole or the greateft Part of the laid 
Opium, upon any Terms which it would have 
been for the Intereft of the Fall India Com- 
pany to have accepted. And the faid Warren 
Hallings denies that he did, in order to favour 
any Individuals, borrow Money at a large In- 
tereft, for the Purpofe of advancing the fame to 
the Contractor laft mentioned ; but he fays, 
that no other Advances were made to the faid 
Contractor, than fuch as were agreeable to the 
Terms of his ContraCl } and that the Sum of 
Money, mentioned in the faid Fourth i\rticle 
to have been borrowed, was borrowed in the 

’ Abfeoce 
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At^fence of the faid Warren Haftings, in order 
to rajfe a Supply of Money to enable the Board 
to anfwer the heavy Calls which had been made 
on them from the other PreOdencics, and to 
make up for the Failure of the Refource ex> 
(wdled from the Sale of the Opium. 

AND. the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Opium was, by Order of the Governor 
General and Council, he the faid Warren Ha- 
ft ings being Governor General, exported to 
the Eaftern Iflands, and to China, on the faid 
Company’s Account ; which Meafure, the (aid 
Warren Haftings avers, was, in the then State 
of the Company’s Affairs, proper and expe- 
dient. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, That 
he has heard, and believes, that the Importation 
of Opium is forbidden in China. 

A N D he admits, that the faid Plan was 
attended with fomc Rifle and Hazard, and that, 
in the Courfe of the Execution of the faid Plan, 
the Succefs of it was in fome Meafure di- 
minifhed in confequence of a Capture by the 
Dutch of one of the Ships employed in convey- 
ing Part of the Opium ; which Capture was the 
only Lofs the faid Warren Haftings knows, or 
has heard, that the Eaft India Company ever 
fuffered by the faid Plan, which he denies to 
have produced any Difgrace to the Britilh Cha- 
racter in India. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, denying 
that he ever aCted in the Profecuuon of a Syf- 

tem 
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tem of Difobedience to Orders, or of Prodi- 
gaiicy, or Profufion, or that he was ever guilty 
of any Prodigality, or Profulion, fays, that focne 
Time in the Year One thoufand Seven hun> 
dred and Seventy-feven, the Governor General 
and Council, the faid Warren Haftings being 
then Governor General, did accept of Propb- 
I'als for providing Draft and Carriage Bullocks 
to the Army for Three Years, without adver- 
tiling fur the fame; and that afterwards, foon 
after the Commencement of the War in India, 
the faid Warren Mailings, without, as he ad* 
mits, any Complaint made on the Part of the 
Contractor, but not without any Complaint on 
the Part of the Army, but, on the contrary, 
after repeated and urgent Keprefentations from 
the principal Officers commanding the fame, 
that the fubfifting Contradt (One-half of the 
Time limited for the Duration whereof he ad- 
mits to have been then unexpired) was inade- 
quate to the regular Supply of that Service, 
did approve of certain Alterations in the faid 
Contract, which, in iiis own Judgment, and that 
of the laid principal Military Officers, were 
eflential and necelTary; and the fame having 
been referved for the Opinion of, and having 
afterwards undergone the Correction of Sir Eyre 
Coote, the then Commander in Chief of all the 
Company’s Forces in India, and having been 
by him propofed in Council, the faid Warren 
Haftings, as Governor General, did vote for, and 
a Majority of the Board in Council did pafs, a 
Kefolution in the following Words, viz. ** That 
“ the Plan recommended by the Commander 
** in Chief for a new ContraA for the Draft and 
** Carriage Cattle be approved, and that an 
2 « Offer 
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** Oder be made to the prefent Contractor to 
** contract with him on the Terms prefcribed 
** therein, inllead of the Contract now in force.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
it ^as by the faid Board deemed expedient, that 
the faid ContraCt Ihould be made for the I'crni 
of Five Years j but he fays, that the Conditions 
thereof, though in fome RefpeCts more advanta-> 
geous to the Contractor, were al(b more ad> 
vantageous to the Ealt India Company than the 
then iubfifting Contract. And the faid Warren 
Haltings denies, that the Governor General and 
Council did by the faid ContraCt agree for a 
Number of Bullocks, exceeding the Number 
which the Commander in Chief had declared to 
be fufHcient for the whole Army, or for a 
greater Number than the Public Service then 
required ; and though the Rate at which the faid 
Bullocks were by fuch new Plan contracted for 
was higher than that of the then exiiting Con> 
traCt, and though from the encreafed Ellablifh- 
ment of Bullocks, and the Provilion necelTarily 
made for its Support, a confiderable annual 
Increafe of Expence was unavoidably occanonx 
cd, yet he denies that fuch Increafe was ei- 
ther wanton, enormous, or unneceflary. 

A N D the faid Warren Hallings admits, that 
the faid Refolution, and the Propofal contained 
in it, were carried into EflFeCt, and that a Con- 
tract, in confequence pf ir, was made by the 
Governor General and Council with Charles 
Croftes Efquire ; but the faid Warren Haftings 
denies that, in agreeing to the Terms of the faid 
Contract, he was in any Manner influenced by 

Confi- 
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ConGderations of Friendihip for the faid Charles 
Croftes. And the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that the faid ContraA was produdive of any 
Lofs or Damage to the Eaft India Company, or 
that it was in Violation of the Orders and Di- 
redions of the Court of Diredors. , 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the faid Contrad did contain a Claufe, by which 
it was agreed, that it Ihould be lawAil for the 
Ealt India Company to extend the faid Contrad 
for the Term of One Year beyond the faid 
Term of Five Years, in cafe they fhould be 
minded fo to do, on One Year’s Notice in Writ- 
ing being for that Purpofe given by the Gover- 
nor General and Council on their Behalf to the 
Contrador ; and that it was by the faid Claufe 
alfo agreed, that the faid Company Ihould, on 
or before the Expiration of Four Years from the 
Day of the Date of the fud Contrad, give No- 
tice in Writing whether they ihould intend to 
lengthen the faid Contrad or not : But in cafe 
no fuch Notice (hould be given, it was agreed, 
that the faid Contrad (hould continue for the 
Space of One Year beyond the faid Term of 
Five Years, that is to fay, unto the Firft of 
September, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
£ighty-Gve. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Court of Diredors, in their Letter of Ele- 
venth of April, One thouland Seven hundred 
and Eighty-one, did exprefs a Difapprobation of 
fome Farts of the faid Contrad, and their Ap- 
probation of other Parts thereof ; and that the 
(aid Court of Diredors did fignify their Plea- 
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fure ffclbe£ting the Mode to be purfued in cafe 
of any future Contraft, in the following Terms: 
** We therefore dire6b> that in future no great- 
** er Number of Draft or Carriage Bullocks be 
** entertained, to be paid for by the Company, 
** ahan (hall be necelTary for the Service ; that 
** the Terms of the Contraft be always ad- 
** vertifcd One Year at leaft before the Expira- 

tion of the fubfifting Contract; that the lowefl; 
** Terms, with good Security for the Perform- 
** ance, be accepted } and that no Contraft fos 
** Bullocks be on any Account concluded for 
** a longer Term than Three Years.” But the 
faid Warren Haftings denies that the faid Court 
of DireAors did give any particular Dire6fions 
for the Conduift of the faid Governor General 
and Council in refpeft to the Determination of 
that ContraA, or that they gave any Order that 
the ProviOon of Draft and Carriage Bullocks 
for the Army (hould in future be managed by 
Contrad, in preference to any other Mode. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Attention of the Board not being immedU 
ately called to the Terms of the faid Contraft, 
the Period of Time at which previous Notice 
for the Determination of the fame (hould have 
been given, was accidentally fuffered to elapie ; 
in con(equence whereof, the faid Contradf would, 
by virtue of the Claufe herein before mention- 
ed, have continued for the Term of Six Years, 
that is to fay, till the Firft of September, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-five, which 
the faid Warren Haftings admits would have 
been for a longer Time than the then Situa- 
tion of the Eaft India Company's Affairs in 

N India 
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India required : But the faid Warren HaftrogS 
fays, that to prevent fuch Continuance, the faid 
Warren Haftings did, on the Second February, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty>four, 
when, by t^e Reftoration of Peace, a Reduc- 
tion of the Military Eftablilhment in Bengal 
had become pradicable and fafe, propofe in 
Council, and a Majority of the Council did 
accordingly refolve, to purchafe an immediate 
Relinquilhment of the Contract, and the fame 
was accordingly purchafed, after it had been 
held only Three Years and an Half, upon fuch 
Terms as to the Board appeared reafonable; 
and which the faid Warren Haftings denies to 
have been extravagant or unreafonable, or that 
the Eaft India Company did, by fuch Purchafe, 
fuftain great Lofs and Damage, 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
after fuch Purchafe, the Governor General and 
Council, the faid Warren Haftings being Go- 
vernor General, did refolve, that the Provi- 
lion of Bullocks for the Army Ihould be con- 
ducted by Agency, believing that the fame 
might be managed in fuch Mode with more 
Advantage to the Eaft India Company than . by 
Contract » and did alfo rclblve, that Sir Charles 
William Blunt ihould be employed in fuch 
Agency: But the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that he did, by concurring in fuch Relblution, 
aCl contrary to his Duty, or to the Orders of 
his Mafters, chough he admits that fuch Mode 
of conducting the Bufinefs was afterwards dif- 
approved by the Court of Directors, as liable 
CO the Objections in the faid Fourth Article 
ftated* 
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AtND the faid Warren Haftings denies^ that 
by all or any of the feveral Adis fuppofed to 
have been done or omitted by him the faid 
Warren Hadings, he was guilty of any Part of 
the fuppofed Offences or Mifcondudl in the faid 
Fourth Article charged againd him. 

AND the faid Warren Hadings further fays, 
that the late Gencrral Sir Eyre Coote having in 
the Month of March, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Seventy-nine, arrived in Bengal, from 
Europe, to take upon himfelf the Command of 
all the Britifh Forces in India, then employed 
in a perilous and extenfive War, did in a few 
Days after his iSrrival deliver in to the Council 
of Fort William in Bengal feveral Propofitions, 
by which he infifled that certain Allowances 
then paid to General Stibbert, Provincial Com-> 
mander in Chief on the Bengal Edablilhmenr, 
did devolve upon him the faid Sir Eyre Coote, 
as Commander in Chief. And the faid War- 
ren Hadings fays, that the faid Allowances fo 
claimed had been granted to the faid General 
Stibbert, partly under a Refolution of the Go- 
vernor General and Council, he the faid Warren 
Hadings being then Governor General, and 
having, as he admits, concurred therein, and 
partly by the exprefs Orders of the Court of 
DireAors. And the faid Warren Hadings fur- 
ther fays. That the faid Propofitions were re- 
ferred by the Council to the Board of Infpec- 
tion, and a Minute was thereupon delivered in 
by the faid Sir Eyre Coote, fetting forth the 
Grounds upon which he had been on his fird 
Arrival induced to red his aforefaid Claim, and 
that he had fmee more fully examined into the 

N 2 famej 
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fame ; and further alledging, from his long 
Experience of the Service, the Infufficiency 
** of his Salary, and that he was certain the 
** Court of DireAors never meant he Ihould 
** fuffer in his private Fortune by carrying on 
** the public Service, and requefting that luch 
** Meaiures might be adopted as might pfe- 
** vent any unneceflary Expence from falling 
** upon the Company, and which would at the 
fame Time enable him to execute the Duties 
** incumbent on him as their Commander in 
** Chief, to vifit the feveral Stations of the 
Troops, or to take the Field, if neceffary, 
** without involving himfelf in Expences which 
** he Ihould be unable to fupport.” And the 
faid Board of Infpe£lion having taken the fame 
into Confideration, it was by the faid Board de* 
termined, he the laid Warren Haftings being a 
Member of fuch Board of Infpeftion, and con* 
curring in that Determination, that the Allow* 
ances made to General Stibbert did not devolve 
on the laid Sir Eyre Coote, nor ought to be 
taken away from the faid General Stibbert with- 
out the further Orders of the Court of Di- 
rectors : But in conlideration of the Matters in 
the Minute of the faid General Sir Eyre Coote 
fet forth, and for other Reafons, which in the 
Judgment of the faid Board appeared to war- 
rant fuch Meafure, did refolve that the faid Sir 
Eyre Coote Ihould, as Commander in Chief of 
the Forces in India, receive when in the Field 
a fpecified Allowance for himfelf and his StalF, 
for the Purpofe of defraying the extraordinary 
Expences which his Eftabliihment in the Field 
would occafion. And the faid Warren Mailings 
denies, that by concurring in the faid Refolutions 
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of 0ie faid Board, he a&ed in the Prolecution u£ 
acortupc or prodigal Syftem of Government, or 
in Concradidion to his Duty and the Orders 
of his Superiors, or with any View to increafc 
his own Influence. 

* A N D the faid Warren Haflings fays, that 
in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-nine, the faid General Sir Eyre Coote 
having deemed it necelTary to viflt the different 
Stations of the Army, in order to form fuch 
Military Arrangements as the Service required, 
and it being expeded that his Prefence would 
be moftly confined to the Grand Pofts of the 
Army, (Rationed and employed in the Defence 
of the Dominions of the Nabob Vizier; and the 
faid Nabob Vizier being bound to difeharge the 
adual Expences of all the Troops employed for 
the Frotedion of the Countries lying beyond 
the River Carumnaifa, it was for thefe and other 
Keafons refolved in Council, on the Propofal of 
the faid Warren Haflings, that the Field Al- 
lowances and travelling Charges of the ftid Sir 
Eyre Coote as Commander in Chief, when in 
the Field, fliould be added to the Debit of the 
faid. Vizier’s Account as a Part of his general 
Subfldy ; the faid Charge to commence from the 
Day of the faid Commander in Chief’s palling 
the faid River Carumnaifa, and to continue till 
his Return to the fame Line; and that the 
faid Nabob Vizier fliould be written to on the 
Subjed. And the faid Warren Haflings denies 
that, by propofing or concurring in fuch Re- 
Iblution, he aded in the Profecution of a Syllem 
of Profufion or Prodigality, or in any Violation 
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of the Treaty between the Had; India Company 
and the Nabob Vizier. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
fome Time in the Month of October, One thou* 
land Seven hundred and Eighty, the Court qf 
Directors, referving for a future Opportunity 
their full Sentiments and IndruAtons on the 
Subjedt, did expreis a Difapprobation of the 
laid Allowances, and diredb that they (hould be 
difcontinued on the Receipt of fuch their Order. 
And the faid Warren Haftings avers, that the 
faid Allowances were immediately on the Receipt 
of the faid Order, in obedience thereto, difcon- 
tinued. And he denies, that he did of his own 
private Authority continue to the faid Sir Eyre 
Coote, fuch Allowances as are in the faid Fourth 
Article dated, or that the fame were, by the 
Command or Authority of the laid Warren 
Haftings, continued to be paid by the Vizier 
for the Ufe and Behoof of the faid Sir Eyre 
Coote. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
denies, that in all or any of the Adis, Orders, 
Allowances, or Contradls done, made, grant- 
ed, or ordered by the faid Warren Haftings, 
he the faid Warren Haftings has been guilty of 
any Mifeondudt, Offence, Crime, or Mifde- 
meanour whatfoever. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, 
that, in the Month of December, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty, the Governor 
General and Council, the faid Warren Haftings 
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beitig then Governor General, did appoint 
Jame^ Peter Auriol Efquire to be Agent for 
providing Supplies for the Relief of the Prefi- 
dency of Madrafs, at which Settlement there 
was a great Scarcity of Provifions : But the faid 
Warren Haftings denies that this Meafure was 
in purfuance of any prodigal or corrupt Syfteni 
of Government, or that the fame was a Mea* 
fure either prodigal or corrupt. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, denying 
that he did unite in his own Pcrfon all the 
Powers of Government, admits that the faid 
Auriol did require the ufual CommKfion, and 
that the faid Warren Haftings and the Council 
did determine that he (hould be allowed for the 
faid Agency a Commiflion of Fifteen per Cent, 
upon his Dilburfements, the faid Warren Ha* 
ftings and the Council conceiving the fame to 
have been, under all the Circumftances, a proper 
Allowance. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits that 
the faid James Peter Auriol was at the fame 
Time, and by the fame Authority, appointed 
Agent of Supplies to the other Prefidencies, 
and to the Idand of St. Helena, with the 
fame Commiflion. And the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings fays, that though the Propofal of the 
laid Auriol did not extend to the faid other 
Prefidencies, and to the faid Idand, yet the 
faid Warren Haftings did believe that there 
exifted a Necellity of providing Supplies for the 
fame from Bengal, and that the beft Mode of 
providing them was by the Way of Agency. 


AND 
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A N D the faid Warren Haftings admits that 
the faid Auriol was, at the Time of fuch Ap« 
pointment, and had been for fome Time before, 
one of the Secretaries of the Supreme Council, 
which Office, at the Time when the faid Auriol 
fuccecded to the fame, had by the public Av> 
thority of the Bu<.rd, fuSered a Keduflion in 
the regular Salary annexed to it ; but the faid 
Warren llaiUngs, though he does not remem- 
ber to have made any fuch Declaration as 
is in the faid Fourth Article ftated, and pofi- 
tively averring, that neither in the Creation of 
the laid Agency, nor in fixing the Terms there- 
of, he was in any Manner aduaced by any Mo- 
tives of private Favour to the faid James Peter 
Auriol, humbly infifts that the Experience which 
the Halt India Company had acquired, of the 
long and laborious Services of the faid James 
Peter Auriol, in the faid Office, and of his Abi- 
lities and Integrity, did afibrd a reafonable 
Caufc of Preference in the Choice of a fit Per- 
fon to execute an Agency of fo important a 
Nature. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
on the Twenty-fifth Day of March, in the 
Year One ihoufand Seven hundred and Eighty- 
two, the Governor General and Council, he be- 
ing then Governor General, did, as a proper 
Alteration in the Allowance of the faid Agency, 
refolve, that, from the Thirty-firft of Decem- 
ber, One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty- 
one, the faid Auriol fhould draw no more Com- 
niiffion on the Freight and Charges of Shipping, 
or on any other Charges, than the Rate of Five 
per Cent, being ths. cullomary Amount drawn by 

Merchants } 
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Mdti(iahrs *, but he denies that h6 wa^ thereby 
guilty ^^f any criminal Mifreprefentation wbatfo* 
fever. 

^ N D the faid Warren Haftings admits that 
foipe Complaints were made concerning Rice 
and other l'‘rovihons fupplied by the faid Auriol* 
tvhich Complaint having been immediately en> 
quired into, and faiisfadtorily anfwered, and the 
proper Execution of the faid Contract, on the 
Part of the faid Auriol, having been fully afcer- 
tained, the faid Warren Haftings further admits 
he did, in concurrence with the other Members 
of the Council, continue the faid Auriol in 
the faid Agency) but the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings denies that he did difeourage any juft 
or neceflary Enquiry into the Execution of this 
Service, or any Complaint of the Non-perform- 
ance thereof. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
hi any of the-iuppofed Declarations, or that by 
all or any of the Ads or Deeds by him, touch- 
ing the Matters aforefaid, made, done, or com- 
mitted, he did violate his Duty, or break the 
Truft repofed in him, or that he was or is guilty 
of any Crime or Mifdemeanour whatfoever. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further lays, 
that in the Month of November, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Seveniy-Gx, he did, while 
Governor General and as Commander in Chief 
of Fort William in Bengal, pro|>ole in Council 
a. Plan for fupplying, by means of an Agent, 
the Garrifon of that Fort with a continual Store 
of Proviftons fufficient for a Siege ) which Plan 
O was 
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was approved by the Council; but he denies 
that he induced them to approve thereof, other" 
wife than by dating the Nature of his faid Plan* 
and his Reafons for propoHng it ; and he admits 
that the fame was a new Flan ; but he avers, 
that an adequate NecelTuy did exid for the 
faid Appointment. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that at a fubfequent Meeting of the Board, they 
did, on the Motion of the faid Warren Haftings, 
appoint John Belli Efquire to the faid Agency j 
but the faid Warren Haftings denies, that he did 
propofe the faid John Belli from a Spirit of cri- 
minal Partiality to his own Favourites, as in the 
faid Article is charged; but on the contrary 
avers, that his Recommendation of the faid John 
Belli was made in full Confidence, that the faid 
Truft would thereby be faithfully and efte^iually 
difeharged. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that in confluence of a Reference by 
the Board to Three Merchants, refpedting the 
Rate of Commilfion to be allowed for provid- 
ing the Articles in queftion, the faid Merchants 
did report their Opinion to be, that no Agent 
could undertake to fupply the Stores required, 
and to keep up the fpecified Quantity in con- 
ftant good Order, for lefs than terrain Rates 
therein fpecified, amounting in the whole to 
Twenty Founds per Cent. ; but the faid Warren 
Haftings, being convinced from authentic Do- 
cuments and Calculations, as well as from other 
Enquiries, that the laid Service could not be 
eftedlually performed at the Rate of Commiflioa 
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fo rcforted, did propofe, and the Board did rc- 
folvcj to fix the Kate of Commifllon at Fifteen 
per G;nt. on providing the faid Articles, and 
Fifteen per Cent, more for Loffes arifing from 
replacing decayed and damaged Stores, and re- 
neyring the whole Depofit of Vidlualhng Stores 
every Year, which the faid Agent, by his pro- 
pofed Engagement, was bound to doc And the 
laid Warren Haftings fays, that the faid Terms 
were reafonable and proper, with a View to the 
efie^tual Execution of the faid Service. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings denies, chat 
he did make any fuch Engagements or Declara- 
tion touching the faid Commiflion, as in the faid 
Fourth Article is charged againtl him } but the 
faid Warren Haftings admits, that, in conic- 
quence of fome ObjeAtons being made to the 
aforefaid Plan of Supply, he did declare to the 
Effect following, that is to fay, ** The Utility or 
Inutility of the Meafure which has given rife 
to thele Obje£lions and Anfwers, will be beft 
** proved by its Effedt ; and that this may be 
** fairly made, 1 pledge myfelf that Mr. Belli 
(hall keep exaft Accounts of the Purchafes, 
** Charges, and Expenditure of all the Stores 
committed to his Charge, and 1 will become 
** refponrible for his producing them before 
** the Board, if ever the Court of Directors 
** (hall be pleafed to order it; and that the 
Profits arifing therefrom (hall be paid into 
** the Company’s Treafury, and appropriated 
as they (hail direA, if they (hall not deem 
** them the juft Reward of Mr. Belii’a Services 
** and Fidelity.’*

AND 
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AND the fatd Warren Hailings denies, that 
he had any Connexion or Concern, direftly 
or indireAly, in the Interefts of the faid John 
Belli, touching the faid Agency, or in any other 
Kefpe^t whatfoever. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Court of Diredors having, upon an erro- 
neous Statement of the Profits of the faid John 
Belli, diredcd a proportionable Reduction of 
them to be made ; and it having appeared that 
the Amount of the Profits adually received by 
the faid John Belli were much below the Amount 
virtually allowed him by the faid Orders, the faid 
Warren Haftings and the Council did agree that 
the Subjed (hould again be referred to the Con- 
iideration of the Court of Diredors, and the 
fame was referred accordingly but no further 
Orders were received from them on that Subjed, 
during the Time the faid Warren Haftings re- 
mained in India. 

AND the laid Warren Haftings fays, that 
in the Month of Auguft, One thouland Seven 
hundred and Seventy-nine, the Board of Coun- 
cil, on the Motion of the fiiid Warren Haftings, 
did agree to convert the Agency of the faid 
John Belli into a Contrad for the Space of Five 
Years, on the fame Terms, and at the fame 
Rate of Allowance as before mentioned *, but 
the faid Warren Haftings denies that the faid 
Meafure was of the Nature, or had the Ten- 
dency, or proceeded from the Motives, in die 
faid Fourth Article charged.

I'AND the faid Warren Haftings denies 
thad in all or any of the Declarations, A£h, or 
i^oceedings by him made, done, propofed, or 
perpetrated, or fuppofed to have been made, 
dpne, propofed, or perpetrated, touching the 
^Matters aforefaid, he the faid Warren Haftings 
was or is guilty of any Crime or Mifdemeanour 
tirhatfoever. 


FIFTH ARTICLE. 


1 N Anfwer to the Fifth Article, the faid War- 
^ ren Haftings fays, that Shuja Dowla, 
^abob of Oude, and Vizier of the Empire, did, 
in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-four, engage in a War with the Tribe 
or Nation of the Kohillas ; and that he the 
faid Warren Haftings did, whilft he was Prefi- 
dent of the Prehdency ot Fort William in Ben- 
gal, engage the Eaft India Company to aflift 
the faid Shujah Dowla, their Ally, in the Profe- 
cution of the faid War. 

AND he further fays, that the Nabob 
Fyzoola Khan, a Chief of the Rohillas, did, 
in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-four, after the Defeat of the Rohilla 
Army, make his Retreat to the Frontier of 
the Rohilla Country, and in that Situation did 
make Overtures of Peace to Alexander Cham- 
pion, Commander in Chief of the Forces of 
the Company in Bengal, and who, at the Time 
of fuch Overtures, commanded the Troops of 

the 
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the Compan3r, then lerving againft the Rohfllas. 
And the faid Warren Haftings admits, that the 
iiiid Alexander Champion did, in a Letter ad- 
drefled to the faid Warren Haftings, commu* 
nicate to the PrcHdent and Council of the faid 
Kaft India Company through the faid Warrep 
HaAings, then being Prehdent as aforefaid, 
certain Overtures of Peace, which - had been 
then lately made to him by Pyzoola Khan, and 
fubmitted by him, the faid Alexander Cham-, 
pion, to the faid Vizier, but which the faid 
Vizier had rejected with Difdain ; and the faid 
Alexander Champion did, in that Letter, ex> 
prefs his Regret at fuch Reje£bion, and his Wilh 
that the Board Ihould, upon due Confideration 
of the faid Overtures, devife any Means by 
which the Public Good might be promoted. 
And the faid Warren HaAings denies, that the 
Terms of Peace offered by the faid Fyzoola 
Khan were wife or advantageous either for the 
Vizier or the Company. And the faid Warren 
HaAings fays, that he did, in Anfwer to the 
Letter of the faid Alexander Champion, in 
June, One thoufand Seven hundred and Sc> 
venty-four, declare his Opinion, ” that, inAead 
of foliciting the Vizier to relinquiffi his Cpn- 
** queff of the faid Fyzoola Khan, every Argu- 
** ment Ihould be ufed to diAuade him from 
fuch an Intention } and that it was the Oclire 
** of the faid Wanen Haftings, that the faid 
** Alexander Champion would difeourage it as 
** much as was in his Power.” But the faid 
Warren Haftings denies, that, in fb doing, 
he a£ted in Violation of any Principles of Juftice 
or found Policy, or contrary to any Duties ol his 
Station. And the faid Warren Haftings admiu. 
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tha«i at the feveral Times referred to in the Paid 
Fifth 'Article, the Government of the Paid Com* 
pany in Bengal was carried on by a Prclidcnt and 
Council, ami that fuch SeleA Committee was 
appointed, as is ftated in the Paid Fifth Article, 
affirms, however, that the PrePident had 
Authority in certain Cafes to a£t Ptngly, and to 
fend Orders without the Concurrence of the Paid 
Council or SeleA Committee. And the Paid 
Warren Haftings admits, that, whilft he was 
Prcfident, as aforePaid, he did, in Conjunction 
with the Select Committee, in a Letter from 
them to the Paid Alexander Champion, dated 
the Eighth Day of September, One thouPand 
Seven hundred and Scventy>four, exprePs them* 
leives to the«EfFeCt following : That their 

** Satisfaction upon the entire Reduction of the 
Rohilla Country to the Vizier’s Government 
V was increafcd by the Vizier’s Intentions of 
terminating the War by an Accommodation 
with the Rohillas, which might be eaPily fettled 
** in their diftrefPed Situation, and that they 
** hoped his Excellency would be difpofed to 
** conciliate their AffeCtions to his Governmenr, 
“ by acceding to lenient Terms.” But the Paid 
Warren Haftings, denying that he did after* 
wards violate the Paid public Order or Inftruc- 
tion. Pays, that he did, on the Sixteenth Day of 
September, One thouPand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-four, in a Letter of that Date, addrefPcd 
to the Paid Alexander Champion, in Anfwer to 
two Letters of the Twcnty-firft and Twenty- 
fixth of Auguft, received that Morning, exprcPs 
an Hope, “ that the laid Alexander Champion 
** had rePoIvcd to profecute the War to a final 
IfPue, bccauPe he thought it appeared very 

“ plainly 
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** plainly thait Fyzoola Khan and his AdheKDtS 
** lay at the Mercy of the faid Alexander Cham« 
** pion, and bccaufe he apprehended much In* 
** convenience from Delays, and becaule he was 
** morally certain that no Good would be gained 
by negociating,*' And the faid Warren Ha^ 
ftings did, in that Letter, further fuggefti 
** That although he had referred the faid Alex-^ 
** ander Champion to the Vizier for condufling 
** all Negociations, yet he by no means wilhea 
** that the Vizier Ihould lofe Time, by feeking 
** for an Atcommodation : That it would be 
•* more effectual, more decifive, and more 
** confiftent with his Dignity, and with his 
** Honour, which he had already pledged) 
** to abide by his firft Offers, to dictate 
** the Conditions of Peace, and to admit 
“ only an Acceptance without Refervation) 
** or a clear Kefufal from his Adverfary.’* 
And the faid Warren Haflings did, in the 
fame Letter, inform the faid Alexander Cham- 
pion, that he did intend to communicate the 
Subftance of the faid Alexander Champion's 
Advices to the Seled Committee for their fullet 
Sentiments on the Meafures to be thereafeef 
taken ; but, in the mean time, to prevent the 
Danger of Delay, he defired that the faid Alex* 
ander Champion would be pleafed to receive 
thofe JnftruAions for his Guide. And the faid 
Warren Haflings fays, that at the Time be 
wrote the faid lall*mentioned Letter of the Six« 
teenth of September, be did conBdently believe 
that the Sentiments of the Select Committee en* 
tirely coincided with his own, upon the feveral 
Subjeds of the faid Letter, and inafmuch as 
be then united in his own Ferfon, by virtue of 
9 bis 
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his Com million from the Eaft India Company, 
the Powers and Authorities both of Commander 
in Chief and of Prefident, he did conceive him- 
fclf warranted by fuch his Powers and Autho- 
rities, the Exigencies of public i-ervice, and the 
JJeccffity of " avoiding the Dangers of Delay,’* 
to give an inftant Anfwcr to the Two Letters 
received by him from the faid Alexander Cham- 
pion, as afurefaid, without waiting for a formal 
Communication with the SeleA Committee : But 
he fays, that the Letter Ia(l mentioned was, on 
the Seventeenth Day of September, being the 
Day next after the fame was written by him, 
laid before the faid Seled Committee, who did 
approve of the fame, and notify fuch their Ap- 
probation to the faid Alexander Champion, in 
a Letter dated the faid Seventeenth of Septem* 
ber. And the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did, by his Conduct lad mentioned, violate 
the Duty of his Station, or illegally or clan- 
dellinely, or in any other Manner, counteract 
the Object of the Orders of the faid SeleCt Com- 
mittee, or that he was in any Manner guilty of 
fuch Duplicity, or incurred fuch Rifk refpeCt- 
ing the Conclufion of the War as is charged 
upon him by the faid Fifth Article. And the 
faid Warren Haitings fays, that a Treaty of 
Peace and Friendfhip between the Vizier and 
the faid Fyzoola Khan was concluded on the 
Seventh of October, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Seventy-four, at a Place called Lai 
Dang, previous to the Receipt of the faid Letter 
of the faid Warren Haitings of the Sixteenth 
of September, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-four. That the faid Fyzoola Khan, 
in Confideration of the Conclufion thereof, 

P agreed 
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agreed to pay, and in fad paid, the Sum of 
Fifteen Lacks of Rupees, or»fome other large 
Sum uf Money, to the (kid Shuja Dowla, by 
which Treaty the faid Fyzoola Khan was e(hi> 
blilhed in the quiet Fofielfion of the Territories 
of Rampore, and fome other Di(lri£ls depend- 
ant thereon, in the Nature of Jaghires. And 
the faid 'Warren Haftings fays, that the faid 
Alexander Champion did, on the faid Seventh 
of 0£tober, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-four, (ign and feal the faid Treaty as 
a Witnefs thereto. But the faid Warren Haftings 
denies that the faid Alexander Champion did 
thereby engage the faid United Company to 
guarantee the fame s or that at the Time of the 
Execution of the faid Treaty he was invefted 
with Power fo to do. And the faid Warren 
Haftings denies that he underftood the Gua- 
rantee of the Company to be fo engaged, al- 
though he admits that, under the Circumftances 
which attended the Execution of the faid Trea- 
ty, it would have been proper for the faid Eaft 
India Company to have interfered, in order to 
prevent any Infradion thereof. And the faid 
Warren Haftings believes that the faid Fyzoola 
Khan did conceive Doubts and Apprehenfions 
that the Security of his Jaghire Lands might be 
difputed by the Vizier; and fays, that Applica- 
tions from the faid Fyzoola Khan were at 
feveral Times communicated, both to the faid 
Warren Haftings and the Supreme Council at 
Bengal, for the Purpoie of obtaining the Gua- 
rantee of the faid Company to the Engage- 
ments of the faid Vizier with the faid Fyzoola 
Khan. But the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
he did for many Months, or at all, conceal or 

keep 
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keep i’e((ret any Solicitations of the faid Fyzoola 
Khan upon that Subject ; and he fays, that all 
Letters received from the faid Fyzoola Khan 
by the faid Warren Haftings were* in Efied** 
a Communication to, and Part of a Correfpond- 
Aice with, the whole Board ; and that the fame, 
as the faid Warren Haftings believes, were duly 
entered in the Book of Periian Correfpondcnce* 
which was always open to the Infpedlion of the 
Board, and acceffible by every Member thereof. 
And the faid Warren Haftings lays, that a Letter 
having been received by the Board from the 
faid Middleton, dated at Lucknow, the T wenty- 
fifth of February, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Seventy-eight, notifying, amongft 
other Things, his Deputation of Mr. Daniel 
OAavius Barwell to Rampore, the Capital of 
the faid Fyzoola Khan, for the Purpofes ftated 
in the faid Article, he the faid Warren Haftings 
did, upon the Ninth of March, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, propofe, and 
the Council, of which the Majority was confti- 
tuted as is ftated in the Fifth Article, did ap- 
prove of the Appointment of the faid Daniel Oc- 
tavius Barwell made by the faid Middleton ; and 
did further refolve, *•*’ That the laid Relidenc 
** Middleton Ihould be authorized to offer the 
** Company’s Guarantee for the Obfervance of 
** the Treaty fubfifting between the Vizier and 
** Fyzoola Khan, provided it Ihould meet with 
•* the Vizier’s Concurrence.” And the faid War- 
ren Haftings fays, that the faid Daniel OAavius 
Barwell did, in a Letter to Mr. Middleton, re- 
port his Opinion of the good Faith of the faid 
Fyzoola Khan, and did inform the faid Middle- 
ton, that he the faid Barwell had himfelf affiired 
P 2 the

the faid Fyzoola Khan that he Fyzoola Khan 
had preferved inviolate every Article of the 
IVeaty of Lai Dang} but the faid Warren 
Haftings does not believe or admit that the faid 
Fyzoola Khan had preferved inviolate the faid 
Treaty. And the Lid Warren Flaftings fays, th&t 
it was reprefented to him and the Council at 
Calcutta, that the Vizier Aflbf o' Dowla did 
confenc to the Grant of the Company’s Gua- 
rantee, on Condition that he (hould receive the 
Prefents ufualiy offered on fuch Occafions ; and 
that it was in like Manner reprefented that the 
faid Treaty and Guarantee was prefented to 
the faid F’yzoola Khan with great Solemnity j 
and that the faid Fyzoola Khan did deliver to 
the faid Daniel Odavius Barwell a Nuzzer of 
Two Elephants and Horfes, and a Lack of 
Rupees for the Vizier, and did offer a Lack 
of Rupees alfo for the Company, in Teftimony 
of his Gratitude on that Occafion. And the 
faid Warren Haftings admits that the faid 
Danitl Odavius Barwell did not immediately 
accept the faid Muncy, but took an Obligation 
for the fame, and that the faid Offer was com> 
municated to the Board at Calcutta ; and that 
the laid Warren Haftings did propofe, and 
that the Board, notwiihftanding the Objedion 
of Mr. Francis, then a Member of the faid 
Board, did agree to accept the fame for the 
Ufe of the Company, and that the fame was 
accordingly fo accepted; but the faid Warren 
Haftings denies, that by tiie Whole or any 
Part of the Condud of him the laid Warren 
Haftings, in refped to the Matters aforefaid, 
he has violated toe Faith of the Company, or 
' degraded the Englilh Nation in the Eyes of In- 
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dia, Of' bas broken any Treaty, or violated any 
Duty of 'the Truft repofcd in him. And the 
faid Warren Haftings lays, that by the Treaty 
of Lai Dang, the laid Fyzoola Khan did en- 
gage, ** That he would always whiill he lived 
**• continue in Subniiflion and Obedience to the 
** Nabob Vizier, and retain in his Service 
“ Five thdufand Men, ftipulated by the Nabob 
Vizier, and not a tingle Man more : That 
with whomfoever the Nabob Vizier ihouid 
engage in Hotiilities, he would atiiti him s 
“ and that if the Nabob Vizier Ihould fend 
** an Army againft any Enemy, he would 
** alfu fend 1 wo or 'I'hree thoufand of his 
Troops to join themi and if the faid Vizier 
Ihould go in Perfon againft any Enemy, he 
** the faid Fyzoola Khan would peribnally at- 
** tend him with his Forces. That he would 
have no Conneftion with any Perfon but the 
*» Nabob Vizier, and would hold no Corre- 
fpondence with any one (the Englifh Chiefs 
excepted) : That whatever the Nabob Vizier 
directed, he would execute ; and that he 
“ would at all Times, and on all Occafions, 
** both in Adverfity and Profperity, continue 
his firm AlTociaie,” And the faid Warren 
Haftings admits, that it was not ftipulated by 
the faid Treaty whether all or any of the faid 
Troops Ihould contift of Cavalry : And he lays, 
that the Retident Middleton was, in the Year 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-eighr, 
empowered to guarantee, and did in fact gua- 
rantee, the I'reaty of Lai Dang aforelaid ; 
and that certain Doubts having occurred to 
Fyzoola Khan refpeCling the Guarantee of 
the laid Middleton, that he the faid Warren* 

Haftings, 
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Hftflings, in order to fatisfy thofe Doubts, 
did, in or about the Month of May, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, 
propofe to the Board to confirm, and in con- 
fcquence of a Kefolution of the Board did in 
fad confirm, the faid Treaty and Guarantee tis 
Governor General as aforefaid. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, denying 
that he did difregard the Pledge of his own pri- 
vate Honour, or that he did ad in oppofition to 
the Intent and Meaning of the faid Treaty, as 
he then knew or underftood the fame, fays, 
that fome Time in the Year One thoufand Se- 
ven hundred and Seventy-eight, a War having 
lately broke out between the Engliih and 
French Nation, in which War the Nabob Vizier 
was engaged on the Part of the Eafi; India 
Company, the faid Fyzoola Khan did, about that 
Time, in a Letter addrefled to Mr. Middleton, 
then Refident at Oude, taking notice that the 
faid Fyzoola Khan had learnt that fuch War 
had broken out between the Englifh and French 
Nation, ofier to furnifh Two thoufand Cavalry 
to be employed in the Service of the Company, 
which Offer the faid Governor General and 
Council did accept } and that Five hundred of 
thofe I'roops did accordingly ferve under Ma- 
jor Brifeo, a Britifh Ofiicer, and that in confe- 
quence of Reprefentations made to the Board by 
the Commander in Chief, of the Neceflity of in- 
creafing the Force then under the Command of 
that Officer, and a reafonable Caufe exifting for 
the fame, the Board did unanimoufly refolve to 
recommend to the Vizier to require from the 
faid Fyzoola Khan the Quota of Troops ftipu- 

lated 
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lated by Treaty to be furnilhed by the laid Fy* 
zoola Kb^ for bis the faid Vizier’s Service, and 
did reprelent the fame as amounting to Five 
thoufand Horle ; but the faid Warren Haftings 
admits, that the Reprefentation then made by 
hign under fuch Order of the faid Board, was er> 
roneous in refpeA to the Force which the faid 
Fyzoola Khan was, by the Terms of the faid 
Treaty, obliged tofurnilh. And the faid War- 
ren Haftings avers, that the Reprefentation afore- 
faid was made in confequence of mere Error and 
Miftake on his Part, and, as he believes, alfo on 
the Part of every other Member of the Council. 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that the 
Board did afterwards, upon his Motion, deftre 
the laid Vizier to demand Three thoufand Horfe 
from the faid Fyzoola Khan, and the faid Vizier 
did accordingly demand the fame, and the faid 
Fyzoola Khan was, as the faid Warren Haftings 
believes, able to fupply fuch Force. And the faid 
Warren Haftings denies that he did, at the Time 
of the making either of the feveral Demands 
above mentioned, know or believe that the faid 
Fyzoola Khan was not bound by Treaty or 
otherwile to furnilh the Quantity of Force at 
thofe feveral Periods refpeftivcly demanded ; nor 
as to the faid laft mentioned Demand does the 
faid Warren f jaftings now admit that the faid 
Fyzoola Khan was, according to the Intent and 
Meaning of the Parties to the Treaty, not lb 
bound. And the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that, by all or any of the feveral Adis by liim 
fuppofed to have been committed, or by all or 
any of the Premifes herein contained, he did 
break the Company’s Guarantee given to the faid 
Fyzoola Khan as aforelaid, or excite the Vizier 
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to any A^ls of Violence or Breach of Treaty 
againft the faid Fyzoola Khanj and as to fo 
much of the faid Fifth Article as refpecis the 
Foweff wherewith the faid Warren Haftings 
was or is fuppofed to have been invefted, and 
whereby be was authorized to proceed to /he 
faid Country of Oudc, the faid Warren Ba- 
itings humbly craves Leave to refer to his An- * 
fwer already made to the Second Article, in that 
Behalf. And the faid Warren Ballings admits 
that fuch Treaty, called the Treaty of Chunar, 
was made, containing, amongll other Things, 
the following Article: “ That as Fyzoola Khan 
had, by his Breach of Treaty, forfeited the Pro- 
tedion of the Englilh Government, and caufed, 
by his Continuance in his prefent independent 
State, great Alarm and Detriment to the Na- 
bob, that the faid Nabob fliould be permitted, 
when Time Ihould fuit, to relume his Lands, 
and pay him in Money, through the Refident, 
the Amount llipulated by Treaty, after deducing 
the Amount and Charges of the Troops he Hood 
engaged to furnilh by Treaty, which Amount 
Ihould be palTcd to the Account of the Company 
during the Continuance of the War i” but the 
faid Warrtn Flattings denies that he received 
the Sum of One hundred thoufand Pounds, or 
any other Sum of Money, as a Confideraiion to 
him the faid Warren Ballings for executing the 
faid Treaty, or that the Execution of fuch Trea- 
ty was in any Manner influenced or procured 
thereby. 

AND the faid Warren Ballings, denying 
that he did, by making or executing the faid 
Article of the Treaty afbrefaid, corruptly or 

treacheroully 
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treach^ufly break the Faith of the G)n]pany, 
admits, t)iat he did, about the Time of execut- 
ing the faid Treaty, communicate to the Mem- 
bers of the Supreme Council at Calcutta, his 
Reafons for entering into the faid Article ‘of the 
faid Treaty in the Manner and in the Terms 
fuggelted in the faid Fifth Article of Im- 
peachment. . And the faid Warren Haftings 
admits that he did, fome time in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty*two, give 
Inftru 61 ions to the faid Middleton to prevent the 
Vizier from refuming the Jaghire of the faid 
Fyzoola Khan. And the faid Warren Haftings 
denies that, in the making or executing the faid 
Treaty of Chunar, or by any Declaration (h* In- 
ftruAions refpeding the fame, he was or is gtnlty 
of all or any of the Ofiences in the faid Fifth 
Article mentioned, or of any Offence wbatlb- 
ever, or that he was guilty of any Difregard to 
the Principles upon which Treaties between 
Nation and Nation ought to reft, or that he 
placed the Eaft India Company in fuch a Situa- 
tion as in the faid Fifth Article is defcribed. 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that it hav- 
ing been communicated to him that a Plan was 
under the Vizier’s ConGderation for propoGng 
to Fyzoola Khan to commute the uncertain 
Military Aid which the faid Fyzoola Khan was 
bound to fiirnilh for a pecuniary Subfidy, the 
faid Warren Haftings did, in a Converfation 
with the faid Sir Elijah Impey, exprefs his Ap- 
probation of fuch Plan} and he believes that 
iuch Approbation was, in confequence thereof, 
communicated by the faid Sir Elijah Impey to 
rhe faid Middleton; but the faid Warren Ha. 

ftings 
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ftings dentes that, to his Knowledge or Belifjf, 
any Demand was aftually made by the faid Mid- 
dleton upon the faid Fyzoola Khan of fuch 
Subfidy. 


AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the faid Middleton did propofe to the Governor 
General and Council, that a Ceilion of his Jag- 
hire (hould be required from Fyzoola Khan, 
upon certain Conditions ; but the faid Warren 
Haftings denies that fuch Cefllon was ever, to 
his Knowledge or Belief, a£tually demanded 
by the faid Middleton from the faid Fyzoola 
Khan, or that the making of foch Demand was 
ever in any Manner authorized or approved 
by the Board. 


AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
by entering into the Third Article of the Treaty 
of Chunar he did render the faid Fyzoola Khan 
liable to any contradi£tory Demands whatfo- 
ever. And the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
he did, at the Time dated in the faid Fifth 
Article, or at any other I'ime whatfoever, in 
any Manner nominate Major Palmer, in the faid 
Fifth Article mentioned, to repair to Kampore, 
or ever empowered him to adl with Fyzoola 
Khan as the private Agent of him the faid 
Warren Hadingsj but the faid Warren Ha- 
dings fays, that the faid Palmer was, about the 
Time mentioned in the faid Article, fenc to 
Lucknow and other Places with the Approba- 
tion of the Board for the Execution of certain 
public Purpoles, and was, upon that Occafton, 
verbally indru£led by him the faid Warren Ha- 
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ftings tb make certain Enquiries refpe^ting the 
Afiairs biF the faid Fyzoola Khan. The faid 
Warren Haftings however begs leave to inflft, 
that he was not, in refpedb of fuch verbal ln> 
llru£tions, guilty of any criminal Concealment, 
or /hat he a£l:ed in any Manner contrary to the 
Duties of his Station. And the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that he does not know or be> 
lieve that the faid Middleton did demand from 
the faid Fyzoola Khan, a Force to be made 
ftationary at Lucknow in the Province of Oude. 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that the 
Board of Council at Calcutta did, in the Month 
of September, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-two, at the Inftance and upon the Re- 
commendation of the faid Warren Haftings, 
remove the laid Mr. Middleton from the Re- 
ftdency of Lucknow in the Province of Oude, 
and appoint the faid Mr. Briftow Refident in 
his Place, with full Power and Authority to 
difcharge tlie Duties of the faid Office. And 
the faid Warren Hidings fays, that it was rcr 
prefented to him the faid W'arren Haftings, 
that the faid Mr. Briftow did, foon after his 
Appointment, endeavour to procure, on the 
Behalf of the Vizier, through a certain Perfon 
called Allilf Khan, Vakeel of Fyzoola Khan, 
a Pecuniary Aid from the faid Fyzoola Khan, 
in lieu of the Military Aid which the faid Fy- 
zoola Khan was obliged to furnilh, agreeable 
to the Stipulations in the faid Treaty of Lai 
Dang i but the faid Warren Haftings does not 
underftand or believe that fuch Pecuniary Aid 
was ever required by the faid Briftow, otherr 
wife than in lieu of, and as a Commutation for 
Military Aid : And the faid Warren Haftings 

2 admits 
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admits that the faid Fyzoola Khan ivas not 
bound to fupply fuch Pecuniary Aid. And 
the faid Warren Haftings fays, that the faid 
Mr. Briftow did, foon after his faid Appoint- 
ment, in a Letter dated the Nineteenth De- 
cember, One thoufand Seven hundred rnd 
£ighty*two, and addrefled by him to the Gover- 
nor General and Council at Bengal, reprefent 
that he had, in Obedience to their Commands, 
advifed the Nabob Vizier to concert and form a 
new and permanent Agreement with the Nabob 
Fyzoola Khan, which might obviate all future 
Signs of Jealoufy or Diftruftj that the Mode 
which his Excellency had thought the moft eli- 
gible to effeA thofe Purpofes, was the Deputa- 
tion of a Gentleman, who (hould be authorized 
to fettle all difputed Points; and that he took the 
Liberty to recommend, that Major William 
Palmer (hould undertake that Service: And 
that the faid Mr. Briftow did, by another Letter, 
dated the I’hirtieth Day of December, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-two, ad- 
dreiled to the faid Governor General and Coun- 
cil, reprelenr, that the faid Mr. Briftow had 
given the faid Major Palmer certain Inftruc- 
tions, in Obedience to the Commands of the 
Vizier. But the faid Warren Haftings, admit- 
ting that the Appointment of Major I^almer was 
afterwards approved by himfelf and the reft of 
the Board at Calcutta, denies that the faid Ma- 
jor Palmer was in any Manner fo deputed, for 
the Purpofe of carrying into Execution, any 
unjuft or arbitrary Plans of him the faid War- 
ren Haftings. And the faid Warren Haftings 
Jays, that the faid Major Palmer was particu- 
larly direAed by himfelf and the reft of the 
ro Board 
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BoaiAlj at Bengal* in a Letter to Mr. Briftow* 
bearing Date the Twentjr-third of January* One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-three* to 
endeavour to convert the Stipulation for Troops 
into a fixed Subfidy. And the faid Warren Ha* 
•dings denies that a Supply of Money was upon 
any other Ground* or in any other Manner tiian 
is above Hated* endeavoured to be obtained from 
the faid Fyzoola Khan* by the Direftion of him 
the faid Warren Haftings* or by the Direftion 
of any other Perfon whatlbever, to the beft of 
his Knowledge and Belief. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays* 
that at the Time when he* tt^ether with the 
reft of the Board at Calcutta* did recommend 
that the Stipulation for Troops fliould be con- 
verted into a fixed Subfidy* he did allb* toge- 
ther with the faid Council* by the fame Letter* 
declare* ** That if Fyzoola Khan (hould refufe 
** to treat for a Subfidy, and claim the Benefit of 
** his original Agreement in its literal £x- 
** predion, he poftefied a Right which they 
r* could not difpute.” And the laid Warren 
Haftings fays* that he* together with the faid 
Board* did, at the fame Time* and by the faid 
laft mentioned Letter* ftate to the faid Briftow 
that in.cafe the faid Fyzoola Khan ihould refufe 
to treat for a Subfidy* it would in that Cafe re- 
main only to fix a precife Number of Horfe 
which he (hould furnifh* which ought at leaft 
to exceed Two thouland Five hundred; but 
that alfo was to be left for difcretional Adjuft- 
'ment. And the faid Warren Haftings appre- 
hends* that the faid Fyzoola Khan was* accord- 
ing to the true Intent and Meaning of the faid 

Treaty 
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Treaty of Lai Dang, bound to furnifli the faid 
Jaft mentioned Number of Horfe. And the 
iaid Warren Haftings fays, that the Board at 
Calcutta did, by the Letter lad mentioned, com- 
municate through .Mr. Biiftow the Refident 
aforrfaid, to the faid Major Palmer, Inftrudions,, 
aiTionglt other I'hing.s, *< to demand the Sur- 
“ render of all the Ryotts of the Nabob Vi- 
zier’s Dominions, to whom Fyzoola Khan had 
given Protection ,and Service, or an annual 
** Tribute, in Compenlation for the Lofs iuftain* 
“ ed by the Nabob Yizlcr in his Revenue thus 
“ transferred to Fyzoola Khan, declaring that 
** ,his EnCouragenDent of the ' Defection of the 
** Subjefts of his Sovereign Lord, and his Ac- 
** ceptance of their Allegiance, was contrary to 
tlie mod ancient and fundamental Laws of 
the, Coinditution of Hindollan, and a Crime 
againil the Nabob Vizier his Sovereign*, and 
** taking notice that the faid Briflow had dated 
the Increafe of his Jaghire, occafioned by 
that Atl, at the moderate Sum of Fifteen 
“ Lacks, they declared that the Tribute ought 
to be at lead One Third of that Amount.” 
And the faid Warren Hadings infids, that the 
Indrudion lad mentioned was warranted by In- 
formation received -by the faid Board, to the 
F.dcd dated in that Letter; and which In- 
formation the faid Warren Hadings then be- 
lieved to be true, although he admits he did 
afterwards receive Intelligence from Major Pal- 
mer that furh Information was not well found < 
ed, in the Extent in which the faid Warren 
Hadings had before believed the fame to be 
true, and that the faid Demand had been on 
that Account waved; wi-ich Intelligence from 

the 
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the>faid Major Palmer was accordingly laid be. 
fore ithe Board, who were fatisfied therewith. 
And the faid Wanen Haftings fays, that the 
laid Major Palmer did not, under the Authority 
of him the faid Warren Haftings, exad from 
the faid Fyzoola Khan the Payment of the fatd 
'Sum of Money ftated in the faid Fifth Article, 
but under the joint Authority of the Vizier, and 
the Governor General and Council, did make 
an Agreement with the faid Fyzoola Khan, that 
the faid Fyzoola Khan Ihould pay a large Sum 
of Money, amounting to Fifteen Lacks of Uu> 
pees, in Confideration of the Remiflion of the 
Military Aid, with which he was by the Treaty 
of 1 ..al Dang bound to furnifli the faid Vizier 
and that the faid Fyzoola Khan was well fa> 
tisHed with the Terms of that Agreement, and 
the Confideration for fuch Payment. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings dentes, that 
fuch Payment was exafled, or that the fame was 
obtained under any falfc Pretence whatfoever. 
For the faid Warren Haftings denies, that any 
Doubts entertained by the faid Vizier and the 
faid Fyzoola Khan, or cither of thenf, refpeft* 
ing the Number and Defeription of thofe Troops, 
with which he was bound to fupply the faid 
Vizier, were created or raifed by him the faid 
Warrerf Haftings, or that he was guilty of any 
faithlefs or improper Conduft in reipcft to the 
Premifes in the laid F'ifth Article mentioned. 
And the laid Warren Haftings admits, that it 
was ftipulated between the laid Palmer, and 
the faid Fyzoola Khan, that the faid Sum of 
Money Ihould be paid by certain periodical Pay. 
mencs. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 

that 
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that in tlie Year One thouland Scren hundred 
and £igbty'four» finding that Twd Lacks of 
the above ftipulated Sum were then in regular 
Courfe of Payment, and that the remaining 
Three were not due by Stipulation till the next 
Seafon, he did, with a View to the fpeedy and 
final Adjuftment of chat Account, and the Con- 
venience of the Public Service, but not in Dif- 
regard of any Stipulations on this Subjed, 
intimate to the Vakeel of the faid Fjrzoola 
Khan his Wifli to have both Payments imme- 
diately concluded, and that the fame were in 
Compliance with fuch Requeft of the laid War- 
ren Haftings accordingly made, 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, 
that he did by all or any of the fuppoied A£ts 
or Deeds in the faid Fifth Article fei forth, or 
in refpeft of any of the Premifes, violate any 
Ties of Honour or Confcience, or in any Man- 
ner betray his Truft. And the faid Warren 
Haftings further denies, that all or any of the 
Adis by him done were produdlive of any fuch 
Conlequences as are ftated in the faid Fifth Ar- 
ticle, or that in or by all or any of the Premifes, 
he was or is guilty of any Crime or Mifde- 
meanour whatfoever. 


SIXTH 
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SIXTH ARTICLE. 


AND the fail! Warren Mailings, in Anfwrer 
to the faid Sixth Article, fays, that he did 
on the Tenth Day of February, in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Sixty'Oine, by an 
Indenture of that Date made between the Eaft 
India Company and himlelf, covenant, that he 
would not at any Time during his being em* 
ployed in the faid Company’s Service, in any 
Station or Capacity whatlbever, accept, take, 
or receive any Gift, Reward, Gratuity, Al- 
lowance, or Donation, from any of the Indian 
Princes, or any of their Minifters, Servants, or 
Agents, exceeding the Value of Four thoufand 
Rupees, without the Licence or Confent of the 
Court of DireClors of the faid Company, nOr 
any fuch Reward, Gratuity, Allowance, or 
Donation, exceeding the Value of One thou- 
fand Rupees, and under the Value of Four 
thoufand Rupees, without the Licence or Con- 
fenc of the Frcfident and Council for the Time 
being, of the Prcfidency, or Settlement, where 
the laid Warren leadings Ihould be employed. 

and the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that by an AA of Parliament palTcd in the 
Thirteenth Year of the Keign of His prefent 
Majelly, the Receipt of Prefents by the Ser- 
vants of the Eaft India Company was prohibited 
in the Manner ftated in the laid A£t. 
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AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, 
that a Salary amounting to Twenty>five thou* 
fand Pounds a Year, together with certain other 
Emoluments, was provided for the Office 
Prefident and Governor General by the Ball 
India Company, and by the Ad of Parliament 
aforefaid j and that he did in fad receive the 
faid Salary, and enjoy the faid Emoluments. 
And the faid Warren Haftings denies that he 
did, either before or ftnce the paffing of the faid 
Ad, or whilft he continued fucb Prefident and 
Governor General as aforefaid, extort, or cor- 
ruptly, illegally, or criminally take, accept, or 
retain any Sum or Sums of Money, as Prefents, 
Gifts, Donations, Gratuities, or Rewards, or 
in any other corrupt, illegal, or criminal Manner 
whatfoever ; or that he was in any fuch Refped 
guilty of any Violation of the Duties of his 
Office, or did ad in Defiance of the Ad of 
Parliament above mentioned, or in Contradic- 
tion to his Underftandtng of the fame. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that he did not fraudulently folicic any 
L.oan from Rajah NubkiQrcn, as in the faid Sixth 
Article is fuggefted : But the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that he did receive from the faid 
Nubkiftien the Sum in the faid Sixth Article 
mentioned, for the Ulc and Benefit of the Eaft 
India Company ; and did afterwards inform the 
Diredors of the Eaft India Company that he 
had received fuch Sum of Money for their 
Ufe. And he further fays, that having incurred 
certain Expences in his public Capacity for 
public Ufes, and properly chargeable to the 
laid Company, and which he had omitted to 
13 charge 
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charge m his official Accounts to thO faid 
Company at the Periods in which fuch Expences 
had been reipedivdy tncurred« he did apply 
the faid Sum of Money in Satisfadion of thofe 
Expences, a particular and fufficient Account 
whereof, was by him tranfmittcd to the Court 
of Diredors. And the faid Warren Haftings 
further fays, that he did, at or about the (everal 
Times in the faid Sixth Article mentioned, re> 
ceive from Saddanund, the Buxey or Treafurer 
of Cheyt Sing, from A0bf o’ Dowla, the 
Nabob of Oude, and from a Perfon called 
Nundoololl, the feveral Sums charged in the faid 
Sixth Article to have been refpeftively received 
by him from the faid feveral Perfons. But he 
fays, that he did not take, accept, or receive 
the fame, or any of them, or any Part thereof, 
for his own Ufe or Benefit, or with any Intent 
or Purpde fo to apply the fame, or with any 
corrupt or criminal Intent or Purpofe whatfo* 
ever} and that the fame, and every of them, 
and every Part thereof, were by him rcfpec- 
tively accepted and received, during a Period 
of great public Exigency, for the lole Ufe and 
Benefit of the haft India Company; and be 
avers that the fame, and every of them, and 
every Part thereof, were accordingly fo applied. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies. 
That he did ever, in any Manner, contrary to 
his Duty, or injurioiiQy to the Interefts of the 
faid Eaft India Company, or of the Bntifti Na> 
tion, let any Lands to Kyaltcram and Cullian 
Sing, or either of them, as in the faid Sixth 
Article is alledged} but the faid Warren Haft- 
ings fays, that the Governor General and Coun- 
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cil, but not he the faid Warren Haftinga alone,' 
did let (he faid Lands to the faid Perfuns, from 
whom he did accept and receive, in confide- 
ration thereof, an Obligation or Security for the 
Sum in the faid Article mentioned; and he fays, 
that the Terms upon which the faid Lands 
were letten, were proper to be made, and wero 
advantageous to the faid Company, for whole 
Ufe and Benefit the faid Security was taken as 
aforefaid : And he further fays, that the whole 
of the Sum received upon the faid Security 
was accordingly fo applied. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the Governor General and Council did, on 
divers Days and Times, in the Year One thou- 
land Seven hundred and Seventy-five, legally 
and regularly meet : But the faid Warren Ha- 
Bings denies, that he was, at the l ime of any 
fuch Meetings, ever charged with the Receipt 
of the Sum of Money in the faid Sixth Ar- 
ticle alledgcd to have been extorted by Contoo 
Bauboo, from Maha Ranny Bowannee, or that 
fuch Receipt or Tranfa£tion was ever proved 
before the faid Council. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings admits, that 
the Court of Diredlors did write a Letter to 
the Effefl in the faid Sixth Article Bated *, and 
he fays, that Munny Begum was, by a Vote 
of the Prefident and Council, the faid War- 
ren HaBings being then Prefident, and recom- 
mending that Meafure, appointed to the Office 
Qt* Guardian of the Nabob Mobaurek o’ Dow. 
}a, to which Office the faid Warren HaBings 
avers, it was then proper and expedient to ap- 
point 
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point the.faid Munny Begum; and he denies, 
that fuch Appointment did inveft her in an/' 
Degree with the Government of his Dominions, 
if by that Expreffion is meant the Government 
of Bengal, or was contrary to the Oiders of the 
Court of Dire£tors, or that the fame was to 
the Prejudice of the Rights and Interell of 
the faid Company, or of the Nation. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
by a Refolution of the Prefident and Council, 
he the faid Warren Haftings being then Pro- 
fident, and concurring therein, Khan jehan 
Khan was appointed to fuch Ofiice, as is in the 
faid Sixth Article ftated, which the faid War* 
ren Hailings admits to have been a Place of 
Truft and Profit, and to have had fuch Salary 
annexed to it, as is Rated in the faid Article ; 
but the faid Warren Haftings denies, that any 
fuch Agreement was made between him, and 
the faid Khan Jehan Khan, as in the faid Sixth 
Article is Rated. 

AND the faid Warren IlaRings fays, that 
at a Meeting of the Council held on the Thir<> 
tieth March, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-five, a Charge was made againll him, 
the faid Warren HaRings, but not by the Ma- 
jority of the Council, touching a certain Sum 
of Money fuppoled to have been by him re- 
ceived from the faid Khan Jehan Khan; and 
he fays that the faid Meeting was by the Board 
pnanimouOy diRblved, on the faid Thirtieth. 
March. 


AND 
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and the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
chat he did, on the Thirty- Brft March, One 
thoofand Seven hundred and Seventy-five, dif- 
folve a Council then held : but he fays that 
lurh Difiblution was not for the Purpofe of 
preventing an Enquiry into any Charge againft 
him, he the faid Warren Haftings having, by 
a Minute, dated Thirteenth March, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Seventy-five, pointed 
out a Method to the faid Majority, by which any 
fuch Enquiry might be as e^eflually profecuted 
in his Abfence as before a Meeting of the Go- 
vernor General and Council, at which the faid 
Warren Haftings ftiouid prefide as Governor Ge- 
neral ; and to which Minute he did, on the faid 
Thirty-firft of March, refer the faid Majority, 
in order that fuch Method of Enquiry might by 
them be adopted ; and he denies that fuch Diflb- 
lution was arbitrary, illegal, or improper. And 
the faid Warren Haftings denies that any Charge 
was, at the Time of fuch laft mentioned Diflb- 
lution, made againft him by the faid Majority ; 
and he fays, that on the Nineteenth May follow- 
ing, at a Council then held, he did, in the 
Courfe of certain Enquiries then depending, 
for certain Reafons which he then ftated, objeft 
to the faid Khan Jrhan Khan being examined 
upon Oath ; but he denies that he did ever ille- 
gally or violently attempt to prevent, or did 
prevent, the fauf Khan Jehan Khan, or any 
other Perfons, from giving Teftimony on Oath 
before the faid Council } and he denies that he 
did, in all or any of the Rci'pefls above ftated, 
violate his Duty as Governor General, or ad in 
Defiance of any Ad of Parliament. 


AND 
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A,ND the faid Warren Haftii^s denies that 
he etren did, whilft he continued i'uch Prefideac 
or Governor General, as aforefaid, appoint any 
Perfon or Perlbns to any Office or Offices, for 
Gift or Brocage, or in confideration of any Sum 
or Sums of Money whatfoever, or that he ever 
did corruptly, illegally, or extorfively receive 
or accept from any Perfon or Perfons any Sum 
or Sums of Money, in confideration of his, or 
their Appointment, to any Office or Offices, 
cither before or after their Admiffion thereto. 
And the faid Warren Haftings further denies 
that he has concealed, or kept fecret any Re- 
ceipt of Money, as in the faid Article is fug- 
gefted. And the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that he has, in relpefl of all or any of the fe- 
veral Matters Hated in the faid Sixth Article, 
violated any of the Duties of his Station, fub> 
verted good Government, Ihewn an evil Ex- 
ample to the Servants of die Had India Com- 
pany, been guilty of Corruption, Peculation, 
or Extortion, or has afted in Defiance of any 
A£t of Parliament, or was or is guilty of any 
Crime or Mifdemeanour v/hatfoever. 


SEVENTH ARTICLE. 


TN Anfwer to the Seventh Article, the faid 
^ Warren Hadings denies, that by the Laws 
and Cudoms of Bengal, according to fuch In- 
formation as he has been able to procure re- 
fpefting them, the Zemindars have, or have 

been 
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been generally held or reputed to have, fuch 
Rights of Property in the Lands of Bengal, as 
are in the faid Seventh Article dated ; but he 
fays, they are podefled of certain qualiHed Rights 
of Property therein, which he bcfeves have 
been charged with Debts, and under certain I„i* 
mirations fold, and otherwife conveyed : And 
he further fays, that other Natives, called Ta- 
alookdars or Ryots, hold fubordinate Rights of 
Property or Occupancy in the faid Lands ; and 
that the greater Part of the faid Natives arc 
Hindoos, wliofe Rights and Privileges areground- 
cd upon regular Ltrants ; and that the Edates 
derived thereunder have, in fome Indanccs, been 
enjoyed in a Courfe of Family Succefllon, and 
acquired by I’orcliale, fubjedi however to the 
Right of the Sovereign Power to derive a Reve- 
nue from the Lands, adequate to their real Va- 
lue, and to make Ordinances and Regulations 
refpedbing fuch Revenues and Lands, not incon- 
fident with the Rights of fuch Zemindars. 

and the faid Warren Hadings has heard 
and believes, That Bengal was under the Do- 
minion of the Mogul, and fubjcdl to a Mo- 
hammedan Governmenr, for above Two hun- 
dred Years. 

AND the fail Warren Hadings does not 
know, or believe it to be true, that while the 
Mogul Government was in its Vigour, the State 
of Property in the Zeuiindars was fuch as in the 
faid Seventh Article is dated, or that the Rent 
of the Provinces had not been materially alter- 
ed, from the Year One thoufand Five hundred 
and Seventy-three to the Year One cboufacd 

Sevea 
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Seven' hundred and Forty; or that in the Yeat 
One th6ufand Seven hundred and Forty the re- 
gular and ededive Mogul Govi-mincnt ended. 

AND the faid Warren Mailings fays, be 
ha« been informed thar, from the laid lait-men- 
tioned Period, to the Year One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Sixty-five, Invafions, Uiiirpations, 
and various Revolutions, did take place in the 
Government of Bengal ; in conlcquence of 
which, Snd of other Circumftances, the Coun- 
try was conficlerably reduced and impoverilhed, 
and that in the Year One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Sixty-five, the Fall India Company 
received from the prefent Mogul Emperor Shah 
Aallum a Grant of the Dewanny of Bengd, Ba- 
and OrilTa. And the faid Warren Haltings ad- 
mits, that there was. about the Year One tliou- 
fand Seven hundred 'nd Seventy, a Famine in 
the Provinces of Bengal and B ihar, by which 
he has heard that a great Number of the In- 
habitants perilhed ; and he has alio heard, that 
the Revenue was, in the Two Years immedi- 
ately preceding the Apijointmcnt of the laid 
Warren Haltings to the Government of Fort 
William, kept up to its former Standard, and 
colleded from the remaining Iniiabitants ; and 
that the Country was impoverilhed. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, rliat 
he knew of the Eifeds produced by the laid 
Famine ; and that the Colledions of Revenue 
in the faid Provinces, prior to the Appointment 
of the faid Warren Hailings to the laid Govern- 
ment, had contributed to increafe the DillreA 
of the faid Country, and were likely to produce 
S a Decay 
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a Decay of the Revenue, unlefs Means were 
adopted to prevent fuch Decay. 

AND he admits, that it was his Duty, when 
appointed to the Government of Fort William, 
to apply fuch Means for that Purpofe as were 
within his Judgment and Power. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, denying 
that the Knowledge and Judgment which he 
entertained at the Time referred to in'the faid 
Seventh Article, refpefting the Rights of Ze- 
mindars, and the Advantages ta be expected 
from entrufting to them the Collections of the 
Revenues, are therein fully and truly fet forth, 
craves leave to refer to a Letter written and 
tranfmitted by himfelf and the Council to the 
Court of Directors on the Third Day of Novem- 
ber, One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
two, which Letter contains at large the then 
Knowledge and Judgnwntof him the faid War- 
ren Haftings upon thofe Subjects; and from 
which Letter the laid Warren Haftings appre- 
hends that the Matters referred to in the laid 
Article are extracted. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Court of Directors having refolved to ftand 
forth as Dewan, and by the Agency of the Com- 
pany’s Servants to take upon themfelves the 
entire Care and Management of the Revenues 
of Bengal ; and having directed that the Pre- 
fidency of Fort William Ihould plan and exe- 
cute this important Work, and adopt fuch Re- 
gulations and purliie fuch Meafures as Ihould at 
once fecure to the Company every poOible Ad- 
vantage, 
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vantage, and free the Ryots from the Oppref* 
lions of the Zemindars and petty Tyrants, the 
faid Warren Haftings did, in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy>two, foon 
after his taking Charge of the Office of Pre- 
fident of Fort William, diligently undertake 
th^ faid important Work ', and having employ* 
ed the beft Means in his Power of procuring 
Information on a Subje^ then much involved 
in Difficulties and Obfcurity, the faid Warren 
Halfings did, with the unanimous Concurrence 
of the then Council of the Prefidency of Fort 
William, form and carry into Execution fuch 
Plan for the Colledion and Management of the 
Revenues of the Province of Bengal, and for 
the internal Government thereof, as upon ma- 
ture Confideration appeared to the faid Warren 
Haftings moil conformable to the Orders and 
Intention of the Court of Direflors, and bell 
calculated to promote the Ends propofed. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
certain new Regulations having been completed 
and publickly notified, the Revenues were fettled 
for a Period of Five Years, upon fuch Terms as 
to the Prrfident and Council appeared reafon- 
able and juft, with a progreffive and accumu- 
lating Increafe on each of the Four laft Years 
of the faid'Settlement } but he denies that fuch 
Settlement of the faid Revenues was made at 
a higher Rate than had ever been received be- 
fore. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that, in refpefl of the faid Settlement, he 
a£led in any fuch Manner, or was guilty of 
* S 2 any 
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any fuch OQcnces as are ftated in the faid 
Seventh Article, or chat the faid Settlement, 
I'd formed, was, in any Refpedt, unjuft, inex- 
pedient, or improper. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, denying 
th.it, in the Meafures herein after mentioned,* he 
aded with a View to accompliih any iniquitous 
Purpcifc whatiocvcr, alledges it to have been a 
Part of the Plan herein before mentioned, that 
il'.e Land', of Bengal Qiould be let out in Farms i 
and the I'li.l Prelident and Council, he the faid 
Warren ILfting-S being then Prcfident, did ac- 
cor;l:.',;>ly piiblilh their Intention li> to do, and 
did invite all Peribns to make Propofals for farm- 
ing the laid Lands ; but he fays, that fuch Mode 
having failed of its intended Ltfcift, it was 
deemed exp-.dicnt to put up the Lands to public 
Auclion *, and the Lands were accordingly let 
in that Mode, at the uilial Seafon. And the 
faid Warren Haftings fays, that the faid Lands 
were, prior to fuch letting, in the Pofleflion of 
divers Zciiiindars, I’alookuars, Farmers, and 
o.'hcrs i and that a Change of Pofteftlon did, in 
lume Inftances, take place; bat that, in every 
Inil.ince, a Prtfertnee was given to the Zemin- 
dar who was willing to give what was conlidered 
to be an adequate Kent fur the Lands; and that 
an Allowance was made to the' Zemindar, 
whenever his Propofal was rejeded, agreeably 
to the ancient Ufages of the Country. And the 
laid Warren Haftings further fays, that, in fome 
Inftances, the Lands were let to Peribns who 
were the Banyans of Britiih Subjeds. And the 
faid Warren Haftings fays, that, notw.thlland- 
ing many Precautions were ufed to prevent it, 
7 part 
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Pi!\it of the iaid Lands fdl into the Hands of 
Ibmf Perlbns who proved, in the Event, unable 
to perform their Engagements with the Com- 
pany } but he denies that iuch Event was fore> 
feen by him. And the faid Warren I Jaftings 
avers that, in making the Settlement aforefaid, 
' the Prefident and Council, he being then Preli- 
dent, did pay every Attention to the State of 
the Country and its Inhabitants which Policy 
and Plumanity required; and denies that the 
laid Settlement, either in Faff was, or did in 
Form appear to be, of fuch Kind, or calculated 
forfuch Purpofes, or prpdudtive of iuch EfTefls, 
as arc in the faid Seventh Article, in that Be- 
half, fet forth ; but he admits that it did after- 
wards appear, that the Zemindars and Farmers 
had engaged for a higher Rent than the Diftrifts 
could atford, and that the real Receipts did fall 
confiderably, but not unufuaily, ihort of the 
Settlement ; but as to the Amount of inch Dc- 
iiciency, and the particular Periods thereof, the 
faid Warren 1-lalhngs craves i.eave to refer to 
the public Accounts and Proceedings of the 
faid Prefidency, touching the fame. 

» 

AND the faid Warren Ilaftings, denying 
that he was a Party to, or in any Manner con- 
cerned in, or anfwerable fur, any Impofitlon, 
Fraud; Peculation, or Embezzlement, fays, 
that the Court of Diredors of the Eait India 
Company, having received Intelligence of Pecu- 
lation and Embezzlement fuppolcd to have been 
committed by fome of the Perlbns conil'ituting 
the Committee of Circuit, at a 'I’ime when he 
the faid Warren Hallings had ceafed to adl; in 
the fdd Committee, did dirc<5f X^ofecutions 

againlf 
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againfl fuch Pcrfons, and againft all other proper 
Parties, which Profecutions, he admits, never 
proceeded to Trial : But he fars that, in confe- 
quence of a Report from the Advocate General, 
to whom the Subjeft had been referred by the 
Governor General and Council, the faid War* 
ren Haftings did, in the Year One thoufand* 
Seven hundred and Eighty-four, declare, that 
having attentively read and weighed the Ar* 
guments urged by the Advocate General in his 
Report concerning the Profecutions long de- 
pending in the Supreme Court of Judicature, 
he the faid Warren Haftings was clearly of Opi- 
nion, that there was no Ground to maintain 
them } and as it was manifeft from his the faid 
Advocate General’s State of them, they would 
only be produftive of Expence to the Company, 
and unmerited Vexation to the Parties *, he the 
faid Warren Haftings propofed, that Orders 
Ihould be given for withdrawing them, which 
Orders were accordingly given by the board. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further lays, 
that previous to the Settlement herein before 
hrentioned, he admits that he did, in concur* 
rence with the Council, eftablilh certain Regu- 
lations to be obferved in executing the fame, 
amongft which were the Two following : ** That 
the Farms (hould confift of entire Perga- 
** nas, provided they did not exceed the An- 
nual Amount of One Lack of Rupees, in 
** which Cafe they Ihould be divided into fiich 
** equal Proportions as Ihould reduce the 
** Amount of each confiderably below that 
** Sum, iinlefs the acknowledged Refponfibility 
** and good Charaiftcr of the Farmer Ihould fup- 

“ port 
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“ pc^rt his PretenGons to rent the whole Per- 
** gaha; and that all Villages or Portions of 
** Land which had been theretofore let in fcpa- 
** rate Farms, Ihould be re-annexed to the Per- 
** ganas to which they originally belonged.'* 
That no Pelhcar Banyan, or other Servants, 
** of whatever Denomination, of the ColIeAor, 
or Relation or Dependant of any fuch Ser- 
** vant, be allowed to farm Lands, nor di- 
refkly or indireflly to hold a Concern in any 
** Farm, nor to be Security for any h'armer : 
“ That the CoUetlor be ftridtly enjoined to 
** prevent fuch Pra6tices } and that if it Ihould 
** be difeovered that any one, under a falfe 
** Name, or any Kind of ColIuGon, had found* 
** Means to evade that Order, he (hould be fub- 
** je£f to an heavy Fine, proportionate to the 
“ Amount of the Farm, and the Farm (hould 
** be re-let or made Khas ; and if it (hould ap- 
** pear that the Colledlor (hould have counte- 
** nanced, approved, or connived at a Breach 
** of that Regulation, he (hould (land, rp/o fatlOy 
“ difmilTed from his Colledlorlhip : Neither 
** Giould any European, dire(5tly or indiredlly, 
** be permitted to rent Lands in any i'art of 
“ the Country.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
Contoo Bauboo, Banyan of him the laid Warren 
Hadings, was accepted by the faid Prefident 
and Council, as the Renter, on his own Ac- 
count, of feveral conGderablc Farms, of Parc 
of which he had been fome Time, and before 
the Arrival of the faid Warren Haltings in Ben- 
gal, in PoGclTion*, and that, in the Abfence, 
and without the Knowledge of the faid Warren 

Haltings, 
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Halting*), the faid Contoo Bauboo was accepted 
by the laid Council as Security for other Farms ; 
but what was the Annual Amount thereof the 
laid Warren Haftings cannot fet forth : and he 
alfo admits that the faid Contoo Bauboo was 
afterwards permitted by the Prefident and 
Council, he the faid Warren Haftings being 
fuch PrcHdenr, to relinquifh Two of the faid 
Farms; but the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that in all or any of the Matters aforefaid he was 
guilty of any Violation of the faid Regulations, 
or of the public 'fruft repofed in him, or of the 
Duty of his Station, as in the faid Article is 
charged, or that he was in the whole, or any 
fart of the Tranfadlion aforefaid, guilty of any 
Collufton with his Servant, or Fraud on the 
Eaft; India Company. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits 
that he was of Opinion, that Innovations in 
the Management and Collcflion of the Reve- 
nues of Bengal were in general liable to many 
of the Objections in the faid Seventh Article, in 
that Behalf, fet forth; and chat he has upon 
difterent Occaftons declared fuch to be his Opi- 
nion, and that the Court of DireAors did, in 
the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and Se- 
venty-feven, declare their Apprehenfion that a 
iiidden Tranfttion from one hmde to another, 
in the Inveftigaiion and Colleftion of their Re- 
venues in Bengal, might have alarmed the In- 
habitants, particularly the Native Zemindars 
and Landholders, lellened their Confidence in 
the Stability of the Company, and been at- 
tended with other Evils ; yet, as it was acknow- 
kdged on all Hands that the Mcafures alluded to 
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in thati Letter produced the good EiTcft df 
afcertaining, with a fufiicient Degree of Prech* 
fion, what Revenue might be coUedted from the 
Country without Opprelllon, they (hould avail 
themfrives of that Information, and werepleafed 
tobfind it in their Power to yield proper Relief 
• to the Natives, without involving the Company 
in the lead Inconvenience. The laid Warren Ha- 
ftings however did condder it to be his Duty, 
and he did accordingly, from the Commence* 
ment of his Govcrnmenr, in the Year One thou* 
fand Seven hundred and Seventy>two, to the 
Year One thouland Seven hundred and Eighty* 
one, whilft he bore the feveral Offices of Preli* 
dent and Governor General as aforcfaid, intro* 
duce, and in concurrence with the Council 
carry into Execution, many diflerent Meafures, 
for the Purpoie of improving the Mode of 
Settlement, Colledion, and Management, of the 
Territorial Revenues of Bengal •, but he denies 
that in the Introduction or Execution of fuch 
Meafures he aCted in fuch Manner, or that the 
faid Meafures were of fuch Nature, as in the 
faid Seventh Article is Rated. 

AND the faid Warren Hillings fays, that 
he did, as Prelident of the Prefidency of Fort 
William, immediately after his taking Charge 
of the faid Office, in April, One thoufand Sc* 
ven hundred and Seventy*two, in concurrence 
with the Council of the faid PreHrlency, abo- 
lifli the Office of Naib Dewan, ur Native Collec* 
tor of the Revenues, then cxiiting, and at the 
fame Time did appoint a Committee of the 
Board to go on a- Circuit through the Provinces, 
jind to form g Settlement of^e Revenues for 
T Five 
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Five Years s and that he did with the like Con- 
currence, and at the fame Period of Time, con- 
tinue the Company's Servants in the Manage- 
ment of the Collections, One of fuch Servants 
being left in each DiftriCt under the new Title 
of Collector, inftead of the former Title of .Su- 
pervifor, and with fome Alteration in the Na- 
ture of their Employment, adapted to the new 
Syftcm then eftabliflied ; and that he did, with 
the like Concurrence, and in the fame Year, 
abolilh the General Board of Revenue at Moor- 
Ihcdabad, for which laft Meafure fuch Reafons 
were alTigned, amongit others, as are in the laid 
Seventh Article in that Behalf mentioned. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that in November, One thouland Seven 
hundred and Seventy-three, with the like Con- 
currence, he transferred from the ColleCiors to 
feveral Councils of Revenue, commonly called 
Provincial Councils, the Collection and Ma- 
nagement of the Revenues. And the faid War- 
ren Haftings admits, that he has declared an 
Opinion in favour of the Flan of Provincial 
Councils } but as to the particular Advice given 
by him to the Governor General and Council 
in his Minute of the Twenty-fifth of OCtober, 
One thoufand Seven humlred and S^yenty-fbur, 
and the Declaration contained in the Plan for 
the future Settlement of the Revenues, tranf- 
mitted to the Court of Directors on the Twenty- 
fecond April, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-five » and as to the Provifions contain- 
ed in another Plan for the better Adminiftra- 
tion of Juftice, tranfmitied to the Court of 
Directors ao the Eighteenth January, On^ 

14 thoufand 
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thoufani) Seven hundred and Seventy- fix; and 
the Draught or Scheme of an AA of Parlia> 
ment for the better Adminiftration of Juftice in 
the Provinces, tranfinitted to the Court of 
Directors on Thirtieth April, One thoufand 
Sejren hundred and Seventy-fix, the faid Warren 
Haftings humbly begs to refer your Lordthips 
for the Contents of the faid Minute, and the faid 
feveral Inftruments, to the faid Minute and In- 
ftruments, when the fame fhall be produced; 
and that your Lordfhips will be pleafed to take 
into Confideration the Occafion and the feveral 
Circumftances under which the fame were re* 
fpedively made. 

AND the faid Warren Hafiings admits, that 
with the like Concurrence of the Council he did 
detach from the general Province of each Coun- 
cil certain DiftriAs, which it was deemed expe- 
dient, for the better Management thereof, to 
form into feparate ColleAorfhips, and that fome 
additional Expence was thereby created to the 
Ball; India Company. But he denies that in lb 
doing he did invade, alter, or violate the Prin- 
ciples on which the Syftcm of Provincial Coun- 
cils was profefiedly founded ; or that the faid 
Meafure was of the Nature, induced by the Mo- 
tives, calculated for the Purpofes, or produflive 
of the Efie^s, in the faid Seventh Article Hated. 

AND the laid Warren Flaftings denies, that 
he ever knew or believed the faid Meafure to be 
fuch as is reprefented in the faid Seventh Article. 
And although he admits that he did in Council, 
on the Nineteenth January, One thoufand Se- 
ven hundred and ^venty-nine, make ufe of 
T a the 
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the Expreflion in the faid Seventh Article in 
that Behalf fet forth, yet he denies that he did 
thereby avow, or mean to avow, or had in h6t 
been guilty of any Corruption, Breach of Truft, 
or Mifgovernment } or did ufe any fcandalous or 
criminal Juftification of his Actions; or that 
he was guilty of any criminal Acftions ; or tfiac 
he had reduced the Ciovernmenc to the State de> 
fcribed in the laid Seventh Article , or that he 
had for the Two Years preceding the faid Nine* 
teenth January, One thouland Seven hundred 
and Seventy- nine, or for any l*art of that Time, 
pofTcfled the abfoliite or uncontrolled Power of 
Government, by virtue of his calling Voice in 
Council, as in tiic fiid Sevcntli Article is flated. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
the Court of Dire<flors did lend Orders to the 
Governor General and Council, dated the Fifth 
of February, One thouland Seven hundred and 
Seventy feven, in the Words, or to the EfTcft, 
in the faid Seventh Article fet forth. And he 
fays, that early in the Year One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Fighty-one, he did, as 
Governor General, in conjunflion with Edward 
Wheler Efquire, then the only Member of 
Council remaining at Calcutta, eilablilh a Plan 
for the Colledlion of the Revenues, and the 
Adminiftration of civil and criminal Juftice 
throughout the Provinces of B; ngal and Bahar, 
a full Account of which Plan was immediately 
tranfmitted to the Court of Directors. And 
he admits that by fuch Plan the Provincial 
Councils were abolifbed : But he denies that 
the faid Plan was in Difobedience of the Orders 
of tbe Comt of Pireflors} or founded on any 

falfc 
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falfe or contradidory Pretences} or that it was 
defigoed for, or applied to, any corrupt Purpofe 
whactbever-, or that the laid Warren Haftings 
endeavoured to deceive the faid Court of Di- 
re&ors ; or afligned t'alie Reaiuns for abolilhing 
the faid Councils : Though he admit!!, that ia 
*a Letter from the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal, dated the Fifth May, One 
thoul'and Seven hundred and Eighty-one, and 
addrefled to the faid Court of Dircdlors, it was 
affirmed, as the Truth actually was, that the 
Plan for fuperintending and collcding the 
Public Revenue of the Provinces, through the 
Agency of Provincial Councils, had been in* 
ftitutecl for the temporary and declared Purpofe 
of introducing another more permanent Mode, 
by an eafy and gradual Change. But he lays, 
that he does not conceive that fuch Affirmation 
is contradided by any Opinion or Advice ever 
given by him on this Subject. And the faid 
Warren Hadings denies, that in the faid Letter 
to the Court of Dircdiors, of the Fifth May, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, 
is contained any Affirmation in the I'erms dated 
in the faid Seventh Article, viz. That it had 
been always intended to introduce the Abolition 
of the Provincial Councils, by an eafy and 
gradual Change ; the Affirmatitm contained 
therein^ relative to this Subject, being no other 
than is herein before dated. And he infids, 
that in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-one, no preparatory Steps were 
necelTary for the Introduction of the Plan then 
propofed, other than fuch as were actually 
adopted on that Occalion. And the faid War- 
fcp flidlings denies that the faid Plan was ac- 

complilbed 
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compliflicd by a finglc Aft of Power of him the 
faid Warren Haftings, the fame having been 
regularly fubmicted to and approved by the only 
then remaining Member of Council. And the 
h\d Warren Haftings avers, that though the 
faid Plan was formed before the yearly Col-^ 
leftion was finiflied, yet the Execution thereof 
did not interfere in any Degree with the Col- 
leftions of that Year, or the Recovery of the 
Balances. And the faid Warren Ballings alfo 
fays, that every proper Provifion was made to 
prevent any Inconvenience being fulFcred by the 
Country from the Mode or Time of carrying 
the faid Plan into Execution, and that no In* 
convenience was occafloned thereby. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, denying 
that he did arbitrarily or corruptly abolifti the 
faid Councils, admits, that it was a Part of the 
faid Plan of One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-one, that a Committee of Revenue at 
Calcutta, confiding of Four Perfons, Ihould be 
fubftituted in their Place, with fuch Powers as 
were neceflary for the due Execution of the 
Trull repofed in them. And the faid Warren 
Haftings admits, that the Governor General 
and Council did, on his Recommendation, ap- 
point Four of the faid Company's Servants 
to conttiture the faid Committee ; all ot whom 
were well qualifii-d for that Station. But the 
faid Warren Haftings denies, that fuch Mea- 
fures were founded on Principles oppofue to 
any which he had ever profefled, or that the 
Powers thereby veiled in the faid Committee 
tended to deprive the Members of the Supreme 
Council of a due Knowledge of, or Infpeftion 

into, 
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inld, the Management of the Territorial Reve- 
nues, or to veil the fame in Effefl; folely and 
entirely in him the faid Warren Haftings. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, 
,that the Governor General and Council did, 
on his Recommendation, appoint Ganga-Go^ 
vin-Sing to be Dewan to the faid Committee, 
believing him to be well qualified for that 
Ofiice, which he admits to have been an Office 
of Power and Trull. But he denies it to have 
been in other Refpefls of fuch Nature as in 
the faid Seventh Article is Hated, or that the 
faid Ganga-Goyin>Sing was, or that the faid 
Warren Haftings knew or believed him to be, 
of fuch Chara£ler as in the faid Seventh Article 
is alledgcd. 

AN D the faid Warren Haflings dcnic?, that 
he did invell the faid Committee of Four Perfons 
with all the Powers and Authorities of the 
Governor General and Council, or that by 
placing the Management of the Revenue in the 
faid Committee, under the Regulations pre- 
feribed by the faid Plan, the Members of the 
Supreme Council were deprived of the Means of 
acquiring fuch Knowledge of the State of the 
Revenpe Bufinels as might enable them to 
execute the proper Duty of their Office, or to 
acquire any Knowledge thereof, without great 
Difficulty and Difeouragement } or that the laid 
Warren Hallings, in all or any of the Matters 
aforefaid, adled in Dilbbedience to the lawful 
Orders of the Court of Diredlors, or in Con- 
tempt or Defiance of an Adi of Parliament of

the Thirteenth Year of his prefent Majefty, ai 
in the faid Seventh Article is charged. 

AN D the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
in the Month of November, One thoufand Se* 
ven hundred and Seventy-fix, for the Purpofe o& 
obtaining accurate States of the real Value of 
the Landes, with which it appeared to him ne> 
cefiary that Government Ihould be previoully 
furnilhcd, in whatever Manner it might be de- 
termined to form a new Settlement of the Pro- 
vinces after the then approaching Expiration 
of the fubfifting Leafes, and alfo for the Pur- 
pofe of purfuing many other yfeful Points of 
Enquiry, the fiid Wan’en Haftings did pro- 
pofe in Council, and a Majority of the Board 
did refolve, that a temporary Office Ihould be 
conftituted for the Blxecution of the faid 
Bufinefs *, and that a Number of Native Offi- 
cers, under the Title of Aumeens, appointed 
by the faid Board on the Recommendation of the 
faid Warren Haftings, ihould be fent into the 
Provinces, for the Purpofe of collecting fuch 
Accounts and Informations as had a Reference 
to the faid Bufinefs. But the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings denies, that the faid Aumeens were armed 
with fuch Powers as are in the faid Seventh 
Article in that Behalf mentioned ; or that they 
were accountable only to the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings himfelf, or that the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings was guilty of a Breach of his Truft or 
Duty in the Deputation or Appointment of the 
faid Aumeens, or that he the laid Warren Ha- 
ftings had any Defign or Wi(h thereby to draw 
into bis own Hands the foie Ordering, Manage- 
ment, 
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ment, and Government of any of the Terri* 
torial Acquifirions and Revenues of the Eaft 
India Company, or that any Allegation made 
by the laid Warren Haftings, o£ the Purpofes 
for which the faid Auroeens were appointed, was 
fflfe or pretended. And the faid Warren Ha- 
itings denies, that he well knew, or ever was 
convinced in his Judgment or Opinion, as a ge- 
nerd and unqualified Propofition, that there was 
not any Trull to be put in the Accounts deli- 
vered in by the Aumeens, or that no Depend- 
ance could be placed on that Mode of Enquiry, 
or that Aumeens were not to be trolled. 

AND the faid Warren Hallings denies that 
he did alTume to himfelf the Power of appoint- 
ing, or that he did adluaily, by his own Autho- 
rity, appoint the Perlbns who were employed 
in the Execution of the aforefaid Objedl, or that 
he did invefl, or concur in inveiling them with 
fuch Powers as are in the faid Seventh Article 
Hated i but be admits it to have been his Duty 
to .recommend Perfons properly qualified for 
that Purpofe. And the faid Warren Hallings 
further fays, that in order to alTill the Perfons 
to whom the principal Management and Su- 
perintendance of the aforefaid Enquiries were 
entrulledt the Governor General and Council 
did, on his Recommendation, appoint the 
aforefaid Ganga-Govin-Sing to the Office of 
Pelhcar, whom be admits to have been once 
difmilTed from an Office in the Revenue De- 
panment', but he fays, that fuch Difmiffion 
was, in the Judgment of him the faid 'Warren 
Haftings, improper and unjull } and that he the 
. laid Warren HaHings did confider the faid Gan- 

U ga- 
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g«>Govin>Sing as better qualified than anf 
other Perfon to fill the faid Ofike of Pelhcar. 
And the laid Warren Haftings denies that be 
was, in refpeft of thd faid AppoiAtment, guilty 
of any Negleft of Duty ; or that fuch Appoint- 
ment was to the Scan^l of Government, pr 
to the Encouragement of any Milbehaviour or 
Mifcondudl in Office, or that the faid War- 
ren Haftings knew or believed the Charafter of 
the faid Ganga^ovin-Sing to be fuch as in the 
faid Seventh Article is deicribed« 

AND the laid Warren Haftings admits 
that he was of Oplpion that the granting of 
long Leafes of the Lands was in many Re- 
Ibeds better for the Eaft India Company and 
the Inhabitants than Annual Settlements, which 
he has declared to have been often produftive 
of fuch Confequences as are in the faid Seventh 
Article in that Behalf fet forth. And the faid 
Warren Haftings alfo fays, that the Committee 
of Revenue at Calcutta, to whom it was refer- 
red by the Governor General and Council in 
the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-one, to form a Plan for the Settlement 
of the Revenue for the enfuing Year, did, 
amongft other Things, report their Opinion, 
** That with refpeA to the Period of , the Leafes 
** in general, it appeared to the faid Commit- 
** tee to limit them to One Year would be the 
** beft Period, giving a Preference at the Set- 
** tlement of the next to fuch Perfons as ftiould 

have paid up their Rents, and making a 
** Promile of this on the Part of Government.’* 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that the 
Governor General and Council he being Go- 
1 7 vernor 
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vefnqr, Genera], did for the moft Part approve 
of liicJi Report » but the faid Warren Haftin^s 
dentes that in giving fuch Approbation he did 
negledl his Duty, or diftegard the Intereft of 
the Eaft India Company, and the Eafe and 
Welfare of the Inhabitants, or contradift any 
ot his own Profefllons or Declarations, or that 
he did not hold himlelf bound or reftrained by 
the Orders of the Court of Direflors. And the 
laid Warren Haftings denies that he did exer- 
cife his Diferetion for any partial, interefted, or 
corrupt Purpofe, or that he did for any partial, 
interelted, or corrupt Purpofe, grant any per* 

S tual Eeale whaifoever ; , but the faid Warren 
aftings fays, that he did, in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-nine, con- 
cur with the Board in confirming the i^eipin- 
dary pf Baharbund to Lechnant Num«dee, Son 
of Contoo Bauboo, on a Mocurrary Leafe t and 
he admits that the faid Contoo Bauboo was the 
Banyan of him the faid Warren Haftings, but 
he denies that fuch Sunnud was granted in fuch 
Manner, or for fuch Purpofes, as are in the 
faid Seventh Article fet forth, or that the fame 
was granted upon improper Terms, the Rene 
which the faid Zemindar was by the faid Sunnud 
bound to pay having been fixed at the Sum 
deemed equivalent to the real Annual Value of 
the laid Zemindary. And the faid Warren Ha* 
flings denies, that in all or any of the Tranf* 
adions or Matters aforefaid, he did, either as 
PreGdent of the Prefidency of Fort William, 
or as Governor General, corruptly or wilfully 

f iroceed, in Violation of his Duty to the &ft 
ndia Company, in Difobedience to their Or- 
ders, or C9 the Lois or Damage qf ijlwir lU- 
U a venues. 
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Vtfhues, 6r in Defiinee or Coiitempt of iiijr 
A A of Parliament, or to the Vexation, Op* 
predion, or Deftru£lion of the Inhabitants of 
Bengal, or in Contradiftion or Perverfion of 
his own declared Senfe of Duty and true Policy, 
or to the Scandal or Reproach of the Briti^ 
Government in India; or that in all or any 
of the faid Tranfaftions the faid Warren Ha* 
ftings was or is guilty of any Crime or Mifde* 
meanour whatfoever. 


EIGHTH ARTICLE. 


and the faid Warren Haftings, in Anfwer 
to the faid Eighth Article, admits, that a 
certain Territory, known by the Name of the 
Subah of Oude, was, on or about the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Sixty-four, govern- 
ed by the Nabob Vizier Shuja Dowla, and 
that the faid Shuja Dowla was defeated in 
Battle, and expelled from his Dominions, by 
the Arms of the Had; India Company : That he 
was afterwards, in the Year One thouland Seven 
hundred and Sixty-five, under the Authority of 
the Company, reftored to his Government, and 
being fo reftored, in or about the Year One 
thoufand Sevi-n hundred and Seventy-three, did 
enter into a Treaty with the Eaft India Com- 
pany, called the Treaty of Ben&res : But the 
faid Warren Haftings denies that the find Com- 
pany did thereby make fuch Agreement as in 
the faid Eighth Article is ftated; the faid 
Treaty profefling only to regulate the Terms 

upon 
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u|H>n which the Expences of the Company’s 
TKjpps (hould be defrayed, in cafe the fame 
(bould inarch to the Afllftance of the faid Vi- 
zier. 

^ AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
the faid Vizier did, by the Afllftance of the Eaft 
India Company’s Forces, as alfo in confident- 
tion of Money to them paid, or agreed to be 
paid, obtain feveral large Acceflions to his 
Dominions } namely, the Ferritories of Rohil- 
cund. Corah, Currah, and Allahabad, but not 
the Duab, which was not obtained in confidera* 
tion of any Money to them paid, although the 
fame was obtained by the Vizier’s own Forces, 
under the general Influence of Britifh Support. 

AND the faid Warren Hafiings further ad- 
mits, that the faid Shuja Dowla, in or about 
the Month of February, One thouland Seven 
hundred and Seventy-five, di^'d pofTeffed of the 
Territories aforefaid, and that his Son AfTof 
o’ Dowla thereupon became pofTefled of the 
fame, and by means of the Influence of the Eaft 
India Company, co-operating with other Caules, 
did obtain a Grant of the Dignity and Authority 
of Vizier, which his Father had poITcired} and 
that the (aid Affof o’ Dowla was fupported in 
(he PoflTeflion and Dignity aforefaid by the Power 
and Influence of the Eafl India Company } and 
that he did, on the Twenty-firft of May, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-five, mak* 
a new Treaty with the Eaft India Company, 
whereby, as well the Particular! of which a Bri- 
gade fhoold confift, as the Charges thereof, were 
regulated. 

AND 
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AND the faid Warren Haftings admits* 
that the faid Vizier did afterwards confent to 
take other Bodies of Troops belonging to the 
Company into his Pay. And the faid Warren 
Haftings denies, that the faid Aflbf o’ Dowla 
did become a Dependant on the £aft Indu 
Company, to the Extent, or in the Manner, fug- 
gefted in the faid Article, or that the Engliih 
Name and Charader were concerned in every 
A6t of his Government, or that the Influence 
and Power of the Governor General and Council 
of Fort William, was, mediately or immedi> 
ately. fuflicient to, or employed for, all A€ts of 
Authority within the faid Province of Oude, 
and its Dependencies. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
the Governor General and Council were bound 
to provide for the internal good Order or Pro- 
iperity of thole Provinces, although he admits 
they were bound, as far as in them lay, to take 
proper Meaiures for preventing the Troops 
kept up as aforelaid- from becoming a Griev- 
ance to the Country which they were intend- 
ed to proteA : But the faid Warren Haftings 
denies, that it was the bounden Duty of the faid 
Governor General and Council, to take care 
that the Eafe, Security, and Honour of the 
Prince and his Family, Ihould be confulted 
and provided for, oeberwife than as any A£ts 
of the Eaft India Company, or their Servants, 
might aifeft the fame % but he admits that it 
was contrary to the Duty of the faid Governor 
General and Council, and of every of them, 
cp countenance, authorize, or direCf any Ads 
Oppreflion or Peculation within the ^id 

Provinces, 
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Provinces. And the faid Warren Haftings 
denied, that fuch Alteration has happened in 
the Condition of the Province of Oude, and 
the Territories added thereto fince the Period 
of Britifii Interference therein, as is ftated in 
^the faid Article ; or that the faid Company were 
bound to the good Government of the Coun> 
tries fuppofed to be referred to in the faid Arci> 
cle, or that the ill State of Things therein, fup^ 
poling fuch ill State thereof to have exifted, 
was at all owing to any A6ts or Neglefts of 
him the faid Warren Mailings, or his Agents. 
And the faid Warren Haftings, difavowing fuch 
bale and corrupt Views, as by the faid Eighth 
Article are imputed to him, denies that he did 
malicioully, or againft bis Duty, or upon, or 
foon after, or in any Manner in confequence 
of fuch Reprefentation which he admits to have 
been received by the Governor General and 
Council from the then Britilh Kefident BriHow, 
as ftated in the faid Article, remove the faid 
Briftow from his Office of Kefident aforefaid ; 
For the faid Warren Haftings fays, that Fifty- 
one Days before the Date of fuch Reprefenta- 
tion, (that is to fay) on the Second of December, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-lix, it 
had been relblved by the Governor General and 
Council^ that the faid Briftow Ihould be, and the 
faid Briftow had accordingly been, recalled from 
the Court of the Nabob of Oude^ and he inlifts 
that fuch Recal was not contrary to the ftanding 
Orders of the Court of Direftors, and that the 
fame was warrantable and expedient. And the 
faid Wairen Haftings denies, that he did wilfully 
negleft to take any Meafures which his Duty 
required him to take relative to the Matters 

contained 
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contained in that Reprefentation ; and as to the 
Appointment of the iaid Mr. Middleton to the 
faid Office of Refidenc and Colledor of the 
Company’s Alfignmencs in the Province a£ 
Oude* in the Eighth Article mentioned, the 
laid Warren Haftings denies that fuch Ap> 
pointment was made under the Influence os 
fuch Motives, or preceded by fuch Conduct 
on the Part of the faid Warren Haftings and 
the faid Middleton, or either of them, or that 
the faid Middleton was a Perfon of fuch Cha* 
rafter and Defcription as are ftated in the faid 
Eighth Article. And he farther fays, that 
fuch Appointment was made by the Governor 
and Council, and not by the foie Authority of 
the faid Warren Haftings } and that the Ap- 
pointment of the faid Middleton, thus made, 
was, in the then Situation of the Company’s 
Government in Bengal, fit and expedient to be 
made. And the laid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that fuch Inftruftions wete upon that Oc- 
cafion given to the faid Middleton for the Dif- 
charge of the Duties of his faid Office as were 
proper and ncceflary for that Purpofe. And the 
laid Warren Haftings fays, that the faid Nabob 
Vizier did, in or atout the Month of Novem- 
ber, One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
nine, addrefs certain Requifitions to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, accompanying the fiime with a 
Reprefentation touching the Subjects in the faid 
Eighth Article mentioned ; and that, at the 
fame Time, another Account was fent from the 
then late Refldent at Oude : But for the Parti- 
culars of fuch Reprefenta.ions, the laid War- 
ren Haftings craves Leave to refer to the fiime, 
when they ihall be produced in Evidence. And 

he 
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lie further fays, that upon taking the faid RequU 
fitions (]if the faid Vizier into Cuiinderation, the 
Governor General aiui Council, tlic frfid Warren 
1 ladings being then Governor General, did not 
deem it Ik or expedient, in the then Situation 
of Adairs, to comply therewith. And the faid 
"^''arren bladings, craving l.eave all’o to refer to 
the Minutes delivered in by him on that Occa* 
fion, on tlie Thirteenth and bifteenth Deccm« 
ber. One thoufand Seven huniireit and Seventy* 
nine, denies that they are of the Nature or Ten- 
dency dated in the faid F.ighih Article, or that 
cither in refpedt of thofe Minutes, or iu any Fart 
of the Condud of the laid Warren Haflings in 
the Matters aforefaid, the faid Warren Haflings 
did ufe any falfe Pretences whaefoever, or that he 
was influenced by the Motives, or aimed at the 
Accomplilhment of the Purpofes, or was guilty 
of any of the iniproper Adis, in the faid Eighth 
Article ftated. And the faid Warren Haflings 
admits, that he did attribute the DiflrciTcs of the 
Country, whic'i difabk-d the laid Vizier (not 
Shuja iJowla, as dated in the faid Article, but 
Aflbf o’ Dowla, the ptefent Vizier) from main- 
taining the Ellablilhments by him complained 
of, to the Vices of the did V izicr’s Ov\n Ciia- 
rafter, which had influenced his Government : 
liut the fiid Warren i raftings fays, that no effec- 
tual Mcafurcs could be purfued by him for cor- 
redling the Vices of the faid Naboo’s Govern- 
ment. And the faid Warren Haflings admits, 
that he did write a Letter to Edward Whcler 
Efquire, of the Date and upon the Subjefl in 
the faid Article mentioned ; and that he did in 
that Letter, and at other Times, declare his 
X Opinion 
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Opinion of the Difadvantages refuUing from the 
keeping up of certain Military Eftablilhments in 
the Country of Oude, and of the Convenience 
which would be produced by the Reduftion of 
the fame : But the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that he did, either before or after any of tb.e 
feveral Times when he declared fuch Opfoion 
as aforefaid, ever receive any Bribe or Bribes 
from the faid Nabob Vizier, or his Minifters. 
And the faid Warren Haftings admits, that the 
faid Nabob Vizier did, by Letters of thofe Dates 
to the then Refident Mr. l^urling, make certain 
Reprefentations upon the State of his Finances : 
But the faid Warren Haftings denies it to be 
true, that no Relief was attempted to be given 
by him the faid Warren Haftings, or that none 
was in fa£f given, to the faid Nabob on the faid 
SubjeA. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that the Board did, upon the Recomnr.endation 
of him the faid Warren Haftings, make fuch 
Arrangement for the Accommodation of the 
faid Vizier as was then pradicable and expe- 
dient. And the faid Warren Haftings admits 
that he did, in a Minute entered upon the Ben- 
gal Confultations of thcTwenty-fccond of May, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, 
give his Opinion in Writing in the Terms ftated 
in the faid Article : But the faid Wgrren Ha- 
ftings denies that he had ever been, or was, guilty 
of any criminal Neg]e(ft or Refufal to aflbrd 
timely Relief to the DiftrelTes of Oude, or that 
he ever did refufc fuch timely Relief, when it was 
in his Power to have aftbrded the fame ; or that 
he did by that Minute, or in any other Manner, 
conlefs he had been fo guilty % or that he did 

a confefs , 
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confe6 that any fuch E(Fe£ls had been produced 
by fdch^ his fuppofed Refufal as are Rated in the 
£iid Article. 


NINTH ARTICLE. 


AND the faid Warren Haftings, in Anfwer 
to the faid Ninth Article, denies that he 
did ever drive any Pcrlbns to fuch Didrefs as he 
thought might oblige them to offer Bribes to 
him for their Ranfom, or that he did ever 
cntertaun any fuch Deffgn or Thought ; and 
he further denies that he did fuddenly and cor- 
ruptly alter his Language, as in the faid Ninth 
Article is ftated ; but he fays that he did, in his 
Minute of the Twcnty-firft of May, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty-four, at which 
Time a material Alteration had happened in the 
Situation of Affairs, with regard to Foreign 
Wars and Enemies, from that in which they 
Rood on the Thirteenth and Fifteenth Days of 
December, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-nine, make fuch Reprdentation of the 
State- of the Province of Oude, as in the faid 
Ninth Article is mentioned ; and that he did 
thereupon propole in Council, himfelf and Mr. 
Wheler being at that Time the only Members 
prefent at the Board, a Delegation to himfelf, 
containing, as the faid Warren Halfings affirms. 
Powers neither new, dangerous, or exorbitant, 
fuch Powers being delegated for the Purpofc, 
amongR others, of affiRing the Nabob Vizier 
in forming fuch Regulations as might be ne- 
X 2 ceffary 
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Ccflary for the Peace and Order of his Govern- 
inenr, the Improvement of his Revenue, and the 
i^djuftment of the mutual Concerns fubfifting 
between him and the Company, with fuch Au* 
tJiority to enforce the fame as the Governor Ge» 
neral and Council might or could cxercifc on 
Ocenfions in which they would be warranted to 
cxeicife tlie fame, by the Claims which the 
Honourable Company held or might have on 
the Revenues of cl.e Dominions of the faid Na- 
bob, and to form and conclude fuch ifveral 
Engagements or "I reaties with the Nabob 
ViiiitT, the Government of Bcrar, and with any 
other of the Chiefs and Powers of Hir.doflan as 
he fhoiild ji’d ,e expedient atid necefiary, 
whether for the Ttroiin.’tion or tno:e elTcLlual 
Profecacion of the War with the Miratta State, 
or for the Advancement of the intcrcfls of the 
riono'.Tible Company, or for the ftrift and 
permanent Eftablifhmcnt ami Confirmation of 
the Alliinres which did then fubfill, or which 
he, the faid Warren ILuiing*:, ihould judge 
riecefcry to fv)r,T. with the faid Chiefs and 
refpeclively. And tlie fiid Warren 
Hailings further fays, thit the Iniirumenc of 
his I\ lega.i in did a!!b declare that all fuch Adfs, 
and .ill lucli le i cnts or Treaties made as 
aforelaiil, IhouUl be binding on the Governor 
General ..i d 'T’oiincil, in the fame Manner, 
a;:t! sc < as if they had been palTed and 

done by the Ipc. ial and immediate Concurrence 
and a.lu d S r.cLion of the Governor General and 
Coue.cil, in Council aflembled. 

AND the faid Warren Haftlngs dentes that 
the Cumnuffion thus given to the faid Warren 

Ballings 
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Haftln^s was deftruftive of the Conftitution of 
the fdjf Council, contrary to the iVinding Orders 
of the EalV India Company, or ro the Aft of 
the Thirteenth of his prci'ent Majcfty, in the 
laid Ninth Article mentioned. And the faid 
JA^arrcn Haftings denies that he did cv't con- 
ceive or underhand that the liid Commiflim 
was illegal j but he liys that !ie did, on the 
Third July, One thoul'and Seven hiKidred and 
Eighty*one, and not on the Tiiiid Job, One 
thoul'and Seven hundred and Kighty-three, as 
in the laid Article is flated, deliver in a Minute, 
of which the following is a Copy : “ In niy 
** Minute, which I laid before the Board on 
“ Tweiity-firft May, I exprefled the Sap.sfac- 
tion with which I cor.id at this Jundlurc 
leave the Prefidency, from the mutual Con- 
“ fidence \.h;ch was happily between Mr. 
** Wheler and me. I now readily repeat that 
“ Sentiment, and obferve with Plealiire, that 
“ Mr. Wheler conHnns it. Before my l)e- 
“ partur# it is probable that we Ihall in C»)n- 
“ cert have provided at the Board for ahnoft 
every important Circumftance that can event- 
** ually happen during my Abl'ence; but if any 
** (hould occur, for which no previous Provi- 
“ fion fhall have been made in the Refolution 
“ of thq Board, Mr. Wheler may aft with 
immediate Decilion, and with the fullelt 
** Confidence of my Support, in all fuch Exi- 
“ gencics, as well as in conduding the ordinary 
*' Bulineis of the Prefidency, and in general in 
all Matters of this Government, excepting 
thofe which may fpecially or generally be 
intruded to me. Mr. Wheler, during my 
** Abfence, may confider himfdf as poflefied of 

** the 
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•* the full Powers of the Governor General and 
Council of this Government, as in EficA he 
** is by the Conftitution { and he may be 
** alTured, tnat fo far as my Sandlion and 
Concurrence fhall be, or be deemed neceflary 
** to the Confirmation of his Meafures, he lhall 
receive them.” And he denies that be de- 
livered in the faid Minute with any of the 
Views or Motives in the faid Article ftated, or 
that the fame is of the Nature or Tendency 
therein let forth. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
the A£ts done by him, in his Negociations with 
the Vizier, in virtue of the aforefaid Commif- 
lions, alt which he avers to have been legal and 
jufiifiable, could have been equally welt done, 
or with Icfs Queftion is to their Validity, by 
the Britifli Relident at the Court of Oude, or 
by any other Perfon deputed by the faid War- 
ren idallings. And the faid Warren Haftings 
denies that he was guilty of any unwarrantable 
AlTumpiion of Power, or that the Power ex- 
erciled by him was unconftitutional or irregular, 
foreign to his Duty, or unnecefiary fur any good 
or legitimate Purpofe, or that be attempted to 
enforce or cover the fame by any intricate and 
fubtile l^evices, or that he did in any Manner 
diferedit the Office of Governor General or the 
Britilh Government. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, 
that he did proceed to meet the faid Vizier 
in confequence of the faid Commiffion, at a 
cunfiderable Charge. But the faid Warren 
Haftings denies, that any unnecelTary Charge 

to 
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to the Eaft India Company was incurred upon 
that Ofccafion. And the (aid Warrrn Haftings, 
as to the faid fuppoied Gift or Bribe of One 
hundred thoufand Pounds in the faid Ninth 
Article mentioned, craves Leave to refer to his 
y^nfwer in this Behalf already made. And the 
faid Warren Haftings admits, that he did, on 
the Nineteenth of September, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Eighty-one, at a Place call- 
ed Chunar, enter into the faid Treaty or Agree- 
ment, commonly called the Treaty of Chunar, 
in which he did confenc to certain Propofitions 
for relieving the faid Nabob Vizier from the 
Charge of certain large Bodies of Troops, then 
in the Pay of him the faid Nabob Vizier ; and 
for the Particulars of the faid Propofitions the 
faid Warren Haftings craves Leave to refer 
to the faid Treaty, when the fame (hall be pro- 
duced. But the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that he did, at any Time after making the faid 
Treaty, violate his own or the public Eaith, by 
putting Troops on the Eftabliihment of Oude 
in the Manner, or under the Circumftances, 
ftated in the faid Ninth Article ; but the faid 
Warren Haftings fays, that in confcquence of 
certain Reprelentations made to him by the then 
Kefident at Oude of the Necelfity of rein- 
forcing the Troops in that Country, a Detach- 
ment oi Four Regiments of Sepoys, with a 
proper Field Train, was ordered to march for 
Che Purpofe of fupporting the Authority of the 
Vizier, and maintaining the Tranquillity of his 
Country, by fuch Means as the faid Vizier 
ihould be pleafed to dire&. And the faid War- 
ren Haftings further fays, that he did, in a 
Letter dated Twenty-fourth December, One 

thoufand 
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thoufand Seven hundred and £ight]r*onc, ad* 
drcHtd by him upon that Occafion to Mr. Mid- 
dleton, then Reiident at Oude, fuggefl;, that as 
the Force thus meant to be employed for the 
dumcftic Tranquillity of the Vizier’s Dominions^ 
was an Addition to the Brigade on Subfidy, 
and which was ordered to be in Rradinefs for 
marching at the (hortell Notice to defend any 
Part of his Fxccllcncy’s Territories which a 
foreign Fnemy might be tempted to invade 
during civil Commotions, the Vizier would, the 
faid Warren Haftings made no Doubt, cheerfully 
confent to pay the Expences of the Detachment, 
by a fixed monthly Subfidy during the Service. 
And the laid Warren fiaftings fays, that upon a 
Reprefentation thereupon made to him, that the 
March of fuch Detachment, under the Circum- 
Itanccs ftated, would, it was believed, be con- 
trary to the Inclination of the faid Vizier, and 
undcrltood by him as an Infraflion of the 
Treaty of Chunar, and be conftrued a Repla- 
cing of tlic Troops which it bad been agreed to 
recal, the laid Warren (lallings did afterwards, 
by another Letter to the fa d Middleton, dated 
Third January, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and £igiuy-two, revoke the faid Orders ; and 
the faid Orders were never carried into Execu- 
tion : But the faid Warren Ballings fays, titac 
afterwards, upon receiving various Reprefenta- 
tions of tiie difordcred State of the Vizier’s 
Dominions, the Board, in the Abfence of the 
laid Warren Flailings, refolved and ordered, in 
the Month of September, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Eighty-two, that a iirong De- 
tachment, under Colonel Sir John Cummings, 
fbould march into the Dominions of the Na- 
bob 
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bob Vizier, both for its internal Defence and 
for the Relief of the Detachments which had 
been made from the Army ftationed at Cawn* 
poor; and the Board were informed, by a 
Letter from Mr. Briftow, then Refident at 
Oude, dated the Twelfth of December, One 
tlfoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-two, that 
the Nabob -had expreUed his entire Convic* 
tion of the Neceflity for the faid Detachment, 
and that the Vizier would approve its being 
ftationed in his Dominions ; and the fame was 
ftationed there accordingly. And the faid War- 
ren Haftines f^s, that it was provided by the 
Firft Article of the Treaty of Chunar, amongft 
other Things, that the ^gli(h Officers, with 
their Sebundy Battalions, and other Gentlemen, 
excepting the Refident’s Office then upon the 
Nabob’s Lift, ihould be no longer at his Charge 
for the then current Year, the Arrears being 
paid up, with the Addition of Two Months 
Allowances. And the faid Warren Haftings 
denies, that he did difregard any Engagements 
entered into by him on the Part of the £aft 
India Company, or fwrfue any corrupt Pur* 
pofe, or that he did in any Manner impofe, 
or knowingly fufier to continue, any Penflons 
or Allowances over and above thofe fpecially 
provided in the Had Article of the laid Treaty, 
or ufe any deceitful Pretence reipefting fuch 
Subjeft, or that he did make any fuch Con- 
feflion relative thereto, as in the faid Ninth Ar- 
ticle is let forth. 
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TENTH ARTICLE. 


T N Anfwer to the Tenth Article, the faid 
^ Warren Haftings fays, that by the Second 
Article of the Treaty of Chunar, reciting that 
great Diftrefs had arifen to the Nabob’s Go- 
vernment from the Military Power and Domi- 
nion aflumed by the Jaghiredars, for Remedy 
thereof it was provided, that the Nabob fhould 
be permitted to refume fuch as he might find 
necelTary, with a Referve, that all fuch, for the 
Amount of whofe Jaghires the Company were 
Guarantees, fiiould, in cafe of the Refumption 
of their Lands, be paid the Amount of their 
net Colledlions through the Refident in ready 
Money. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that the faid Nabob conceiving the Authority 
and Influence of the Jaghiredars in the Jaghire 
Diftridls to be the Caufe Diforders in his Go- 
vernment, and entertaining Sufpicions of the 
Fidelity of fume of the faid Jaghiredars, and in- 
tending to reduce the faid Jaghires to their 
original Value, had propofed of hisowo Accord, 
and without any Interference of the laid Warren 
Haftings, to refume the faid Jaghires w:*houc 
any Exception whadbever, which Intention hav- 
ing been communicated to the faid Warren 
Haftings, he bad approved thereof. 

.■AND the faid Warren Ha'ftings fays, that 
he was afterwards informed that the faid Jag- . 

4 hires 
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hires, jivereuniverfally refumed by the laid Vizier, 
which HcAimption he believes to hav^ been a 
warrantable and proper Meafure ; but Re denies 
that it was under any Compullion made ufe of 
by him or by any Perfon by him authorized 
thereto. And the faid Warren Ballings further 
denies, that the faid Vizier had made any fuch 
Seizure of the faid Jaghires, or had entered into 
fuch Obligations, or had given fuch AlTurances, 
as in t)|e faid Tenth Article are Hated i but he 
has been informed, that during the Refidency 
of Mr. Purling, the faid Nabob having taken 
a Sum of Money to relieve his DiftrelTcs from 
Two Perfons, named Murza Alii Khan and Sal- 
lar Jung, the faid Nabob Vizier did engage to 
repay the Sum taken as aforefaid, and further, 
that the fame Ihould not be done in future.. 

AND the faid Warren Ballings admits, 
that fome of the faid Jaghires refumed as afore- 
faid, were at the Time of fuch Refumption 
polTclTcd by Perlbns of the Defeription in the 
laid Article Hated } but whether the fame were 
of the Value in the faid Article Hated he can- 
not fay, but he has heard that the Lands out 
of which the faid Jaa hires were paid did yield 
more than the Amount of fuch Jaghires, which 
Surplus did of Right belong to the faid Vizier. 
Ana the *faid Warren Baitings fays, that he 
does not know or believe that the Perfons whole 
Jaghires were refumed in Manner aforefaid, were 
thereby reduced to fuch DiHrefs as in the faid 
Article is Hated, or that fuch other Confequences 
did follow from the faid Meafure as are therein 
alfo let forth.

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A N D the faid Warren Haftihgs further 
that the Nabob Vizier did fignify tO hihi the 
faid Warren Haftings, his Wi(h to reftbre cer- 
tain of the faid Jaghires i but he denies that the 
faid Vizier did fignifv a Wifli to reftore di the 
faid Jaghires, as in the faid Article is fuggef^d, 
or that Applications were made on that Subjeft 
by the faid Vizier for a long Time witbuuic 
Effect i but he fays, that the Approbation of 
the Board of Council was givbn to that Ml^afurb 
foon after the aforefaid Applications ff6th ‘the 
faid Vizier, and that the faid Jaghires Were fully 
rcftored by the faid Vizier. 


ELEVENTH ARTICLE. 


T N Anfwer to the Eleventh Article, the faid 
^ Warren Haftings fays, that at the Time of 
executing the Treaty of Chunar, he did pro- 
pole to uie Vizier a certain Article, which he 
conceives to be the one referred to in the faid 
Eleventh Article of Impeachment, and of which 
the following is a Copy : 

, H A V I N G on my Behalf agreed to the 
R equifitions of the Nabob Vizier, without Dimt- 
** nution or Referve, I muft now repeat theRe- 
** queft which I before verbally made to him^ 
** that he will be pleafed to attend to iuc)f Pro- 
pofals as I {hall have to make to hitp, and 
to thofe 1 expeA his Aflent the morC'Ceadilv;, 
** as they have for their ultimate Objeft his 
** Intercll alone, that of the Company being no . 

** further 
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** further concerned than in the Intereft which 
thejr win eventually have in the Payment of 
** the Debt diie from the Kibob to the Com> 
** pany« I therefore recommend to him to 
** reduce the great Numbet of his Sebuiidy and 
** other Troops to regular and complete Efta> 
** blilhments* not to be paid by AIHgnments of 
** Revenues, but in Money from the Treafury, 
** and their Number not to exceed the certain 
** Means of paying them : But as this may be 
** difficult without making a Separation of the 
*< Nabob's public and private Funds, I fur- 
** ther recommend, that he receive into his 
** private Purfe no more than a fixed monthly 
** Sum for the Expences of his Perfon and 
** Houfehold, and that the Remainder of the 
** net Colkdlions be left in a public Treafury, 
under the Management of his pvblic Mini- 
** fiers, and the Infpedion of the Refident, fpr 
** the Difcharge of his Military and Civil Dii^ 
** burfements. This Advice is not meant to 
** affedl the Affignments actually made, and 
** which mufi be annually renewed, for the Pay- 
** ment of the paft Debt and the current De> 
** mands of the Company.’* 

AN D the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the laid Nabob did allent to the faid laft* 
mentioned Article, and did execute the lame. 
And he denies that the faid Article is* or waa 
intended to be worded in loole and ambigiiou 
Terms, or that he did ever reprefent it in that 
Light, or to that EfFed, in any Letter written 
by him to Edward Wheler Efquire. But be 
fays that he did write a Letter concerning the 
laid Treaty to the faid Edward Wheler, ebri- 

taining 
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taining a Paragraph, of which the following is 
a Copy, and which he conceives to be alluded 
to in the faid Eleventh Article : 

“TO the Copy of the Articles of Agree- 
“ ment. Number One, 1 have added the Pa> 
“ pers. Number One, A, B, C, which will* 
** explain my Rcaibns for the feveral Articles, 
and to thefc 1 beg leave to refer you. Upon 
** the whole, generally, I have only to obferve 
** further, that the Agreement was drawn up 
** from a Series of RcquiGcions prefented to me 
by the Nabob, to whom I was happy in the 
“ Occallon of making fuch a Return, for the 
** uncommon Inftance of Fidelity and Attach* 
** ment which he has recently (hewn to our 
“ Government, by an inftant and unqualiBed 
“ A/Tcnt to each Article. This was done vcr- 
“ bally in his Prefence ; and in like Manner 
“ I reqiieBed and obtained his Acquiefcence in 
**’ the Ibort Condition which followed mine. I 
** confidcred t.hc Subjedls of his Requefts as ’ 
cflcntial to the Reputation of our Govern- 
“ nicnr, and no Id's to our Intereft than his j 
“ and, if the Reddent performs his Duty in 
the Execution of my Inftruftions, the Na- 
** bob’s Part of., the Engagement, by a fingu- 
** lar Inverlion of their Furpofes in both In* 
dances, will prove of ftill greater Benefit to 
“ him than to our Government, on whofe Be- 
** half it was exacted.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he knew, or had heard, at or before the Time 
of executing the faid Treaty, that the faid Vizier 
Confidercd the faid halt mentioned Article to 

be 
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be‘fuch as in the faid Eleventh Article of 
Impekchment is ftated ; neither did the faid 
Vizier, to the Knowledge of the faid Warren 
Haftings, withhold his Allent from the fame, 
or decline to put his Seal thereto. And the 
,faid Warren Haftings further denies, that any 
Perfon or Perfons had Authority from him to 
give the faid Nabob fuch AfTurances as in the 
laid Eleventh Article are ftated, nor did the 
faid Warren Haftings hear or know, either be- 
fore the Execution of the faid Treaty, or at 
the Time thereof, when the faid Warren Ha* 
fiings admits he was prefent, that fuch Aftu* 
ranees were given. And the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, denying that he did ever meditate any 
perHdious A6ls, fays, that on the Twenty- third 
of September, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-one, he did write a Letter to Na- 
thaniel Middleton Efquire, then Refidcnt at the 
Couit of the faid Vizier, in which he gave 
certain InftruAions for carrying the faid Article 
of the Treaty of Chunar into EfTeft; but he 
denies that the faid Letter did contain Direftions, 
in the Terms, or to the Effedb, in the faid 
Eleventh Article of Impeachment ftated. And 
the faid Warren Haftings admits, that the 
faid Nathaniel Middleton did, in fundry In- 
ftances,. carry the laid Inftrudlions into Efteft. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies. 
That the Mode of conducing the faid Treaty, 
or the fubfequent ading thereon, lb far as the 
faid Warren Haftings was in any Manner con- 
cerned therein,' was of the Nature, or had 
the Tendency, ftated in the faid Eleventh 
Article. 

• ‘ AND 
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AND the faid Warren Hafti'ngs denies; 
that he did ever deftroy, or conceal, or with» 
hold, or caufe to b? withheld, frotn the Court 
of l^redors, the original Papers and Docu* 
nnents, on the Matter of which the faid Treaty 
was made* or the original Treaty itfelf. 


TWELFTH ARTICLE. 


T N Anfwer to the Twelfth Article, the faid 
^ Warren Haftings fays, that in or about the 
Month of September, in the Year One thou- 
iand Seven hundred and Seventy>6ve, in con- 
fequence of a Letter received at the Board 
from John Briftow Efquire, then Relident at 
the Court of the Nabob Vizier, communi- 
cating a Requeil from the laid Nabob to be 
furnimed with Englilh Officers to Six Batta- 
lions of Seapoys, as well as with a Corps of 
Artillery and Cavalry in Proportion, and con- 
uining various Realonf in favour of the laid 
Meafure, the Governor General and Council, 
he the faid Warren Haftings being Governor 
General, did unanimouQy refolve to comply with 
the faid Requeft, and to adopt a Plan propofed 
by General Clavering for the Formation and 
Regulation cf Troops in the laid Vizier's Ser- 
vice, and the Appointment of Britifti Officers 
thereto agreeably to the faid Requeft, of which 
Meafure the faid Vizier was duly informed. 
And the faid Warren Haftings futtber fays, that 
at the Timei^ the faid origipal Eftablifliment, 
he neither was nor did pretend to be of Opi- 
nion 
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nion ^at the Appointment of Britilh Officers to 
commdhd the Troops of the faid Nabob was in 
any Refpefk a pernicious Meafure ; but he did 
entertain and declare an oppofite Opinion, and 
did enter the fame on the Confultations of the 
Board of Council. And the faid Warren Ha- 
ifings fays, that afterwards, that is to fay, on or 
about the Fifth Day of May, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Seventy-lcven, on fubmitting 
to the Board a Plan tor a diderent Military 
Eftablilhment, he did ftate his Opinion, that 
certain Evils had been found by Experience to 
refult from the faid Eftablilhment, made in the 
Year One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
five. And the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that on or about Twenty-fourth Sep- 
tember, One thoufand Seven Hundred and Se- 
vency-feven. Application was made to the faid 
Board by the faid Nabob Vizier, ftating that he 
had determined to keep on foot Three Batta- 
lions, Part of a Force of Twelve Battalions then 
ferving under the Command of Colonel God- 
dard, and which he had before propofed to have 
dilbanded, for the Purpofe of colleding the Re- 
venue, and requeuing that Major Hannay, with 
Two or Three Officers, might be fcnt to take 
Charge of the aforefaid Battalions. And the 
faid Warren Haftings further fays, that the 
Board di(J unanimoufly refolve to comply with 
the faid Requeft; and likewife that Major Han- 
nay, together with the Captains I.umidaine and 
Balfour, Ihould be fcnt to take the Command 
of the faid Troops. And the faid Warren 
Haftings further fays, that on or about the 
Twelfth January, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Seventy -eight, a Plan was fubmitted to the 
Z faid 
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faid Board by Major Oftorne, in the faid Article 
mentioned, for the Eftablilhment of a fubfi> 
diary Battalion to the Corps commanded by the 
faid Major Hanr.ry as aforefaid ; and the faid 
Major Ofborne did at th*? fame Time ftate va- 
rious Reafons in fupport of the faid Meafuiv, 
And the faid Warren Haftincs fays, that for the 
fame and other Reafons, which he was then and 
is now convinced v/ere good and fuiHcient, the 
iaid Board did, on the Motion of the faid 
Warren Haftings, rcfolvc to recommend the 
General Plan propofed as aforefaid to the faid 
Vizier; and that the faid Major Ofljorne (hould 
be appointed to command the faid Battalion. 
And the faid Board did at the fame Time rc- 
folve to recommend to the faid Vizier to dif- 
band a proportionate Number of the Native 
Forces in his Employment to make a Dimi- 
nution of Expence equal to fuch Eftablilhment, 
and of which Recommendation the faid Vizier 
was duly apprized. And the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings fays, that the fiid Board were afterwards 
informed that the faid Nabob did objcdl to the 
faid Plan ; but the faid Major Ofborne not hav- 
ing been apprized thereof, did write a Second 
Letter to the faid Board, ftating other material 
Reaions in Addition to thofe before offered in 
favour of the faid Meafure, and further urging 
the Profecution thereof. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that, being of Opinion that the Reafons for 
which the Board had recommended the faid 
Meafure did operate much ftrongcr at the Time 
of the Receipt of the faid Second Letter as 
aforefaid than when the faid Meafure was ori- 
ginally 
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brought forward, he did propofe in 
Council that the Recommendation Ihould be re- 
peated to the faid Nabob, and the KelidenC or- 
dered to fupporc it. And the faid Warren Ha- 
flings further fays, that the faid Propofa) being 
taken into Confideration at the faid Board, 
Richard Barwell Efquire, then a Member of the 
faid Board, did intirely approve thereof, and Ed- 
ward Wheler Efquire, then alfo a Member of 
the faid Council, didexprefs himfelf as follows : 
** I think the additional Reafons now urged by 
** the Governor (meaning the faid Warren 
** Haflings) for railing a Corps of Infantry, 
** may, with Propriety, be rcprellnted by Mr. 
** Middleton to the Vizier; as he has already 
rejedted the former Propofition, I think it 
** Ihould be left intirely to his Diferetion whe- 
ther to carry the prefent into lixecution or 
“ not;” and Philip Francis Efquire, alfo a 
Member of the faid Council, did exprefs 
himfelf as follows: “ As Mr. Middleton in- 
** forms us, the Nabob has thought proper to 
rejedt the Plan altogether, I think there would 
** be an Impropriety in our prefling him to adopt 
“ it.” And the faid Warren Hallings further 
fays, that it was agreed by the faid Board to 
write again to the faid Nabob in Recommenda- 
tion of the faid Plan, ftating the additional 
Arguments in favour of it; and further, that 
a Letter (hould be written to the faid Middleton 
to fupport the faid Recommendation by I'uch Ar- 
guments in fupport of it as might tend to infure 
its Succefs; which being accordingly done, the 
faid Vizier did agree to adopt the faid Plan. 
And the faid Warren Haflings denies the fame 
to have been iniquitous, without Colour, or 
Z z oppref- 
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OppreOlvC) or that in all or any of the Mattel’s 
aforelaid, he did a£t contrary to his Duty or 
his Confcience, or againft his Opinion of what 
vras conducive to th^e Good of the Service. 
And the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the Governor General and Council wcfe 
informed, that the aflual Expence of the 
Company’s temporary Brigade, and the Charge 
of the aforefaid Corps in the Service of the 
Vizier, under the Command of Britifh Officers, 
did, in the Year One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Seventy-nine, exceed the Eftimates 
which had been made of thofe Expences ; but 
the laid Warren Hallings denies that he was 
guilty of any wilful or criminal Negleft in re- 
Ipcct to any Enquiries proper to have been made, 
or Mealiircs fit to have been adopted on that 
Subject. And the faid Warren Haftings denies, 
that any Complaints were tranfmittcd to the 
Board, or to him the faid Warren Haftings, 
againft the Corps under the Command of Major 
Ofborne, in the Manner ftatcd in the faidTwelith 
Article. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that fome 'I'ime after the faid Corps had been 
difbanded, Keprefentations having been made 
to the laid Board, by the faid Nabob and by the 
Company’s Kefident, that the Eftablilhment of 
Native Troops in his Service was pnequal to 
the Purpofe of effedlually fecuring the Collec- 
tions, and that this could be effected by Troops 
under Britilh Officers, the faid Warren Haftings 
did, for the above and for other good and fuffi- 
cient Reafons, move, that it fhould be recom- 
mended to the faid Vizier to re-eftablilh the 
Corps lately commanded by the faid Major 
Ofborne, and to give the Command thereof to , 

Captain 
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C;iptain Clarke, in the faid Article mentioned, 
and' to which Motion the Board accordingly 
agreed. And the faid Warren Haftings further 
denies that he did, as in the faid Article is al- 
ledged, caufe a Battalion of Soldiers, under 
Bricilh Oiiicers, commanded by Captain Polhill, 
or any other Officer, to be put upon the £fta> 
blilhment of the faid Vizier, or that the faid 
Corps was ever, during the Time the faid War- 
ren Haftings continued Governor General, put 
upon tlie faid Eftabliffiment. 


THIRTEENTH ARTICLE. 


AND the faid Warren Haftings, in Anfwer 
to the Thirteenth Article, admits, that he 
was bound fubftantially, and with good Faith, 
to obey the Orders of the Court of Direftors of 
the Ealf India Company ; but the faid Warren 
Haftings denies, that any fuch prohibitory Or- 
ders relpe£fing military Officers were given by 
the faid Court of Diredors, as in the faid Ar- 
ticle are ftated. And the faid Warren Haftings 
fays, tl\at there did exift a Treaty of Alliance, 
offenfive and defenfive, between the faid Nabob 
Vizier and the Eaft India Company } but he 
denies, that the Dominions of the laid Nabob 
were in a State of Dependance on the faid Com- 
pany, or thofe who exercifed their Authority. 
And the faid Warren Haftings fays, that the 
faid. Company had an Intereft in the Profperity 
of the Territories of the faid Nabob of Oude, 

and 
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and in that of the Provinces immediately under 
their Jurifdidtion} and that the faid Warren 
llaftings was bound to attend thereto, and to 
abdain from any which had a Tendency to 
the Prejudice thereof : But denying that he en- 
tertained any fuch Intentions and Views as are 
in the faid Thirteenth Article dated j or that he* 
did by his own Influence and Power eflabliih the 
Corps under Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, in the 
faid Nabob Vizier’s Service, or did in any 
Manner originally appoint or introduce the laid 
Plannay to that Service j the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings fays, that the faid Lieutenant Colonel 
Hannay was permitted to enter into the faid 
Vizier’s Service, in confequence of a particular 
Requed contained in a Letter received from the 
Vizier on the Fird of June, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Seventy-fcven, wherein the faid 
Vizier did cxprefs himfelf as follows : Major 

** Hannay is a Gentleman of great Underdand- 
“ ing,Worth, Quickncfs of Conception, and 
** nice Penetration, and one of the old Friends 
** of the late Nabob, who, being acquainted 
** with his Abilities, had the highed Regard for 
** him ; as he is moreover a Gentleman very 
much in my Favour, 1 am very deflrous of 
** having him with me, as the intimate and 
** infeparable Union which fubflds between us 
** makes us deflrous, on every Occalion, of 
** giving Pleafure to each other *, I therefore 
** take the Liberty of requeding, that, avoid- 
** ing all Appearance of Didintdiun between 
** us, you will permit Major Hannay to repair 
** to me, and continue with me.” And the 
faid Warren Hadingsfays, that in another Letter 
received from the faid Vizier on the Fird of 
7 Scptcm; 
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S^tcmbcr, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Seventy-feven, is contained as follows : ** Three 
of the Twelve Battalions under Colonel God<r 
dard, which I propofed to have difbanded, 

I have now determined to keep on foot, for 
, •* the Purpofe of collefling the Amount of the 
“ Tunkas to the Englilh. Thcfc I have placed 
under the Orders of Mr. Middleton •, but as 
♦* it will be ncccflary that an Officer be ap- 
“ pointed to the Command of them, I have 
“ fixed my Choice on Major Hannay, an Of. 
ficcr of Experience and Abilities, to whom 
I am defirous of giving the Command of 
thefe Battalions. As our Affairs are infepa- 
“ rably connefted, I apply to you, without 
“ Ceremony, to requeft that you will give your 
“ Approbation to my Choice, and will fend 
Major Hannay, with Two or three other 
Officers, to the Charge of the aforefaid 
Battalions.” And the faid Warren Maftings 
further fays, that the Governor General and 
Council did afterwards, in compliance with 
the faid Requefts, unanimoiifly refolvc to per- 
mit the faid Hannay to proceed to Oude, and 
to enter into the faid Nabob’s military Service 
there ; And that after the Arrival of the faid 
Hannay, the faid Vizier, in a Letter received 
from him on the Twenty- fccond of December, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy-fe- 
ven, did exprefs himfelf, amongft other Things, 
to the Efie£t following : ** As Major Hannay it 
** a good and experienced Officer, of great Bra- 
“ very and Conduft, I regard him in the Light 
** of a fincerc Friend, Your Compliance with 
my Requeft in fending him to me, is a 
” ftriking Proof of the Warmth of your Friend- 

fliip. 
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<* filip. His Arrival has given me the mod 
** fincere Pleafure; and 1 am convinced that 
** the Bufinefs 1 ihall put into his Hands will 

profpcr.** 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
he did at any Time recommend the faid Hannay 
to the Farms or Collection of Revenue of the 
faid Provinces in the Dominions of the faid Na> 
bob of Oude, called Baraitch andGoruckpoor, or 
chat he did procure him to be appointed thereto. 
But the faid Warren Haftings has been informed 
that the faid Hannay was appointed thereto by 
the faid Vizier, and that fuch Appointment was 
by him the faid Vizier made of his own Accord. 
But the faid Warren Haftings denies that the 
Appointment in qucftion was of fuch Nature, or 
productive of fuch Confequences, as are fuggeft- 
ed in the faid Article. And the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that he does not know nor believe 
that the faid Hannay made fuch ufe of his Power 
as is ftated in the faid Article. And the faid 
Warren Haftings fays, he believes that the faid 
Nabob did remove the faid Hannay from his 
faid Appointment, and did afterwards reftore him 
thereto. But the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that he did procure both or cither of thofe Mea- 
fures; or that he did ever obtrude the faid Han- 
nay into the Management of the faid Nabob’s 
Revenues } or that he had any fullicient Realbn 
to believe that the Power of the faid Hannay 
was exorbitant, or that the faid Hannay had 
been guilty of any Abufe of Power. And the 
faid Warren Haftings admits that he did on the 
Twenty-lixth of April, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty, write a Letter to the faid Na- 
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fxpreffing, amongft other Things, his Sa- 
tisfa&ion at his Rellurath'n of the faid Hanna/ 
to the Employment with which the laid Nabob 
had formerly invcficd him ; “ 'that he efteemed 
this as a Murk of the laid Nabob’s Attention 
«to his original Recommendation.** But the faid 
Warren Halfings denies that he originally, or in 
any other Manner, rccommenticd the faid Han- 
na/ to the Service of the faid Nabob, than as 
herein is before ftated. And the laid Warren 
Haflings did in the lame Letter, to which be 
craves Leave to refer, tell the faid Nabotr nearly 
to the Etfc£l, bur not in the Terms, ftated in 
the faid Article. And the faid Warren Bailings 
denies that the faid Letter was of fuch Nature 
or Tendency as in the laid 'I'hirteenth Article 
is ftated ; or that the fame was in any Manner 
improper; or that any former Complaints re« 
fpeding the faid Hannay had ever been made 
to the faid Warren Haftings ; or that the faid 
Warren Haftings was in relpefl of the Matters 
aforefaid guilty of any Breach of Duty whatfo- 
ever. And the fiid Warren Haftings lay.', that 
the faid Vizier did, about the latter End of the 
Year One thoufand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
nine, make Complaints through the cnen Re- 
lident at Oude, to the Governor General and 
Council^ the faid Warren Haftings being Go* 
vernor General, to the £ffe£l ftated in the faid 
Article; and which the faid Wairen Haftings 
admits to have included the Corps under the faid 
Hannay and Olborne, and certain other Corps, 
And the faid Vizier did further reprefent, thai 
in ** that diftrelfed State of his Affairs it w .s juft 
and rcquifite that Mr. Haftings and General Sir 
Eyre Coote, and the Supreme Council, fliould 
A a give 
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give liim Relief }** and that ** he could not that 
Year poflTibiy provide for the new Brigade at 
Futty Gliur, the Corps of Horfe, and other de- 
tached Bodies of Troops in his Country.” And 
the faid Warren Haftings fays, that he did not 
ever declare that tlie Requelt made or fuppofed 
to be made on this OccaOon, for the DilmilHon 
of thefe particular Corps, was totally inadmif- 
fible : But he fays, that the ObjeAion made by 
him the faid Warren Haftings, was made to the 
Demand of the faid Vizier, conftdering the fame 
as one entire Propofition, and which the faid 
Warren Haftings did then confider, and yet con- 
fiders, as made at fuch a Seafon, and in fuch a 
Manner, as well juftified fuch Refufal to comply 
therewith, as is contained in the Letter written 
by the faid Warren Haftings in Anfwer thereto, 
under the Direction, and with the immediate 
Approbation, of the Board i and to which Let- 
ter, and to the Proceedings of the Board upon 
that Occafion, as well for the Reafons inducing 
fuch Pefufal as for theTerms in which the fame 
is expreHed, the faid Warren Haftings craves 
Lcave to refer. And the faid Warren Haftings 
denies that the faid Corps, or any other Corps 
ftationed in the Vizier’s Country, had no Con- 
cern with Foreign Wars, or that they were iblely 
employed in the ColleAions ; although he admits 
that they were generally fo employed. And he 
fays, that although the native Soldiers, of which 
fuch Corps con lifted, had no Concern with the 
Company’s Eftablilhment, nor were to return 
thereto when difeharged from the Nabob’s Pay, 
yet he avers that the Company had on feveral 
Accounts a material Intereft and Concern in the 
Time and Manner of the Difcharge of fuch Corps. 

And 
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Aodithe faid Warren Haftings fays, that he did 
on the Thirteenth of December, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Seventy-nine, by his Minute 
of that Date, propofe that a Letter fliould be 
written to Mr. Purling, then Refident at Oude, 
which, if agreed to, might ferve as the Subftance 
.df one to be written on the fame Subje^ to the 
Nabob, andj in which Letter, he did, amongft 
other Things, propofe to ftate, that “ the Ap- 
plication of the Vizier gave Caufe for the mull: 
alarming Sufpicions, Hnce he could not be igno- 
rant that the Mahrattas, the Enemies of the 
Company, and the ancient Enentics’vf his Go- 
vernment and Family, were in Arms, and a 
War unavoidable: 'I'hat, at fuch a Jundlure, a 
Fropol'al for difbanding any Part of his Forces 
could not fail to encourage them to attack his 
Dominions : That the Advice of his Minillers, 
who had inlligatcd him to make the faid Repre- 
fentation, would, it was crufted, appear to him 
as inlidiuus as it was dangerous ^ and that the 
Governor General and Council hoped he would 
difmil's them from Ins Service and Confidence, as 
unworthy of both.” Which propol'cd Letter was 
agreed to, and another Letter conformable to the 
fame was afterwards accordingly fent to the faid 
Nabob by Order of the Board. And he further 
fays, that he did, in his Minute of the FiKteeath 
of the faid Month, ftate, amongft other Things, 
** that he was inclined to bring to Punifhment, 
** if his Influence could produce that Effedt, 
** thofe Incendiaries, who had endeavoured to 
** make themfelves the Inftruments of Divifion 
** between the Nabob and the Company.” But 
he denies that the lame, or any other Part of 
thofe Minutes, was intended to terrify the Na- 
A a a bob

bob or his Minifters, or any other Perlbns, from 
Reprefcncations on this or any other Subjeft af> 
fefting the NabobV Revenues, or the Welfare of 
his Subjects, or that the fame was intended to 
produce any other improper Effed. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, again de- 
nying that the faid Nabob was ever compel- 
led to reftore the laid Hannay to the Charge of 
any Provincial Colledions ) denying alfo that he 
the faid Warren Haftings kept up the faid Han- 
nay*s Corps in DeBance of the laid Nabob, in 
whofe immediate Service the fame adually was ; 
the faid Warren Haftings admits, that the faid 
Philip Francis did declare, in his Minute of 
the Fifteenth of December, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Seventy-nine, to the ElFcd ftated 
in the faid Article. But the faid Warren Ba- 
itings denies, that by having forborn to make 
the Enquiry fuggelled in the faid Article, he 
did in any Manner connive at, countenance, 
or encourage any Confufions, or the De- 
ItruAion of Military Obedience *, or that he did, 
by any A£t or Omilfion, or with any corrupt 
or wicked View whatfoever, leave the faid 
Countries of Baraitch and Goruckpoor expofed 
to any fuch Mifehiefs as are in the faid Thir- 
teenth Article deferibed } or that thofe Countries 
were ever defpoiied, waited, or depopulated, in 
the Manner, by the Perfons, or under the Cir- 
cumftances. Hated in the faid Article. AND 
he faid Warren Haftings further denies, that if 
any fuch Spoil, Wafte, or Depopulation were 
ever committed or occaOoned by any Perlbns 
whatfoever, that the fame or any Part thereof 
was committed or occafioned by any Support or 

Counte- 
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Countenance directly or indirectly derived from 
hinh' the faid Warren Baitings. And the faid 
Warren Ballings fays that be does not know 
or believe that the faid Hannay carried on the 
Collection of the Revenue in any opprelfive 
Manner whatfoever, or that he did take any 
cruel or unjud Method of exacting the fame. 
And the faid Warren Ballings fays> that he 
has feen a Depofition made by one Allahd 
Sing, a native Officer commanding the Fort of 
Goruckpoor, at the Time it was attacked, as 
herein after mentioned, which Depofition was 
made foon after the InfurreAion^ Benares, in 
the Month of November, One thouland Seven 
hundred and Eighty-one, and, amongft other 
Things, contained as follows : “ I had con- 
“ fined, under my Guard, at the Fort of Go- 
ruckpoor. One hundred and Fifteen Bur- 
** gomauls, Inhabitants of Surwaur *, on the Fif- 
** teenth of Rumuzaun, the Rajah of Goruck- 
** poor, the Zemindars of Ouloolech Beehouly, 
&c. great and fmall, likewife all the In- 
habitants of Goruckpoor, with Six thou- 
** land Matchlocks, and great Numbers of 
“ Country People, armed with Clubs, at Four 
“ Gurries of the Night, furrounded the Fort, 
** and made an Attack by Surprize ^ but the 
** Sepoys on Guard at the Ballions were awake, 
they began to fire, and an AClion immediately 
** followed. Seeing that the Country People 
were in great Numbers, 1 went to each of 
** the Ballions, and encouraged the Sepoys, 
** and called them to me into the Body of the 
“ Place, and formed them together. 1 left a 
** Bavildar and T cn Sepoys at the Rung Mahal, 
** to protect the Baggage i but it was N igln Time. 

« The 
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The Country People madean AfTault with Lad» 
“ ders and entered the Fort, and both Parties 
“ fought rcfolutely ; at this Time they placed 
“ Ladders againtt the Inner Fort towards the 
“ South, and entered upon the Badion. I 
feized an advantageous Opportunity, (attack- 
ed) and killed Seventeen of the Enemy on 
“ the Baition, and wounded feveral others. 

About Half after Ten at Night they made 
** an Attack upon the Weftern Badion j as there 
was a Straw Chopper on that Badion, 1 took 
“ Shelter under it, and threw down with all my 
“ Force a Par-t of the Brick Battlement on the 
Enemy, by which Four of them were killed j 
One other fell by a Mulket Ball, and they 
“ retreated. A Third Time, about Three 
“ o’clock in the Morning, the Country People 
** raifed a great Shout, and attacked us again ; 
“ I was then engaged on the Inner Fort Ba- 
dionj Seubunfe Havildar was polled with 
“ Twelve Sepoys, to guard the Burgomauls; 
** they rudied upon him in a Body, and 
Seubunfe called out to me with a loud 
** Voice chat the Burgomauls bad attacked 
him. 1 gave him Orders to put them all to 
“ the Sword ; he inftantly druck off the Heads 
** of Eighteen Burgomauls, and threw them 
** out, and he wounded frveral others. The 
** Morning now broke, and I entertained a 
** Hope that the Enemy would fly, and that 
“ the People of the Town would certainly join 
“ me; but the Country People, the Foujedar, 
** &c. were all united with the Rajah ; they all 
** lifted up their Arms, and faid, “ The Doway 
** of the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan, and the 
** Begum, has fpread through the \vhole Coun- 

“ try*

** tryj for the Rajah Cheyt Sing has deftroyed 
“ all the Engliih, and Lrtters have come to 
** the Rajahs to put the Dependants of the 
** Engliih to the Sword wherever they may 
“ be found.” And he laid, “ Where will 
“ they go ? the Country is mine, I am a 
“ Bhonear Rajah, how long will they (be able 
“ to) oppofe me?” In I'uch Difu'-urll* Two 
Gurries of the Morning had pafTed away. 
“ From the Ei'ftcrn to the WJlern Gait-s 
within the Mahal, they hiTOunded the inner 
** Fort on all Side^, and the Action was re- 
newed. We continued engaged for Five 
Pahr (Fifteen Hours) with the Enemy, with- 
out tailing either Food or Water.” AND 
the faid Warren Haftings fays, that the laid 
Depofition did further contain a<i follows : I 
“ wrote an Account of the Whole of this 
‘‘ Affair to Colonel Hannay and Captain 
** Gordon ; after a few Days an Order came 
from the Colonel to Munnoevur Khan, di- 
** redling, that if the Rajah Muftapha Khan 
“ had been j ut to Death, well ; if not, ifrike 
** off his Head. Munnowur Khan Ihewed me 
“ the Order i I faid. The Order is not written 
** to me, I will write to the Colonel on the 
** Subjeft.” AND the faid Warren Haftings 
fays, that it further appeared by the faid Dc- 
pofition, that Orders were afterwards given that 
the Head of the faid Muftapha Khan ftiould 
be ftruck off, and that he was beheaded accord- 
ingly and that a Proclamation was made 
through the Town, that thofe who were 
guilty of fuch Crimes would meet with the 
fame Punilhment. AND the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that he has been informed, 
5 and 
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and believes* that the faid Muftapha Khan 
was a rebellious Subjedfc of the Nabob of Oude, 
fentenced to Death by the Nabob, on account 
of various A£ls of Trealbn and Rebellion by 
him committed againR the Nabob his Sovereign, 
and which Sentence was afterwards carried into. 
Execution by Captain David Williams, then an 
Officer in the Service of the Nabob. AND 
the faid Warren Haftings, denying that the faid 
I'ranfadion was, to his Knowledge or Belief, of 
the Nature, or produAive of the Confequences, 
Rated in the faid Article, fays, that he was not, 
on account of fuch Information, or of any other 
by him received, or in any other Manner what- 
foever, required by his Duty to make an En- 
quiry into the Condudl; of the faid Hannay, 
relative to any of the Particulars above Rated. 
AND the faid Warren HaRings fays, that no 
Complaints of the Mother or Grandmother of the 
laid Nabob of Oude, concerning any MiR)ehavi> 
our of the laid Hannay or Captain Gordon, if 
any fuch were ever in fadl made, ever came to 
the Knowledge of him the faid Warren HaRings 
whilR he continued to be Governor General. 
And the faid Warren HaRings denies that he 
ever knew of any Application of the faid Han- 
nay to the faid Vizier, if indeed the faid Hannay 
did again apply to the Vizier, for the Farm of 
Baraitch and Goruckpoor. And the faid War- 
ren HaRings fays, that he has fince beard that a 
Report did, in faA, prevail, that the faid Han- 
nay was about to return to Oude; and the faid 
Warren HaRings fays, that the Vizier did, 
as he apprehends, in confequence of fuch Re- 
port, or of fome Intelligence to that EficA, 
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wrfle.a Letter to him the faid Warren Haftings, 
which was received by him on the Fifteenth of 
September, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
£ighty>two, containing fuch Expreflions as are 
ftated in the faid Thirteenth Article : But the 
/aid Warren Haftings fays, that he was, at the 
I’ime of thcvrcceiving that Letter, and before, 
and for feveral Weeks afterwards, confined by a 
long and dangerous Illnefs} and that, although 
no Anfwer was returned by him to the. faid Let- 
ter, until the Thirtieth of December following, 
yet he humbly fubmits, that any more immediate 
Anfwer thtTcto became unneceffary TS^the Death 
of Colonel Hannay, which happened early in 
September, and before the Letter of the faid 
Nabob was received by him the fiid Warren 
Haftings. And the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that there was any fufficient or reafonable Ground 
for the Vizier, or for any other Perfon, to be 
alTured, or to fuppofe, that the Death of the faid 
Hannay alone prevented his being again em- 
ployed in Oude. And the faid Warren Haftings 
further denies that he, at any Time fubfequent 
to the Treaty of Chunar, ever meant or intended 
that the faid Hannay (hould return to Oude. 
AND the faid Warren Haftings denies^ that ip 
all or any of the fevtral fuppofed Afts Sr'Ne- 
glefts, in the faid Thirteenth Article ' charged 
againft him, he was guilty of any Breach of Duty 
whatfoever, or that in relpeft of all or ariy of the 
feveral Matters in the (aid Article ftira'Ctoned, he 
was guilty of any Breach of DOty whatibevef^ 
or has been the Caufe of Damage to the Coun- 
try of Oude, of any Breach of hia.TTruft}. or tba| 
he did, in any RefpeA, difhonbuf the 1>Ianne ^ 
B b Charac- 
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Character of this Nation } or that he has been 
guilty of any Crime or Mifdemeanour whatfo> 
ever. 


FOURTEENTH ARTICLE. 


TN Anfwer to the Fourteenth Article, the faid 
Warren Haftings, denying that the Nabob 
Vizier hac!* "any Realbn to entertain, or did in 
fa£t entertain, any Apprehenfions from the faid 
Warren Haftings, relative to the Security of his 
own Peribn, or the Stability of his own Situa- 
tion, or that he the faid Warren Haftings was 
guilty of any Malice or Corruption, or that any 
Bribe was by the faid Nabob Vizier ever given 
to the faid Warren Haftings, or that the laid 
Warren Haftings did, in any Inftance, treat the 
faid Nabob Vizier with Inhumanity, Perfidy, or 
Rigour; and denying alfo that the faid Nabob 
had any fuch Caufe of Apprehenfton or Alarm 
as in the faid Fourteenth Article is ftrated, fays, 
that the faid Refident Middleton did, in a 
lietter b«tfing Date the Seventeenth OAober, 
One thouiima Seven hundred and Eighty-one, 
tranfmit to the faid Warren Haftings certain Ex- 
cradts of Letters from Lieutenant Colonel Han- 
nay, exprelUng the Sulpicions of the faid Han- 
nay refp^ing the Attachment of the faid Nabob 
Vizier; and that, at the Inftance of the faid 
Warren Haftings, certain Affidavits were made 
before Sir £l|jah Impcy, His Majefty’s Chief 

Juftice 
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Jufl^ (but not afting in Aich Capacity, as in 
the iaid Fourteenth Article is fuggefted), tend- 
ing to criminate certain Relations of the laid 
Nabob Vizier; the faid Warren Haftings, how- 
ever, denies that he was, in any Manner, cri- 
minal in refpedt of the taking of the faid Affi- 
^davits. AND the faid Warren Haftings, deny- 
ing alfo that, to his Knowledge, the faid Nabob 
Vizier did fall into fuch State of Mind, as, 
in faid Fourteenth Article, is fet forth, admits, 
that he the faid Warren Haftings was informed 
that, in the Month of February, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty-t^, the faid 
Nabob Vizier had expreftetl a Defire, to the 
faid Reftdent Middleton, to make him the faid 
Warren Haftings a Prelent of Ten Lacks 
of Rupees, fubjedt to his the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings Confent to, and Acceptance of, the fame : 
But the faid Warren Haftings denies, that he 
did ever confent, or entertain any Intention of 
confenting, to accept the fame. And he fays, 
that he has been informed, and believes, that 
Aflignments on the Revenue had been given by 
the faid Vizier to the faid Middleton, prior to the 
aforefaid Offer, for the Furpofe of difeharging, 
out of the Produce thereof, the Debt due front 
the faid Vizier to the laid Company; but hebe^ 
lieves, th^t no fpecific Aflignments, b,r any other 
Security, or Bill, were, at any Time, given by 
the faid Vizier for the Payment of the faid in4 
tended Prefent. And the faid Warrim Haftings 
denies, that any Letter from the faid Middleton 
to the faid Wamn Haftings, or any Letter from 
the faid Watren Haftings to the faid Middleton, 
relative to the faid Prefent, has been, agaln(b 
Law or his Duty, or for any bafe, clandeftine, or 
B b a corrupt 
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corrupt Purpofe, by him fiipprefled. And he 
avers, that he did, very foon after recciving.ln- 
telligence of the faid Delign of the faid Nabob, 
communicate what he the faid Warren Haftings 
knew, or had heard, relating to the faid intended 
Prcfent, to the Members of the Supreme Coun- 
cil; and did, at the fame Time, declare his in- 
tentions relative thereto, as herein after explain- 
ed. And the laid Warren Hailings denies, that 
he was guilty of any Neglei^f or Mifeonduct, in 
refped of the faid Tranfadlions, or that from 
any Part of the Conduct of the laid Warren Ha- 
ftings the,<'"-iii, cither the faid Middleton, or any 
other Perfon, could be taught to confider the Re- 
ceipt of Bribes as a Matter which might bring 
no Danger or Difcredit to them. And the faid 
Warren Hailings denies that no Notice was 
taken of the faid Tranfadlion, or any Docu> 
ment concerning the fame produced, to the 
Members of the Council General, by the faid 
Warren Hailings, until the Month of July, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-three; on 
the contrary, the laid Warren Hailings fays, 
that although no Entry was made on the Con- 
fultations refpe^ing the fame, prior to that Pe- 
riod, yet the, laid Tranfadtions, and all the Parti- 
culars relative thereto, were, very loon after the 
faid Warren PlaRings was acquainted therewith, 
and long before the Time mentioned in the laid 
Article, communicated to the then Members of 
the Supre;^. Council ; and loilruclions touching 
the fame . were, with their Privity and Confenr, 
prepared and given, as herein alter mentioned. 
And the faid Warren llalliogs fays, that, by 
Older of the Board-qf Council, Richard john- 
fon Efquire, who> in the Month of September^ 
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Orib, tlioufand Seven hundred and Eighty-two, 
had 'Wen recalled from Lucknow, was, in the 
Month of June, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and £ighty>three, requited to make his Defence 
as to certain Articles or Charge which had been, 
by the faid Board, preferred againft him, One of 
which Articles was in the following Terms ; for 
fending repeatedly to the Vizier, and to his Mi> 
nifter, Hyder Beg Cawn, to advde them againft 
transferring the Ten Lacks of Rupees, intended 
as a Prefent to the Governor General, to the 
Company’s Account ; as it would be a Precedent 
for further Demands, which, if Vizier did 
not refill in the firft Inltance, this Government 
would never ceafe to harrafs him for Money. In 
Aniwer to which Article of Charge, the faid 
Richard Johnion did ftate as follows : “ I’he Aft 
** and Intention, as far as 1 Ihould limit them in 
** admitting myfelt the Caufe of preventing the 
** Ten Lacks mentioned from being, at that 
“ Time, paid to the Company, are truej the 
** Reafons afligned for fuch Prevention, left the 
faid Nabob Ihould be again harrafied, 8cc. are 
“ the Minifter’s own Words and Objeftions made 
** to me, transferred into my Mouth. The Mode 
“ alfo, by Mcflage, is likewife mifreprefented ; 
** but that is immaterial^ fuffice it for me to ex- 
** plain the Aft. I acknowledge Fifty Lacks 
** were* due in Balance } all the Nabob’s Re- 
** fources not promifing to prove equal to dif- 
** charge this Balance, a new Claim was, at this 
** fame Infiant, made of Eighty-two Lacks; 
** the Refources in my Hands, the foie Fund 
** exifting to anfwer both the Means, unequal to 
** this End, the Queftion remained, which of the 
Two Claims, the new or the old, Ihould be 
la ** firft 
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•* firft paid. I did not hefitate one Inftant to 
declare, that if any of the Allets placed in my 
Hands Ihould be attempted to be eftranged 
“ from thePurpofes for which they were afligned, 

I Ihould declare it to be a Breach of Treaty : 
** They were to difcharge the Balances of Years, 
the foleObjeA of the late Treaty, and all the ' 
** Meafures connected with it had the fingle 
Point for their End. Could I, deeply pledged 
“ for the Fulfilment of the Treaty, fubferibe 
to the total Sobveriion of thefe Meafures, at 
** the very Moment of their Completion, in the 
** Termina^HAi of the Year preferibed and al- 
** lotted for their Operation ? 1 could not, 1 
** ought not} therefore I thus obftruded the 
** Whole of courle; the Parts of that Whole for 
** the Reafons above afligned, and no other what* 

“ ever. Whether fuch Preference, fo given to a 
** previous Claim, was criminal or meritorious, 

** refts with the Honourable Board to declare, 
** when they recollefl that retarding neither ex« 

** punges or diminiihes a Claim. Permit me here 
** to fubjoin : Had the Ten Lacks been unin- 
** volved with the Seventy-two, or had the ag- 
“ gregate Sum not been required within the Pe- 
** riod left for liquidating the Balances intruded 
** to me, or had not the AlTets lodged in my 
" Hands for this Purpofe been the foie Funds 
** from which fuch Payments could be attempt* 

** ed, fo far from impeding, even for a Moment, 

** fuch a Claim, I ihould have been the firft toi 
** fupport and urge it to its Completion.’* 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
in his Obfervations on the faid Anfwer, delivered 
in Council on the Twenty-firft Odober, One 

thouiand 
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thovi&nd Seven bundred and Eighty-three* he 
did . aflert as follows : ** 1 am morally certain* 
** that Zaidads ox Aflets of Ten Lacks* either 
in AQignments of Lands or in Bills* had been 
** prepared, and were in the Charge or FolTefllon 
of Mr. Middle on before Mr. Palmer’s Ar- 
** rival* and left with Mr. Johnfon on Mr. 
** Middleton’s Departure; that this Sum was 
** declaredly given, for my Ufe* but never ac- 
** cepted by me; the only Advantage 1 made 
** of the Offer was* to requeft the Nabob to 
** transfer it* with the Obligatioj^ill refting 
** with equal Weight upon my Gmitude, for 
** the original Deftination of it* to the Com« 
** pany* ror the Relief of their prelling Ne- 
** celllties : The Redlitude of this TraniaAion 
** depends cdentialiy upon Principles which 
** every Man feels and acknowledges in bis own 
** Breaft* but can hardly be judged by the Ted 
** of any official Rule. It might indeed have 
(( added to the Company’s Claims on the Na- 
** bob* but I am not forry that Mr. Johnfon 
** chole to defeat my Intentions, lince it would 
** have added to the Nabob’s Diftrefles, but 
** with no immediate Relief to the Company; 
** if in his own Breaft he could view the 
** fecret Motives of this Tranfaftion* and on 
** their Teftimony approve* I alfo acquit him, 
** as I do acquit him* of the Charge on public 
Ground.” And the faid Warren Haftings 
fays* that John Maepherfon Efquire* a Mem- 
ber of the Supreme Council* in his Obferva- 
tions on the Anfwer of the faid Richard John- 
fon* did declare with refpedl to the aforefaid 
Charge* that as the TranfaAion was ftated in 
September* One thoufand Seven hundred and 

Eighty- 
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Eighty* two, when Mr. Joli*ifon was ordered 
to quit his Station, he confldered it as equally 
injurious to the Wifhes of the Governor Ge- 
neral, and replete with Inftlelity on the Part 
of Mr. Johnlbn to his Einp’Dyers ; that it re- 
mained ftill to be cleared up between Mr.,^ 
Johnfon and Hyder Beg Cawn; and he de- 
clared that he had underftood at the Time, 
that the Ten Lacks were in Bills, and not a 
mere Ofier to pay fuch a Sum from the future 
Revenues of the Country. 

AND^e faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
in concurring in the Enquiry into the Conduft 
of the faid Mr. Jolinlbn, the feid Warren Ha- 
ilings had any fuch Objeft, or entertained any 
fuch Intention, as are in the fai4 Fourteenth 
Article in that Behalf fet forth^'or that he 
made any Declaration refpefting the faid 
Charge, other than what is herein Uefore ftated, 
or that he did fuddenly, or in any Manner, put 
an end to the faid Enquiry : But, ♦n the con- 
trary, the faid Warren Haftings fays, that fuch 
Enquiry was publickly profecuted by the Board 
of Council, in fuch Manner as to them feemed 
right i nor was the faid Enquiry concluded till 
atter every previous Step had been taken, which 
the faid Board thought neceflary for the Forma- 
tion of their Judgment thereon ; nor till after 
the Opinion and ij^termination of every Mem- 
ber of Council had been regularly and finally 
pronounced upon the faid Charges. And the 
faid Warren Hallir.gs admits, that he was of 
Opinion, and did accordingly declare, that Tome 
of the Charges againft the faid Richard John- 
lbn were proved but tiie final Determination 

of 
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of thk faid Board relative theretOi was* that 
upon the whole, although the/ confidered 
the Conduft of the faid Richard Johnfon blame* 
able in feveral Inftances, yet they were atib of 
Opinion, that he had been fulficiently punilh* 
ed by tlie Deprivation of the Office which 
Jix had held, and by the fudden Manner in 
which the Complaints and Evidence then be* 
fore them, induced them to recal hint to the 
Prefidency. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
afterwards, in the Month of JaifhLK/, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Ei^hty>four, the 
Governor General and Council, he the faid 
Warren Haftings being Governor General, did, 
on his Recommendation, unanimoully appoint 
the faid Richard Johnfon to be Relident at the 
Court of the Nizam, conceiving him to be 
duly qualified for that Employment. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits, that 
the faid Board did not examine the faid Na- 
thaniel Middleton, in refpeA to the aforefaid 
Charge againft the faid Richard Johnfon } and 
that the faid Nathaniel Middleton was at the 
Time of the faid Enquiry at Calcutta, bis own 
Condufl being then a SubjeA of Enquiry, be- 
fore the faid Board, upon Accufations preferred 
againft him by the faid Warren Haftings, for 
fundry Mifdemeanours charged to have been 
committed by the faid Middleton during his 
aforefaid Refidency at Lucknow. But the faid 
Warren Haftings denies that he the laid Warren 
Haftings in any Manner avoided fucb Exatnina* 
C c tion. 
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tion, or that he (aid or did any Thing to 
vent the fame. 

AND the faid Warren Hafttngs fays* that 
he had no Concern direflly or inditmly with the 
laid Aflignments, otherwife than as herein before 
ftated : But he has heard and believes that re- 
gular Accounts were kept of all the Aflign- 
ments which were made by the faid Vizier to 
the faid Middleton ; and that the Produce of 
the faid Afljgnments was regularly carried to 
the public Account of the faid Vizier with the 
£a(l India Company. And the faid Warren 
Hiiftings denies that the faid Afllgments muft 
have been, cr that to his Knowledge or Belief 
they were, made for any fccret criminal Purpofe, 
or that the Money received therefrom muft 
have been, or to his Knowledge or Belief was, 
ib applied. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
after having been informed of the atbrel'aid Offer 
made by the faid Vizier of the faid Ten Lacks 
of Rupees, he the faid Warren Haflings did in 
the Month of May, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty-two, with the Privity and 
Approbation of the Members of the Supreme 
Council, depute Major Palmer, and Major 
Davy as the Affiftant of the faid Major Palmer, 
to the faid Nabob Vizier, with written Inftruc- 
tions, in which, amongft other Things, thie 
faid Major Palmer was direded in the Words 
following: “ The Nabob Vizier having 

an Intimation made to Mr. Middleton, in 
' the Month of February laft, been pleafed to 

“ exprels. 
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** ckpiiefs his Defire to make me a Prefeat of 
** Ten Lacks of Rupees, and requefted my 
** previous Confent and Acceptance of the fame,. 
** 1 defire you will make my Acknowledgmehc,. 
** in proper Terms for this Inftance of bis Li« 
** berality and Benevolence, and acquaint him 
that I am precluded from accepting it by 
** many Conditions, but by One efpecially« 
** which 1 beg him to take in good Part, 
** namely, that if 1 had received it at the Time 
** in which the Tender of it was made, it would 
** have been liable to Con(iru£bions even in his 
** Breafi:,fo repugnant to the difinteftl^d Friend* 
** (hip which I prt^efs and bear towards him, 
that no Confideration of perfonal Profit could 
** have induced me to accept it at fuch Hazard. 
** If he fliould renew the Olier to you, you will 
•* inform him that my Objeflion remains the 
** fame, and is infuperable } but that if he will 
** be pleafed to transfer it to the Company for 
** the Relief of their prefent and known Difi- 
** trefles, I will accept of it on their Behalf 
** with a Thankfulnels equal to that which I 
** Ihould have felt and exprefled for the Gift had 
** it been made to myfelf, the Wants of the 
Company being at this Time of equal Con* 
** cern to me as my own. Let him underltand 
this ^ubjedt rightly, and he will fee in my 
** Rcfufal, thus qualified, the moft convincing 
** Proofs of my Fricndlhip for him, and a Re* 
«* gard for his intereft.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the faid Major Palmer and Major Davy, 
having proceeded to Lucknow on the faid Agea* 
cy, and having, in purfuance of the faid In- 
C c a (Irufliona, 
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AruAionSy made fuch Application to the faid 
Nabob Vizier as is therein directed relative 
to the faid Ten Lacks, the faid Nabob Vizier 
did write a Letter, bearing Date Twenty-third 
Auguft, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-two, to the faid Warren Haftings, in« 
which, after mentioning the Application made 
to him by the faid Major Palmer and Major 
Davy refpeding the faid Ten Lacks of Ru- 
pees, the fiid Vizier did refer, for his Anfwer 
thereto, to a Letter he had written to the faid 
Major Palmer. And the faid Warren Haftings 
fays, that^lie faid Letter from the faid Nabob 
Vizier to the faid Major Palmer, lb referred to, 
is in the Words following; 

** ON the Subjedl of Ten Lacks of Ru- 
** pees, you repeatedly have faid that the Na?* 
•* wab Governor’s Pleafure is, that I Ibould 
•* give them for the Expences of the Com- 
•* pany’s Sircar. The Nawab Governor’s Will 
** is binding upon me. I can make no Excufes. 
** Take Ten Lacks of Rupees for the Expence 
of the Compan . ’s Sircar but you have laid, 
** that if I am willing to aflift the Affairs of 
“ the Company’s Sircar, you will fulfil my Re- 
** queft agreeably to the Paper. As the Na- 
« wab Gc'vernor’s Permiffion is arrived with 
♦* refpeft to the Two Points of which you have 
** fpoken, I agree to both of them, and will 
♦* give, for the Expences of the Company’s 
“ Sircar, Ten Lacks of Rupees this Year, and 
** Six Lacks of Rupees yearly, ’in lieu of Re- 
giments, upon Condition that 1 obtain my 
“ Requeft and Authority. It is proper that 
r* you adjuft my Reqoefts agreeably to a Paper 

»♦ upon 
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** upbn which the Nawab Governor has given 
** Orders, and reftore me to the Management 
** of every Concern,** 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the faid Nabob Vizier did, in and by his faid 
Letter to the faid Warren Haftings, urge fcveral 
Reafons for not furnifhing a Loan of Sixty Lacks 
of Rup'^es, with which he was required to aflift 
the Eaft India Company. And the laid Warren 
Haftings admits, that it does not appear in the 
Correfpondence between the faid Vizier and the 
faid Warren Haftings, whether tlTeVaid Vizier 
did or did not advance the faid Ten Lacks for 
the Ufe of the Eaft India Company, as he was 
requefted and had promifed to do j nor docs it 
appear whether or not any Anfwer was written 
immediately by the laid Warren Haftings to the 
Letter of the hiid Vizier. And the faid Warren 
Haftings, though he has no particular Kecolleo* 
tion on the Subjeff, is induced to believe that he 
did not ani'wer luth L.etter i as, in a Letter from 
the faid Warren Haftings to the faid Nabob 
Vizier, dated Ninth September, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Eighty-two, the faid Warren 
Haftings did ftate as follows : ** My late Illnefs 
** has caufed a Delay in fending the Anfwer to 
«« your Xeveral Letters. I am now, thank God, 
** recovering} and have come a few Miles above 
** Calcutta for the Change of Air upon the 
** River.** And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he was, about that Time, attacked with a 
fevere Illnefs, from which he did not recover for 
the Space of fome Months. And the faid War- 
ren Haftings further fays, he believes that tlie 
afprefaid Letter from the Yiaier to the faid War- 
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ren Haftings had been communicated to the le-' 
verai Members of the Supreme Council^ and 
was depofited in the proper Office, and open for 
their Infpe&ion at the Time of the aforefaid En- 
quiry } and the Contents thereof more fulljr 
known to. every Member of the faid Board4 
And the faid Warren Haftings denies, that any * 
Paper, relative to the Matters aforelaid, which 
it was his Duty to have produced, was ever fup* 
prefied or withheld by him, pr that he had the 
leaA Defire to fupprefs or withhold from the 
other Members of the Supreme Council, or from 
the Eaft In^ia Company, the Whole or any Part 
of any Paper or Letter from the faid Vizier re- 
lative to the Matters aforefaid. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he has purpofely left the Evidence relative to 
the Matters aforefaid in a State of Contradidlion 
or Obfeurity, or that he has involved the fame 
in Myftery, or that he has been guilty of any 
intentional Omiffion relative thereto, or that 
he did or doth wilfully and criminally omit tp 
produce or withhold the full Correrpondenoe 
touching the fame, or any Part thereof, or of 
any Agents in she faid Trania&ions. And <ihe 
faid Warren Haftings avers, that the faid Ten 
Lacks of Rupees, mentioned by the faid Na- 
bob Vizier in his aforefaid Letter to the faid 
Warren Haftings and the faid Major Palmer, 
are. the identical Sum oftered to the faid Na>- 
. thaniel Middleton } and he fubmits, chat it 
doth fufficiently appear to be fo. And the faid 
Warren Haftings, admitting that a Governor 
General is bound to takp care, fo far as in him 
lies, that .the Management and Accounts of the 
1 Eaft 
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E^^India Company’s Revenues ■«ntfufted to 
his Care, or whatever may afied the fame, 
mediately or immediately, Ihould be kept in 
a Manner clear, open, and diftinA; and that 
a Governor General is alfo bound to the Ob- 
fervance of fuch other Points of Duty as are 
in the faid Fourteenth Article in that Behalf 
iet forth; denies, that he has in any Manner 
deviated therefrom, or that he has been guilty 
of any of the criminal Ads, Offences, or Mif* 
condud in the faid Fourteenth Article charged, 
or that the whole, or any Part of the Condud 
of the faid Warren Haftings, ii^ the Matters 
in the faid Fourteenth Article meiftioned, was 
of fuch Nature, or had fuch Tendency or Ef- 
fed, or was calculated to produce fuch EfTed, 
as in the laid Article is fee fortli. 


FIFTEENTH ARTICLE. 

TN Anfwer to the Fifteenth Article, the faid 
^ Warren Haftings, denying that he did enter- 
tain any fuch Opinions, Views, or Motives, as 
are therein ftated, and craving Leave to refer to 
the Anfwers he has already made to fuch the 
Allegations therein contained as have been by 
him already anfwered, fays, that in or about 
the Month of March, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty-two, an Account was made up 
at the Prefidency of Fort William, by William 
Larkins Efquire, the Accountant General to the 
Eaft India Company at the faid Prefidency, in 
the Courfe of his official Duty ; in which Ac- 
count 
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count vrere contained certain Articles of Charge 
upon the faid Vizier, which the faid Nabob was 
juftly liable to pay, and which did amount to 
about the Sum of Four hundred thoufand 
Pounds } and the faid Account having been 
tranfmitted by Order of the Board of Council 
to Nathaniel Middleton Efquire, then Reii> 
dent at Lucknow, the fame was fubmitted to 
the Examination of the proper OfEcers of the 
faid Nabob } and having been examined by 
them, the Articles of Charge on the Nabob 
were allowed, but certain Counter-claims were 
fet up on Part of the Nabob. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the faid Counter-claims being communi- 
cated to the Governor General and Council, 
were duly inveftigated, and the faid Accounts 
were afterwards fettled, and the exaff Balance 
due to the faid Company afcertained. And the 
faid Warren Haftings fays, that he did, as his 
Duty required, demand Payment of the Amount 
of the Debt which was juftly due to the faid 
Company from the faid Nabob; and he denier 
that he took any Means to recover the fame, 
or purfued any Conduct in refped thereto, con- 
trary to, or inconfiftent with, his Duty. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Debt due from the faid Vizier to the 
Company did, in the Year One thoufand Seven 
hundred and £ighry-two, amount to a con- 
fiderable Sum of Money *, and that, in order 
to difcharge the fame, the faid Governor Ge- 
neral and Council were informed by the faid 
Briftow, that the (aid Nabob bad borrowed 

Money 
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MohCT at the ufual Intereft of his Country; 
but he denies that the faid Debt had been oc- 
cafiobed by enforcing any unjuft Denaands made 
on the Part of the Company> or any Perfons 
in their Employ ; and he denies that any fuch 
were made or enforced. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that having quitted India on the Firft Febru* 
ary. One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty* 
Fve. he cannot, from his own Knowledge, fet 
forth the State of the Account between the faid 
Company and the faid Nabob finccMthat Period; 
but he does not believe that fuch Co^equences 
did arife from the Company’s Demands on the 
faid Nabob, afFcding his Country and Govern- 
ment, as in the faid Article are ftatedj and he 
denies that the faid Demands were brought 
forward with any fuch Views as are therein fet 
forth. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings, craving 
l..eave to refer to the Anfwer he has already 
made in refpefb to the Deputation to Lucknow 
of Major Palmer and Major Davy, in the faid 
Article mentioned, denies that he ever did au> 
thorize or inftrutft the faid Major Palmer or the 
faid Major Davy to make any fuch Demand of 
a Loan 'from the faid Vizier as in the faid 
Article is ftated; but he fays be did inftruft 
the faid Major Palmer as follows : ** I defire 
** you to endeavour to obtain from the Mi- 
** nifters, and from Almafs Alii Cawn, fuch 
** Sums of Money as they can fpare from their 
** own Means, or raife by their Credit upon 
** Loan for the Service of the Company. To 
D d « effea 
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*' efFedt this, it will be necefiary to convince 
** them, that they will be no I.ofers by it, 
** but that on the contrary their Property will 
acquire a Security from being lodged in the 
** Company's Funds. Explain to them the 
“ Nature of the Company’s Intcreft, Notes, 
** and the Means of Credit by which they pafs . 
** in Circulation, and are transferable from the 
** original to other fucceflive Proprietors, fo as 
** to give them a juft Idea of the Tenure and 
** of the equal Footing on which native, alien, 
*' and Britilh Proprietors ftand in Poflcinon of 
** them. the fame Time it will be proper 
to apprTze them of the Fluftuation of their 
current Value, which it would be criminal to 
** fupprefs. You may aftlire them that when 
** Peace is reftored to our Eftablilhment, and 
** our Expences are confequently diminilhed, 
** the Debt will be gradually paid off, as a 
former Debt contraded before my Appoint- 
“ ment to the Government, to a much larger 
Amount, was difcharged in the Courfe of 
** Two Years within your own Remembrance ; 
** and that the eftimated Value of the Notes 
** will rife to the Kates of their fpecific Sums, 
“ and even above them, on the Profpeft of 
“ Payment; fo that the Proprietors will be 
** fubjedted to no Lofs, unleis they lhall chufe 
to part with their Property in the Notes 
** during the intermediate Times of our Ina- 
** bility to difeharge them, the annual Intereft 
** due in the Interval being duly and punc- 
** tually paid. I have no Doubt of their Fi> 
delity, but it can be no way fo ftrongly 
Ihewn, nor the Company's Support of them 
** be fo ftrongly engaged, as by the Afliftance 

V requinrd,” 
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“ required.” And with refpedl to the Demand 
charged in the laid Articles to have been made, 
that the faid Vizier (hould take Four Battalions 
of the Company’s Troops into his Pay for the 
Colledlion of his Revenue, the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that. Application having been 
'made in or about the Month of March, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and £ighty-two, by 
the faid Vizier to the Governor General and 
Council, for certain Troops to be Rationed for 
the Defence of the Nabob’s internal Domi- 
nions, and no fpecihe Anfwer having been given 
to the faid Application, the faid Major Palmer 
was inftrufled to confer with the Nabob on the 
faid Subject, who then exprelTing an Unwilling- 
nefs to have the faid Meafure carried into Exe- 
cution, it was immediately abandoned. 

AND the faid Warren HaRings fays, that 
he never did falfely or evafivcly deny, or en- 
deavour to explain away, any Share he aftually 
had in the above Proceedings ; and he denies 
that he was ever guilty of any Falfehood or 
Hvafion on the Subject. 

AND he admits, that he did not call the 
faid Major Palmer, or the faid Major Davy,* to 
account fur their Conduct in the Tranfaftions 
aforefaid, believing then, as he now does, that 
they had not done any Aft which made it in- 
cumbent upon him lb to do.

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SIXTEENTH ARTICLE. 


1 N Anfwcr to the Sixteenth Article, the faid 
Warren Haftings, denying that he did ever 
entertain any fuch Deflgn, or was actuated by 
any Inch Motive, or was guilty of any fuch 
criminal Adts as are, in the Introdudlion to the 
laid Article, 0ated, fays, that Almas Ali Khan, 
therein rnt:ntioned, did farm confiderable Dif* 
trids in the Dominions of the Nabob of Oude, 
and was a Perfon of great Influence and Power 
therein. And the laid Warren Haftings fays, 
that at various Times, previous to the Twenty- 
third of Odober, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-two, he had received Information, 
which he believed to be true, that the faid Almas 
Ali Khan was at the Head of a confiderable and 
powerful Force, at a Time when the Dominions 
of the Nabob were allb, in other Refpeds, in 
great Difordcr and Confufion, and that he was 
in a State of Rebellion, and had retreated with 
the faid Force, and a confiderable Treafure, to 
the Confines of the faid Dominions. And the 
faid Warren Haftings fays, that he. made a 
Reprefentation to the Minifter of the faid Vizier, 
concerning the faid Condud of the faid Almas 
Ali Khan, and that the Vackeel of the faid 
Vizier did receive, at Calcutta, a Perwannah, 
purporting to have been fent by the faid Vizier, 
the Contents of which were communicated to 
him the faid Warren Haftings, and which 
reprefented the Information before received by 

the 
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the (liid Warren Haftings, touching the faid 
Almas Ali Khan, to be falfe and without Found- 
ation : But the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he had, at that Time, good Reafon to believe 
the Contents of the Perwannah itfclf to be, in 
this and other Refpe£ks, untrue. And the faid 
Warren Haftings further fays, that he was after- 
wards informed that the faid Almas Ali Khan 
did return to the Capital of the faid Vizier, under 
an Engagement for his peribnal Safety. And 
the faid VYarren Haftings further fays, that on or 
about the Twenty-third of 06bober, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and £ighty-t>^, ijeing then 
abfent from Calcutta for the Recovery of his 
Health, he did, in confequence of a Reference 
made to him from the Board of Council, draw 
up certain Inftrudions for John Briftow Efquirc, 
then Refident at the Court of Oude, containing, 
amongft other Things, the following Para- 
graph : ** The Means by which Almas Ally 
** Cawn has been permitted to acquire In- 
** dependency have been long feen, and the 
** Eifedls of it foretold by every Perfon ac- 
** quainted with the State of that Govern- 
** ment, except thofe immediately interefted 
** in it. The late Reftdent has been his con- 
ftant Advocate ; and I lately underftand 
** that,, however truly, the Minifter difclaims 
** all Concern in this imprudent Meafure. It 
** is very extraordinary that his Defe(ftion, his 
** Retreat to the Frontier, the fubfequent Ne- 
** gociations which pafled between him and 
r* the Nabob, the Engagements concluded be- 
« - tween them, which refemble more a Treaty 
** between equal States than a Tranfaftion be- 
ef tween a Sovereign and bis Vaftal, have all 

** paired. 
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paired, without the leaft Communication or 
“ Report of them made to me by the Relidcnt, 
“ or his AlTiftant, or the Minifter ; and in a 
“ Letter which I have lately received from the 
“ Nabob, the Minifter has had the Prefump- 
tion to make the Nabob declare the whole 
** to be falfe and without Foundation, and to 
** affirm that every Part of his Dominion 
** enjoyed the nioft perfeft Peace and Tran- 
** quillity. Upon this Subjefi: the Behaviour 
** of the Minifter is fo reprehen fible, that I 
**’ think it incumbent upon me to let him know 
my Senj^im'^nts of it; it will at leaft Ihew 
*' him how thin the Veil is by which he covers 
his own Ads, and that fuch Artiiices will only 
tend to make them the more criminal, from 
** the Falfchood and Duplicity with which they 
“ are alFociated. As for Almas Ally Cawn 
“ himfelf, the Policy which has been obferved 
towards him has been fcandaloully deroga> 
“ tory from the Nabob’s Dignity and Intereft, 
** and hurtful to the Reputation of our Go- 
** vernment, as far as it is connedcd with it. 
** If any Engagement lhall adually fublift be- 
** tween them at the Time you have Charge 
“ of the Refidency, it muft, however excep- 
** tionable, be faithfully obferved ; but if he 
** has been guilty of any criminal OSence to 
the Nabob his Mafter, for which no Immu- 
** nity is provided in the Engagement, or he 
** lhall break any one of the Conditions of it, I 
** do moft ftridiy enjoin you, and it muft be 
** your fpecial Care, to endeavour, either by 
** Force or Surprize, fo fecure his Perfon and 
** bring him to Juftice; by bringing him to 
** Juftice 1 mean, that you urge the Nabob, 
6 “ on 
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due ConvidUon, to ptinilh him with Death, 
** as a necelTary Example to deter others from 
** the Commi^on of the like Criiries ; nor 
** muft you defift, till this is effedled. I cannot 
’* prefcribe the Means; but, to guard tnyfelf 
** againft that Obloquy to which I may be ex- 
pofed by a forced Mifconftruftion of this 
Order by thofe who may hereafter be cm- 
** ployed in fearching our Records for Cavils 
** and Informations againft me, I think it 
proper to forbid, and proteft againft the Ufe 
** of, any fraudulent ArtiBce or Treachery, 
** to accomplilh the End which* I have pre- 
** fcribed ; and as you alone are prTvy to the 
** Order, you will of courfe obferve the ftriftcft 
** Secrecy, that it may not tranfpirc; but I 
** repeat my Recommendation of it as one 
** of the firft and moft eflential Duties of 
** your Office.** 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the faid Inftrudlions being laid before 
the Board of Council at Calcutta, for their 
Approval and Correction, they did unanimoudy 
approve of the fame, and ordered that they 
(hould be copied fair, and difpatched to the 
faid Briftow, which was accordingly done. 
And the faid Warren Haftings denies, that, 
at the Time the faid InftruCtions were given, 
he knew of any fuch Engagement on the Bare 
of the faid Vizier with the faid Almas Ali 
Khan, as in the faid Sixteenth Article is ftated, 
or that the faid InftruCtions to the faid Briftow 
were of fuch Nature or Tendency, or that the 
Conduftof the faid Warren Haftings in refpedl 
thereof was fuch as in the faid Sixteenth Ar- 
ticle 
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tide is dated, or that he was in any Manner 
criminal in refped thereof. And the faid 
Warren Hadings fays, that the faid Bridow 
did repreient that he had not attempted to feize 
upon the Perfon of the faid Almas AH Khan, 
declaring that, inafmuch as the faid Almas 
All Khan had returned to Lucknow, under a 
pofitive Engagement of perfonal Safety, fuch 
a Meafure would have been conHdered an 
Ad of Treachery, and was therefore, as be 
the faid Bridow did alfo declare, peremptorily 
forbidden by the faid Indrudions. And the 
laid Warren Hadings fays, that the faid Bridow 
did afterwards tranfmit to the Board of Council 
iundry Complaints and Documents refpeding 
fucli Subjeds as arc in the faid Article dated ; 
and tlic faid Board did thereupon dired an 
Enquiry to be made as to the Truth thereof; 
and he admits, that he did, on the Fird of Ja> 
nuary, One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty- 
four, write a l.etter to the faid Almas Ali 
Khan, containing Expreflion of Favour and 
J^rotedion, and dating, that he did not give 
Credit to the Accufaiions againd him *, which 
Letter, lie avers, was in the then State of 
public Adairs proper and neceflary. And the 
laid Warren Hadings denies, that, after going 
to L.uckuow, he did inveli the faid Almas 
Ali Khan with any Power whatever; but he 
lays that the faid Almas Ali Khan was by the 
faid Vizier continued in the fame Authority as 
he had before poiTciicd. 

AND the faid Warren Hidings believes it 
to be true, that previous to the Arrival of the 
faid Warren Hading at Lucknow as aforefaid, 

the 
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the fiild Almas Ali Khan had held his Farms of 
Revenue from Year to Years and the laid 
Warren Haftings fays, that fome Time in the 
Month of July, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty>four, the faid Vizier did midte a 
Settlement of his Country with his Aumeens or 
ColleAors, and amongft the reft with the faid 
Almas, for a Term of Five, and in fome In- 
ftances. Six Years; but the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings denies, that the faid Settlement with the 
faid Almas was of fuch Nature as in the faid 
Sixteenth Article is ftated : And h^further fays, 
that a Sum of Money, amounting tb Fifteen 
Lacks of Rupees, was afterwards, on the Sug- 
geftion of him the faid Warren Haftings, ad- 
vanced by way of Loan to the faid Nabob 
Vizier by the faid Almas, concerning which the 
faid Warren Haftings did, in a Letter to the 
Court of Direftors, dated the Thirtieth of April, 
One thouland Seven hundred and Eighty-four, 
write as follows : ** The Third Article (mean- 
** ing the faid Loan) was obtained by my own 
** Suggeftion from Almas Ali Khan, who com- 
** plied cheerfully and without Hefitation there- 
** with, confidering it as an Evidence feafonably 

offered for the general Refutation of the 
** Charges of Perfidy and Difloyalty which 
** have been fo laborioufly urged againft him, 
** and carried at one Time to an Excefs which 
** bad nearly driven him to abandon the 
** Country for the Prefervation of his Life and 
** Honour, and thus to give a Colour to the 
“ Charges thcmfelves.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, 

• that filch his Reprefentation was falfe, or that 
£ e he 
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he had snjr Intention therein to deceive the 
Court of Dire£tors, or that, to bis Knowledge 
or Belief, the faid Almas had at the Time of 
fucb Reprefentation neglected to pay up the 
regular Inftalments ftipulated by the Terms of 
his Leafe } or that the faid Warren Haftings was 
in the Whole, or any Part of the faid T ranfadlion, 
guilty of any fuch Mifcondudt as in the faid 
Sixteenth Article is fuggeded, or of any Crime 
or Mifdcmeanour whatfoever. 


SEVENTEENTH ARTICLE.. 


1 N Anfwer to the Seventeenth Article, the 
faid Warren Haftings fays, he believes it 
to be true, that the Laws and Cuftoms of the 
Haft allow a Plurality of Wives and Concubines, 
and the Families of the Princes of Indoftan are 
generally numerous ; but the faid Warren Ha- 
Itings denies that the Sons of the faid Princes are 
all equal in Dignity, of whatfoever Mothers 
they may have been born. And he fays, that 
by the faid Laws and Cuftoms the Mainte> 
nance of fuch Families does entirely depend 
upon the Will and Pleafure of the reigning 
Sovereign •, tlie ftid Warren Haftings denying, 
however, that he polfelTed the whole Power 
and Dominion of the Nabob of Oude, or that 
he was in Juftice or Duty bound to take care 
that a due Provifion Ihould be made for the 
Brothers and Sifters of the faid Nabob, admits 
that he did not interpofe for the Purpofe of pro* 
cujri.ng any ether Provifion for the faid Brothers 
i; and 
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and kk^r Relations of the faid Nabob than 
what he the faid Nabob had himfelf actually al- 
lotted. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he cannot fet forth what Allowances were made 
to the fuppt^ed Relations of the laid Nabob, 
nor how Inch Allowances were paid, nor the 
Numl^cr or refpedfivc Ages of thole Relations: 
But he denies that any Defalcation of their Main- 
tenance, if luch there was, proceeded from any 
fuch Cautes as are in the faid Seventeenth Ar- 
ticle ftated : And, with refpeft to the laid Sur- 
geon, of the Name of Thomas, in the faid 
Article mentioned, the faid Warren Haftings de- 
nies that the faid Thomas was patronized by 
him the faid Warren Haftings, or that any Al- 
lowance to him did in any Manner arife from ' 
the Interference or Recommendation of him the 
faid Warren Haftings ; but he fays, that the 
Allowances made to the faid Thomas, by the 
faid Vizier, were fuch as the faid Vizier did of 
himfelf think proper to make ; the faid Thomas, 
although he was not then perfonally known to 
the faid Warren Haftings, having been, at the 
exprels Defire of Shuja Dowla, the late Vizier, 
lent up to Lucknow, to attend him and his 
Houfchohl* and to furnilh Medicines for them 
and fuch of his Subjefts as might require his 
Afliftance. And, as to the ftippofed Salary and 
Emoluments ftated in the laid Seventeenth 
Article to have been paid to Major William Pal- 
mer therein mentioned, the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings fays that the fame. If any fuch were paid, 
were paid without the Knowledge, Privity, or 
Lea Recom- 
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Recommendation of him the find Warren Ha- 
Rings. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
in or about the Month of July, in the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Ei^ty-three, a 
Paper was received, inclofed in a Letter to the 
Governor General and Council, from Mr. Bri* 
Row, purporting to be a Tranflation of a Let- 
ter from Three Brothers of the faid Vizier, in 
which they did reprefent themfeves to be in 
DiRrefs for dry Bread and Cloaths •, but whether 
fuch DiRrefs' aAually exiRed, and was relieved 
by the faid BriRow, the faid Warren HaRings 
cannot fei forth. 

A N D the faid Warren HaRings further fays, 
that fome Time in the Month of September, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty«four, 
the faid Warren HaRings being then at Be- 
nires, did receive Information that Mirza Hyder 
Ally was arrived there } and the faid Warren 
HaRings not knowing before that Time that 
there was any fuch Perfon, did write to the Na« 
bob Vizier to the Purport or Effect following : 
** A few Days fince I learnt that a Perfon called 
** Mirza Hyder Ally was arrived at Benares, 
** and called himielf a Son of the dcce^fed Na*- 
** bob Bhuja. Dowla ; and 1 was alfo told that 
** he came from Fyzabad % as 1 did not know 
** whether he left Fyzabad with or without 
.«* your Confenr, I therefore did not pay him 

much Attention ; and I now trouble you to 
** give me every Information on this Sullied, 
” how he came here, and what your Intentioas 

” are 
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** lian; about- him » he remains here in great 
** Diftrefs } and 1 therefore wifli to know your 
** Sentiments.** 

AN D the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that having received an Anfwer from the faid 
Vizier, he did, on or about the Thirteenth of 
Oftober, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
£ighty>four, inclofe the fame in a Letter to 
the faid Mirza, of which Letter the following 
is a Copy : ** An Anfwer is arrived to what 1 
** wrote, on your Account, to the Nabob Vi- 
** zter, which 1 enclofe to you.* leaving read 
** it, you will fend it back. 1 conceive you 
** had better go to the Nabob Vizier*s Prefence, 
** who will certainly afford you Protedlion and 
** Affiftance. I will write what is proper to 
** carry with you to the Nabob, and it will, in 
** every Reff^, be for your Good. Whatr 
** ever may be your Intention on this Head, 
** you will write to me.’* And the faid Warren 
Haftings fubmits, that it was no Part of his 
Duty, as Governor Genera), to interfere with 
the faid Vizier on Behalf of the fkid Mirza, or 
to obtain from the faid Vizier any fpecific AfTu- 
rances on the SubjeA. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that be was informed that Mirza Jungli, 
in the faid Article alfo mentioned, did leave his 
native Country in Diftrefs, and did go to Mirza 
Shuffy Khan, in the faid Article alfo mentioned. 
And the faid Warren Haftings likewife admits 
he was informed, that tfhr laid Mirza Jungli did 
afterwards leave the faid Mirza Shufty Khan, 
and repair to the Camp of Mahdajee Scindia, 
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with a view of obtaining fome Eftablilhtnent 
for himlclf and Followers. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that in certain Letters written by David 
Anderibn Elquire, and John Briftow Efquire, 
it was reprefented that the faid Mirza Jungli 
did apply to the faid Briftow, through the faid 
Anderfon, then on an Embafly in the Camp 
of the faid Scindia; and that in conlcquence 
thereof the faid Briftow did, amongft other 
Things, apply to the faid Nabob Vizier for a 
ceruin Ali^watTce to be made to the faid Mirza, 
and for the regular Payment thereof ; and that 
a certain Allowance was accordingly fettled by 
the laid Vizier un the faid Mirza. And the 
faid Warren Haftings fays, that Information 
of the above Tranfactions was tranfmitted to 
the Board of Council, and that a Letter from 
the faid Vizier was received on the Twenty- 
third of Auguft, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-two, containing certain Keprefenta- 
rions of the Diftrclfes of himi'elf and his Fa- 
mily. And he admits, that no Order was made 
by him the faid Warren Haftings for the Provi- 
fion of any of the faid Family, or for the Re- 
turn of the faid Mirza. But the faid Warren 
Haftings denies that he was guilty of any 
Cruelty, Inhumanity, or Corruption, or of any 
Mifconducl whatfoever, in the Matters aforc- 
faid, 

AND the faid W’arren Haftings further 
fays, that about the Beginning ot the Year 
'One thousand Seven hundred and Eighty-four, 
faid Mirza did apply by Letter to him . 

the 
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tlic ^aid Warren Hafttngs, to ufe Itis Endea- 
vours with the faid Nabob touching the Bufinefs 
of his the faid Mirza’s Jaghire. And the faid 
Warren Mailings fays, that he did in Anfwer 
thereto inform the faid Mirza, that he conceived 
it improper to trouble the laid Vizier on the 
Subjed, confidering the heavy Expences and 
Dillrelles of his the faid Vizier’s Government 
at the Time of the faid Application to him 
the faid Warren Mailings by the faid Mirza. 
But he denies that fuch Expences and DiftrelTes 
were occafioned by any Intrigues or Mifcon- 
du£l of him the faid Warren nafti'^gs. 

AND the faid Warren Mattings further 
fays. That on the Twenty-ninth of January, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-lbur, 
after the Recal of the faid Brittow, he the faid 
Briftow did tranfmit to the Governor General 
and Council Two Letters, one dated Twenty- 
eighth of December, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty- three, the other Seventh of 
January, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-four, purporting to be written by the 
faid Nabob Behadre, addrelTtd to him the faid 
Brittow, to the 1 Jfrd in the laid Article ttated. 
And the faid Warren Mailings admits, that 
when .at Lucknow he did not inttitutc any En- 
quiry into the fuppoled Tranfadion in the faid 
^venteenth Article Hated i or make any Or- 
der concerning the faid Behadre ; and he denies 
that it was his Duty fo to do. 

AND the faid Warren Mattings denies, 
that in refpeft of all or any of .the Matters 
in the faid Article ttated, he has been guilty of 

any 
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way crimioa] NegleA or Omifllion, or of ony 
Mifconduft wh«tioever } or thac he was or is 
refponfible for the Piftrefles therein fuppoibd 
CO have exifted » or that he did bring any Dif* 
grace on the f»d Nabob} or in any Manner 
difcredit or dilbonour the Juftice or Humanity 
of the Britijh Name. 


EIGHTEENTH ARTICLE 


AND t)ie faid Warren Haftings, in Anfwer 
to the faid Eighteenth Article^ fays, that he 
has frequently expreilM his Diiapprobation of the 
Syllem of Interference in Oude by means of an 
Englifh Reftdent, and thac he did originally op> 
pole the Incrodudion thereof ; but he denies it 
to have been his Doty to have wholly declined 
fuch Interference after the Syftem of fuch In- 
terference was eftablilhed, or to have adled in 
refpeA to the fame in any other Manner, or 
upon any other Principles, than thofe by which 
he was bound to regiilate his Condudl in re- 
fpe£t to other Matters entrufted to his Difcra- 
tion. And the fitid Warren Haftings fays, that 
fuch Interference was continued with the Ap- 
probation of the Governor General and Coun- 
cil, be the faid Warren Haltings being Go- 
vernor General } but he denies chat he ever en- 
tertained any fuch corrupt Views as are in the 
faid Article in that Behalf imputed to him. 
And he fays, that the faid Governor General and 
Council did from Time to Time, as che Public 
Service required, regulate and diftribute the 

Funflions 
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l^un^iui tn'd Powers of the Ifeverii} Eoglilh 
Agents by them employed on that Seryice^ but 
he denies that he ever did^ without alSgning a 
Kealbn for fuch Meafure, or by his foie Autho- 
rity) and without the Concurrence of the Board* 
remove any Perfon intrufted with fuch Agency. 
AND the faid Warren Haftitigs denies* that 
the faid Mr. Middleton was recalhKi at the Time* 
or upon the Occafiont referred to in the faid Ar- 
ticle : But he fays* that the faid Middleton* by 
a Letter addrefled to the Governor General ana 
Council* on the Twenty-third o^ Auguft* Orie 
thoufand Seven hundred and Sevent>%nine* did 
afle leave to rcGgn his Office ; and his Kefigna- 
tion was thereupon accepted. And the faid War^* 
ren Haftings denies that Mr. Holea was ever ap- 
pointed* or by him agreed to be appointed* to 
the Kefidency at Oude; or did* as the faid War- 
ren Haftings believes* ever aft as Reftdent : And 
he further lays* that Mr. Furling did* foon after 
the Keiignation of the faid Mr. Middleton* fuc* 
ceed to the Relidency at Oude* under the Ap- 
pointment of the Board* and continue th’ereiA 
until he was afterwards removed from* and Mr* 
Briftow was appointed to* the faid Office* iii 
the Month of Oftober, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Eighty* by a Refolution of the 
Board* in which the faid Warren Haftings did 
not concur. And be denies* that* upoh the 
Removal of Mr. Purling* Mr. Middleton was 
reftored to or continued in that Qtfice* fingly^ 
for a Yeais or as is ftated in the laid Article* Ot 
for any other Period of 

And the faid Wj^reft Haftings admits 
that Mr. Briftow* at she Period f&erred to in 
V f the 
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the raid Article, came to England, and 
tained the Orders of the Court of Direftors 
for his Reinftatement } and that he the fald 
Warren Haftings did, under the Circumftances, 
and for the Reafons Rated in his feveral Mi- 
nutes of the Second and Third of OAober, 
One thou&nd Seven hundred and Eighty, and 
to which he craves Leave to refer, propofe, and 
the Board did reiotve, to limit Mr. Briftow*s 
Appointment folely to the CotiduA of fuch 
political Negociations, Correfpondcnce, and 
TranfaAions, as that Government might then, 
or at any future Period, be engaged in with the 
Vizier; and that he Ihould, in no Shape, interfere 
in any Matters refpeAing the Company’s Pecu- 
niary Engagements with his Excellency} and 
that Mr. Nathaniel Middleton fhouid be ap- 
pointed Agent, on the Part of Government, for 
receiving, colleAing, and managing the Tun- 
caws, or Alignments, which bad been, or 
might thereafter be, granted by the Nabob for 
the Liquidation of the Claims of that Govern- 
ment upon him ; and that he ihould be further 
intrufted with the Adjuftment of the Accounts 
and Dilburfements relative thereto; and that 
he ihould be direAly anfwerable to the Au- 
thority and Orders of the Governor General and 
Council, and in no KefpeA whatever dependant 
on, or conneAed with, the Office of Re(tdent< 
And he denies that the Appointments laft 
mentioned had the Tendency, or were of the 
Nature, Rated in the laid Article. AN D the 
faid Warren Hafltngs denies that he ever neg- 
leAed to anfwer any' Letter of the faid BriRovr 
which it concerned the Duties of his Situation 
or the public InteieR that he ihould have 
lo anfwercdt 
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taTwendt or that he neglected to give hiip anjr 
liiftruftion which be ought to have given, or 
that he prevented the Nabob from conferring 
with him on any Affairs whatfoever, as ajlcdged 
}A the faid ArtUJe* 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies that 
the faid Briftow was afterwards removed upon 
a Pretence only that he was difagreeable to the 
Nabob i for he fays that he was removed by the 
Governor General and Council, the laid War- 
ren Haftings being then Governor General, in 
xon&quence, amongft other Things, of «n urgent 
Kcqueft for that Purpofe contained in a Letter 
from the Nnbob, received by the faid Warren 
Haftings on the Twentieth of May, One chou- 
iand Seven hundred and £ighcy*four, and by 
him laid before the Board. And the faid War- 
ren Haftings avers, that the Removal of the 
faid Briftow was, in the then Situation of the 
Affairs of the Company and the faid Nabob, a 
proper and expedient Meafure, 

AND the laid Warren Haftings fays, 
(hat the laid Middleton was afterwards by 
the Governor General and Council, the faid 
Warren Haftings being then Governor Ge- 
neral, ro-appointed to the O^cc of Refident, 
together with Mr. Johnflon as his Alfift- 
ant therein ; and that Mr. Briftow was af- 
terwards again appointed by the Governor 
General and Council, the faid Warren Haftings 
being then Governor General, to be ReOdenf 
at Oude. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he did, in a Letter addrefted by him to 
(he Court of Pireftors, and dated the Twen- 
F f a tteth 
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tieth of March, One thoofand hundred 
and Jfightyrtbree, declare M fbHoairt : ** When 
** the State of thjs Adminiftracion was inch as 
*> feecned to admit of the Appointment, with- 
** out much Diminution of my own Influence, 
I gladly feized the Occaflon, to (hew my 
** Readinefs to fubmit to your Commands. I 
propofed his Nomination (meaning the No- 
** mination of the faid Briftow) : He was no- 
** minated, and declared to be the Agent of 
♦♦ my own Choice.** And the faid Warren 
Haftings did^ in the faid better, farther repre- 
fent to the laid Court of Directors in what Man- 
ner he apprehended that fuch Diminution of his 
Influence would be detrimental to the Affairs 
of the Company : But for the full and particular 
Contents of the faid Letter, the faid Warren 
Haftings craves Leave to refer thereto, when 
the fame (ball be hereafter produced- 

AN D the faid Warren Haflings fays, that 
he divl, in a Letter to the Vizier, declare to 
the EffcCl ftated in the laid Article, in order 
to obviate the mifehievous Confetjuences which 
he apprehended might follow from the apparent 
Diminution of his Authoriy. 

AND the faid Warren HaftitigS fays, that 
Mr. teriftow was afterwards removed by the Au-* 
thority of the Oovernor General and CounciU 
be the faid Warren Haftings being then Goi 
vernor General ; but he denies that he^d, by 
means of fuch Removal, llcek to obtaii^;ff^ did 
in EflIeA obtain, the Aid Office Refloat for 
himfelf, or that he did eWef perform the Func- 
tion 6f the fsM Oflke himfw$ but he fays that 

the 
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fbe £ii|i Briftow was removed for Reafons fuf- 
ficiemly authorizing fuch Removal; and for an 
Account of fuch Reafons, as well as for die 
Proceedings of the Board upon chat Oecafion, 
the faid Warren Haftings craves Leave to refer 
to his Anfwer to the Nineteenth Article herein- 
after made. And the faid Warren Haftings 
lays, that he did, early in the Year One thou- 
iand Seven hundred and Eighty-four, proceed 
to Lucknow, for the Purpofe of regulating 
the Company's Intereft in the Province of 
Oude, at the Invitation of the Vizier, and 
under the Authority and Delegatton of the Go* 
vernmenc of Bengal. AND the fa^ Wamn 
Haftings, denying that he left the Office of 
Reftdent in the PofteHion of Major Palmer in 
the faid Article mentioned, fays, that upon hit 
Return from Lucknow, in the Month of Au- 
gull, One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty* 
four. Major Palmer was left by him in Chaige 
of certain Public Concerns there. And the faid 
Warren Haftings denies that he ever fought or 
entertained any fuch Objeft or Purpofes as are 
dated in the faid Article, or that he ever ufurped 
the foie, imm<^iate, or ^rfonal Nomination of 
public Relidents, fuch Refidents having been 
in every InftanCe appointed and removed by the 
Boards And he further denies that he ever 
changed them at bis own arbitrary Pleafure. 
And the faid Warren Haftings admits that he 
wrote to, and received from, Perlbns occaGonallf 
bearing the Office of Relident at Oude, fundry 
Private Letters which are not entered on the 
Public Confultaeions. ATid he denies that he was 
by Law bound ib to have entered the fame. 
And he demes, that in any laftance in which 
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he produced ExtraAs of fuch Correfpondeoce 
he was by Law required to make any further 
or other Communication of fuch Correfpond? 
ence than he aAually made in fuch Inftance, 
And be denies, that in refpedb thereto, he was 
aAuated bjr any Gnifter, cMrupt, or improper 
yiews or DeGgns whatfoever. 

A N D the &id Warren HaGings fays, that 
he did occafionally correfpond and commu- 
nicate with the Refidents at Oude for the Time 
being, by means of various Perfons} but he 
denies that hu Conduft in this Rcfpeft was iq 
any Manfier improper. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did by his InGuence prevail with the laid 
Vizier originally to appoint the faid Hyder Beg 
Khan to & his Minifter, or to continue him 
in that OGice againft the Will of him the laid 
Vizier. And the faid Warren Haftings adr 
mits that the faid Hyder Beg Khan did in a 
Letter, dated the Seventh of April, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and £ighty>three, being at 
a Time long fubfequent to his Appointment 
to the Office of Minifter to the faid Nabob, ufe 
fuch Expreffions of Obedience and Submiffion 
to the faid Warren Haftings, and mal^e fuch 
Declarations, as are in the faid Article Gated ; 
but he denies that the faid Hyder Beg Khan 
was in fa6t dependant upon him the faid War- 
ren Haftings, or that the faid Declaration of 
the faid Hyder Beg was by him meant in the 
Senfe which the I'erms of that Declaration 
literally imports hut for his. true Meaning 
therein, the laid Warren Haftings craves Leave 

to 
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to fefer to the Letter of the faid Hjrder Beg, 
containing the fame, when it (hall be hereafter 
produced. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings adoiita,' 
that he did declare his Belief that the faid 
Hyder Beg Khan had affixed the Name and 
Seal of the Nabob to Letters without his 
Confent, and that the. Nabob was in Efiefta 
Cypher in his Hands* 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he has occaftonally diiapproved and endeavoured 
to controul the ConduA of the faid ijyder Beg, 
with whofe Adminiftration of the Government of 
Oude the Interefts of the Eaft India Company 
were in fome Refpedts materially conne^ed. 
And the faid Warren Haftings, as to the Me- 
naces in the faid Article fuppoled to have been 
held out by him to the laid Hyder Beg Khan, 
fays, that he did, in a certain Letter to the 
faid Hyder Beg Khan, which he prefumcs to 
be alluded to by the laid Article, exprefs him- 
felf as follows: ** As the lirft EfteA of your 
** Exertions, I require that the Balance which 
** is due to the Company be fully cleared by 
** the End of the Year, fo that not an Anna 
** lhalljemain in Arrears.— >1 have a Right to 
** exaft this Return to the Confidence which 
** the World has leen me place in you, and 
** to the good Offices which the Kriendlhip 
** of the Nabob Vizier has enabled me to afford 
** yout^If I am difappointed, you will impofe 
** on me the painful anti humiliating Neceffity 
**. of acknowledging to him that 1 have been 
** deceived, and of recommending the Exami- 
l* nation of yourConduA to bis Juftice, both 

« for 
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** for the Redrefs of his own and the Coni^ 
■* pany’s Grievances, and for the Injury fuftain* 
** ed by both in their mutual Connexion.** And 
the faid Warren Haftings fubmits, that neither 
the Objeft or the Terms of this Reprefenta* 
tion were in any RefpeA improper. And the 
faid Warren Halting fays, that he did, in certain 
Inftrudtions to Major Palmer, dated the Sixth 
of May, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
£ighty>two, ftate, amongft other Things, as tbl- 
lows : ** You may alTure the Nabob that we will 
** never interfere in his AdTairs beyond his own 

Oefirc not make any Claim upon him but 
** fur what may remain of his Debt to the Com- 
** pany, the Payment of his Subfidy, and of 
** the future Charges incurred by other De- 
** tachments employed at his Requifition, and 
** for his Defence. Much Delicacy and Caution 
** will be required in your Declarations on this 
** Subjed, left they Ihould be conftrued to ex^ 
** tend to an immediate Change in the Admi- 
** niftration of his Affairs, or to the Inftru- 
** mems of it } their Perfons muft be confldered 
**■ as facred, whilft they aft with the Participa* 
** tion of our Influence.** 

AND the faid Wafren Haftings lays, that 
he did, in the Difcharge of his official Duty^ 
hold Communications through different Perfons 
with the faid Hyder Beg Khan and the faid Na- 
bob; but he denies that he did, contrary to Law 
or his Duty, omit to produce any fuch Commu- 
nications, or any Parc thereof; and he fays, 
that he did, at difiendit Times receive varkius 
Complaints from the faid Hyder Beg ag|ainft 
Briciu Refidents in Oude, all which Complsintt 
were laid before the Beard of Council, ana werd 
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by thenb proceeded upon as the Nature of fuch 
Complaints required. AUt the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings denies, that he did aft thereupon in fuch 
Manner as in the faid Article is lifted. And 
he further denies, that he did unlawfully, or 
contrary to his Duty, or with any of the Views, 
or for any of the Purpofes, ftated in the faid 
Article, fend up to Lucknow the faid Major 
Palmer and Major Davy; but he admits, that 
he did, in certain Letters to the Vizier, make 
ufe of the Expreflions concerning Major Palmer 
Hated in the laid Article. And the/aid Warren 
Haftings denies that he did tranfmit, trough 
the faid Agents, divers ].ctters to the faid 
Minifter, or the faid Nabob, of which the Pub> 
lie Refidents did not receive any Copy or Tranf- 
lation, or of the Contents of which they were 
not authentically informed j and he fays that, 
in Letters to the faid Nabob, and to the faid 
Hyder Beg, entered on the Public Confulta- 
tions, there do appear References to the faid 
Major Palmer/ but not to the faid Major Davy, 
for further Information ; and he denies, that 
any Letters have been illegally or impro{)erIy by 
him fupprelTed, or that he ever did, without due 
Ejeamination of their refpeefive Merits or De- 
merits, take part either with the Refident or 
Minifter,*or wilfully, or for any evil Purpofe, 
in any Manner abet or ferment any Difturbances 
or DiHraftions whatlbever. AND the faid 
Warren Haflings fays. That he did, in confe- 
quence of certain Accounts which lie had then 
lately received of the Negleft and Mifeonduft 
of the faid Hyder Beg Khan, write to the faid 
Hyder Beg Khan fuch Letter of Complaint and 
Remonftrance as is referred to, in the faid 
G g Article, 
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Article, and already in Part recited in this 
Anfwcr, and to which he craves Leave to refer: 
And that he afterwards received a Letter from 
the laid Major Palmer to the Effeft ftated in the 
faid Article, and that he did tranfmit to the 
Board of Council a Letter from the fiid Hyder 
Beg to tiie laid Major Davy, containing Chaises 
againft the faid Johnltone; and he fays, that 
as well in confequence of thofe Letters, as of 
various other Informations received by him 
relative to the diftrafled State of the Vizier’s 
Country, the Truth whereof the faid Warren 
Hallingl had Reafon to believe, and which 
appeared to him to prove the Neglefl of the then 
acting Relident, he did recommend to the Board 
at Calcutta (which he was then unable from 
lllnefs to attend perfonally) to order the faid 
Johnfon immediately down to Calcutta, and 
that the Commanding OlEcer at Cawnpore 
Ihould be direfled, in cafe of the Difobedience 
of Mr. Johnfon, to fee the Orders of the Board 
enforced ; and he further exprelTed his Opinion, 
that a Copy of the Orders of the Board Ihould 
be tranfmitted to Mr. Middleton, that he might 
likewife alTill in the Execution of them ; which 
Recommendation of the faid Warren Haftings, 
the Board accordingly adopted. And the faid 
Warren Haftings denies, that he had at any for- 
mer l ime received any Charges againft Mr. 
Johnllon of a Nature equally alarming with thofe 
contained in the Letters herein laft mentioned. 
AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that he 
did, after the Keca! of Mr. Johnfon, on the 
Twentieth of Odober, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Kighty-two, in a Letter of that Date, 
exprefs his Difapprobation of the Conduct of 
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the f^id Hyder Beg Khan. Bat he fays, that 
the Subjeft of fuch Letter was wholly foreign 
to any Matter of Charge againft the faid John- 
fon, and unconnected with the Cauies of his 
Removal. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he did in a Letter dated the Twenty- 
fecond of September, One thoufand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty>two, and to which Letter he 
prays Leave M refer, recommend to the Board 
the Kecal of the faid Middleton, on certain 
Grounds therein (fated. And he did, in his 
faid Letter, (fate, that the faid Middleton had 
failed in his Duty in not having carried into 
Execution the Conditions and Spirit of^he faid 
Treaty. But he denies that fuch Kecal was 
contrary to good Faith, or that he did ever 
make any fuch Jfromife, as in the faid Article 
is (fated. 

AND the faid Warren Hadings denies that 
he did, by ail or any of the fuppoled Means 
(fated in the faid Article, ever throw any Diffi- 
culties or Difeouragements in the Way of any 
ReGdent} or that he was guilty of any fuch 
Conduct with refpeA thereto, as is (fated in 
the faid Article } or that he did upon any fuch 
fuppofed Syifem, or under the Influence of fuch 
fuppofet^ Motives, as are in the faid Article 
fuggelfed, or in any other Manner whatfoever, 
ever weaken or render odious the Britifh Govern- 
ment; dilturb or dilfraff the Government of 
Oude, diforder the Company’s Aflairs, protradf 
the Payment of the Debt due to the faid Com- 
pany from the faid Nabbb, or give any In- 
citement to Rapacity or Peculation, as in the 
faid Article is charged again(t him.

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NINETEENTH ARTICLE. 


TN Anfwer to the Nineteenth Article, the faid 
Warren Haftings fays, that in the Month of 
September, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-two, believing the Affairs ot Oude to 
have been long in all ill Condition, owing to the 
Mifmanagetnent that prevailed therein, and to 
other ^ufcs', he did write the following Letter 
to the Council General at Fort, William, bear- 
ing Date, upon the Ganges near Tookfagore, 
Twenty-fecond September, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Eighty-two, at which Place he was 
then confined by lllnels : 

** Gentlemen, 

** A few Days before my prefent Indifpofition 
** commenced, 1 informed you, that I was forty 
*' to find that the Refident at the Vizier’s Court 
** had evidently failed in his Duty to this Go- 
vcrnment, in [not having carried into Execu- 
** tion the Conditions and Spirit of the late 
“ Treaty with the Vizier. I had farther the 
*'■ Mortification to be obliged to inform you, 
** that neither the Refident, nor his Deputy in 
** his Abfence, had communicated to me the 
** Confufions which had arifen in the Vizier’s 
** Dominions from a NegleA or Violation of the 
“ Treaty. The Letters which 1 wrote in con- 
** fequence of fuch' Mifmanagement to the 
** Refident, and to the aAing Minifter of the 
V Vizier^ were laid before you and approved. 

Upon 
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** tjpon the fame Occafion I obferved to you, 
** that the Obftacle which oppofed itfelf to tlie 
** Nomination of Mr. Briftow to the RefideiK- 
** Ihip at Oude no longer exifted *, it was remov* 
** ed by my having vindicated what muft ever 
** be efteemed one of the neceflary Privileges of 
** this Government. I had the Pleafure of 
** finding, upon the mod impartial Enquiry, 
that the ConduA gf Mr. Briftow, during his 
“ former Refidence at the Court of the Vizier, 
** had been proper and attentive. I accord- 
** ingly wifhed to recommend him to fucceed 
the prefent Reftdent, provided the Vizier had 
no reafonable Objedlions to his Ap^tntment. 
** I have now great Satisfaction in informing 
** you, that my Letter to the acting Minifter 
** of the Vizier has bad the happieft EifeCt in 
** realizing the heavy Balances due to the Com- 
** pany from Oude*, and it is faid, that the 
** prefent Kefident and his Deputy are brought 
to a proper Senfe of their Duty to the Com- 
“ pany. But as in every Aft of my Admini- 
ftration of the Affairs of the Company, I never 
** had an Objeft in View but their permanent 
** Intereft, as far as my Judgment could direft 
** me } and as Prejudice in favour of thole in 
** whom 1 have confided, or againft thofe who 
«* oppofed me, vanilh .^In my Mind when the 
** Good of the Service requires it, I now wi(h 
you to recal Mr. Middleton from the Court 
** of the Vizier, and to appoint Mr. Briftow in 
** his room. My weak State of Health obliges 
“ me to diftate this Letter from my Bed •, yet 
■* I cannot but add, that your Inftruftions to 
** Mr. Briftow (hould be ftrong -and pofitive 
** upon Three Points: Firft, that he Ihould al- 

it ^jjyi 
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** ways Ihcw every'poflible RefpeA to the Vizier 
** and his Family; Secondly, that he fliould 
** take the moft effectual Steps for fecuring all 
** that may remain unpaid of the Company’s 
** Balances ; Thirdly, that the Security and in> 
** ternal Peace of the Vizier’s Dominions, and 
** the Happinefs of the People, (hould be con- 
** tinually in his View; and that he (hould 
communicate fully and freely with this Go- 
** vernment upon thofe Su'bje^ts. The State of 
** my Health requires my proceeding farther up 
** the River, and I (hall communicate to Mr. 
** Brillow, with your Approbation, any more 
partirv}(ir Inilrudions that may occur to me, 
and that I may be able to fend him.” 

AND the faid Warren Haftings (ays, that 
the faid Board of Council in the (aid Month of 
September, One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-two, in conformity to the Recommend- 
ation of the faid Warren Haftings, rcfolved to 
recal the faid Nathaniel Middleton Efquire im- 
mediately from the Vizier’s Court, and to ap- 
point the faid John Briflow Efquire to fuccecd 
the faid Middleton in the Office of Refident at 
the faid Vizier’s Court. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that, in confequence of a Reference from the 
faid Board, fundry Inftruflions for the Condufl; 
of the faid Briftow in his faid Office, were drawn 
up by the faid Warren Haftings, on the Twenty- 
lecond Odlober, One thoufand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-two, and fubmitted to the Board for 
Corredion and Approval, and were, by Order of 
the Board, tranfmitced to Mr. Briftow by their 
4 Secretary ; 
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Secrei!ary ; but he dentes that it was thereby in- 
tended to inveft the faid Briftow with the Power 
of reformings by his own Authority, and with- 
out the Confent and Approbation of the faid 
Nabob Vizier, the Abufes which prevailed in 
the faid Nabob's Dominions; or that the faid 
Warren Haftings did, in £fFc6t and Subftancc, 
authorize or require the faid Briftow to exercife 
all the FunAions of Government ; and the faid 
Warren Haftings, as to the Particulars of the 
written InftruAions by him given to tiie faid 
Briftow, from which certain Pacts or Excrafts 
are, in the faid Nineteenth Article,Siet. forth, 
craves Leave to refer your Lordfhips to the faid 
Inftruftions, when the fame (ball be hereafter 
produced: And he fays, that the faid Inftruftions 
were in the then State of the Dominions of 
Oude, according to the Opinion which the faid 
Warren Haftings then entertained of fuch State, 
proper and neceftary to be given. And the faid 
Warren Haftings did alfo give the faid Briftow 
fundry verbal Inftruftions, in which the faid 
Briftow was, amongft other Things, enjoined to 
treat the faid Nabob Vizier with every poftible 
Delicacy, Conciliation, and Attention: But the 
faid Warren Haftings denies that either the faid 
written or verbal Inftruftions were intended to 
have, dr had, in faff, fuch Meaning or Eftefl, or 
were intended to convey, or did, in faft, convey, 
fuch Powers to the faid Briftow, as are in the 
faid Nineteenth Article ftated. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he was bound to give all due Support to the faid 
Briftow, fo long as he performed the Duty of his 
faid Office, and fo long as it was confident with 

the 
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the Public Welfare, that he fhould continue to 
hold the fame. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies, that 
he did conceive any Animolity againft the faid 
Briftow, on account of his original Appointment 
to O/Hce, or that he did feem to relent, or did, 
in fafl, refent, any Claim the faid Briftow had 
to O/Hcc} or that he did contrive, in any 
Manner, to betray or injure, or that he did ever, 
in fa£b, betray or injure, the faid Briftow. And 
the faid Warren Haftings alfo denies, that he 
did contrive, fbr any Porpofe whatfoever, to 
increa(c,'^r that he did, in fa£(, increafe, any 
Diforders in Oude *, or that he ever entertained 
any of the corrupt or felf*interefted Purpofes by 
the faid Article imputed to him; or that he 
did ever endeavour to counterad any proper 
Endeavours of the faid Briftow to procure a 
Refortnation of the faid Diforders, or that the 
faid Warren Haftings did uphold or maintain 
the faid Hyder Beg Khan in OppoGtion to all or 
any of the neceflary Plans of Reform, by himfelf 
the faid Warren Haftings ordered nor direAed. 

AND the faid Warren Flaftings fays, that 
he did order the faid Briftow to endeavour to 
obtain an early and minute Information of the 
State of the Provinces of Oude efpecially, and 
the reft; of the Nabob Vizier’s Dominions, and 
to report the Refult of his Enquiries to the 
Governor General and Council, and that it was 
the Duty of the faid Briftow to inform the faid 
Governor General and Council, from Time to 
Time, of the Progrefs made in the Execution 
of the aforefaid InftruAions, and the Obftruc- 
tions he might meet with therein. And the 

faid 
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faid Warren Haftings admits alfo, that he had 
made it an Article of Accufation againft the 
iormer Relidcnt Middleton, that he had not 
regularly correlponded with the Governor Gev 
neral and Council ^ but he denies that the faid 
Brilfow did diligently and properly purfue the 
Objects entrufttd to his Carej or that he did 
faithfully reprefent to him the fcveral Matters 
in the laid Nineteenths Article in that Behalf 
Rated. And the faid Warren Haftings further 
fays, that relying on keiTefentations made 
by the faid Briftow, which h^ afterwards 
found to be partial and defefbive, he djdcon> 
cur with the Board of Council, in a Cettcr^ 
bearing Date the Third Day of March, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-three, 
approving certain Meafures of the laid Briftow 
therein referred tO) but he denies that he fecretly 
gave, or countenanced others to give, an Oppo- 
iicion to the faid Meafures of the laid Briftow i 
though he admits that he did pubiickly in Coun- 
cil, as Governor General, exprefs his entire Dif- 
approbation of many of the Meafures of the 
faid Briftow, when the fame came under the 
Confideration of the Board } and that he did 
alfo, from Time to Time, propofe in Council 
fucli other Meafures as appeared to him necef- 
fary and, proper for preventing the evil Con- 
Jequences of the Meafures adopted by the laid 
Briftow. And the laid Warren Haftings fays, 
that he did not carry on any Private Cor- 
refpondence with the faid Briftow didinff from 
that of the Board; but tjie laid Warren Ha- 
ftings fays, that the Public Communicatioo 
and Correfpoodence between the faid Brillow 
and the faid Wacren Haftings, as Governor 
H h Gene- 
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Gejieral, and the Council, was conllantty kept 
up during the whole Time that the faid 
Briftow continued to hold the faid Office of 
Refident; and the faid Warren Haftings did 
repeatedly and ftrongly prefs the Board of 
Council to form and fend fuch InftrufHons 
and Direffiona to the faid Briftow as they might 
judge to be neceflary and proper. And the 
laid Warren Haftings denies that he was guilty 
of any Omiffion, Neglect, or Delay in this 
Behalfi AND the faid Warren Haftings de* 
nies that he did, for the Purpofe of preventing 
the Council from giving a Support to any ne> 
ceftary Reforms in Oude, or for any other Pur- 
pofe, malicioufly, wilfully, perBdioufly, orfraudu- 
lently, or againft Law or his Duty, hold back 
any Letter whatfoever } but he admits that a 
Letter was received from the faid Briftow, bearing 
Date the Twelfth December, One thoulknd 
Seven hundred and £ighty-two, which Letter was 
immediately or foon after Ikewn to the feveral 
Members of Council. AND the faid Warren 
Haftings admits, that the faid Briftow, in his 
iaid Letter of the Twelfth December, and in 
other Letters addrelled to the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, of the leveral Dates in the faid Article 
in that Behalf mentioned, did make fundry 
Complaints refpefiing the faid Hyder Beg 
KhaO} which Letters, with their Inclofures, 
being leparately addrefted to the faid Warren 
Haftings, were not entered on the Proceedings 
of the faid Board of Council till the Twenty-^ 
irft April, Ono thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eigh^Hchree : But the faid Warren Haftings 
doilies that he difregarded the Reprefentations 
of the laid Briftow. AND the laid Warren 

Haftings 
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Hafting^ further fays, that having received 
Two Leners from the faid Nabob Viaier, 
containing various Complaints and Charges 
againll the faid Briftow, and reprelenting the 
Mealures purfued by the faid Briftow to be 
an Ulurpation on his the faid Nabob’s Autho- 
rity, but which Meafures the faid Warren Ha- 
yings denies to have been purfued under any 
Authority from him th^faid Warren Haftings, 
did, on the faid Twenty-firft of April, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and £ighty>threr, as 
he conceived it was his l)uty to do, produce 
and fqbmit to the Confideration of the Coun- 
cil the faid Two Letters of the faid^lilabob 
Vizier, together with the aforefaid Six Letters 
from the laid Briftow, and Three Letters from 
the faid Hyder Beg Khan. 

AND the faid Warren Ballings admits that 
he did afterwards produce to the Council va- 
rious other Letters from the faid Nabob, from 
Time to Time, as they were received, containing 
repeated Complaints and Charges againll the 
faid Briftow, who, on his Part, wrote to the 
faid Board of Council various Letters of Com- 
plaint againll the faid Nabob Vizier and the 
faid Hyder Beg Khan. 

AND the faid Warren Ballings, craving 
Leave, as before, to refer to the faid written in* 
ftruAions to the faid Briftow hereinbefore men- 
tioned, and allb craving Leave to refer to a cer? 
tain Letter addrefled to the faid Hyder Beg 
Khan, by the faid WarreA Ballings, which the 
laid Briftow was empowered, if he ftould think 
Br, to deliver to the faid Hyder Beg Khan, and 
H h 2 from 
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from which certain Paflages are fUted in ths 
faid Nineteenth Article» relative to the faid 
Hyder Be^ Khan and the fiid Nabob Vi;ier, 
the laid Warren Hadin^'S fays that he did, 
upon mature Deliberation, and after having 
carefully examined all the Information he was 
able to procure, conGder the aforefaid I etters 
from the faid Nabob as his own, and as written 
fr-o n Impreflions on his, the faid Nabob’s own 
Mind i and he denies that the fame were of 
fueh Nature or Tendency as in the faid Nine- 
teenth Article is (fated, or that the Declarations 
of the faid Warren i ladings, in the faid Ninc- 
tecntlv'Article alluded to, were propeily appli- 
cable to them, or that he had in this Cate any 
Keafon to confidcr the faid 1. etters as written 
to promote the Interells of the Giid Hyder, and 
not the Independency of the faid Vizier. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings admits that 
he received fcveral Letters from the faid Hyder 
Beg Khan, containing various Complaints and 
Charges againft the faid Bridow, which the (aid 
Wanen Hadings having fubmitted to the Con- 
(ideration of the Board, the fame were entered 
on their Proceedings} and the faid Warren Ha- 
dings, for the fcveral Contents thereof, craves 
Leave to refer to the fame : And he defies that 
he confidered the faid Letters as amounting to 
Proofs of all the Fa^Is related in them, or that, 
in forming his Judgment upon them, he omitted 
to give to every Circumdance that could pro- 
perly operate againd the Credit of any of the 
Lid Letters its due Weight } but the faid War- 
ren Hadings fubmiis that it was the Duty of 
the laid Warren Hadings, and the Coun*

cil, to Veccivc the faid Letters, and to pay At- 
tention thereto, as forming a necel&ry Part of 
the Information by which the Meafurea of the 
laid Governor General and Council were to be 
governed: And the faid Warren Haftings denies 
that the faid Hyder Beg Khan, and the faid 
Palmer, could properly be confidered in the 
Light in which they ate reprelented in the 
Paid Nineteenth Article, or that the faid Warren 
1 fadings did in any Manner violate of difregard 
Deepey or Jullice, ‘or that he did attempt to 
deprive the faid Kefident of hi| OtHce, in the 
Manner (laced in the faid Article, 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
on laying the aforefaid Letters before the Roard, 
on the I'wenty-iirft April, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Eighty-three, he delivered a 
Minute, in the following Words: “The Go-' 
“ vernor General lays- before- the Board the 
“ accompanying Letters and Papers rcccivetl' 
“ from the Nabob Viaier, and his Minifter 
“ Hyder Beg Khan, containing various Com-' 
“ plaints and Charges againft Mr. Briftow, for 
** Acts laid to be done by him, in his official 
** CharaAer, fin^e his laft Appointment of 
“ Minifter at the Court of Lucknow, and 
“ grosjnded on the Inftrudtions given to him by 
the Board, through the Governor General. 
** The Governor General defires the Board to 
confider the delicate Situation in which he 
“ ftands, both with refpeft to the Nabob Vizier 
** and Mr. Briftow, and which they well know 
** CO be particularly diicrefling, on an Occafion 
“ of this Nature. He wifhes, for this Keafon, 
to follow the Line which they may preicr'ibe, 

“ rather 
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** rather than recommend what in his Judg« 
** ment may be requiike to the feveral Points 
** offered to their Deliberation in thele Papers }- 
** and (hall waif fpr their Opinion upon them, 
** be/pre he delivers his own, if the Board, in 
** Relief to him, will admit of this Mode for 
** the Difculfion of the general Subjeft. The 
** Governor General defires that his Inftruc* 
** tions given to Mr. Briftow, which were read 
'* to the Members of the Board, and minuted, 
** in Confultation, on the Twenty-fourth Oc» 

tober laff, may be now entered, and prefixed 
** to the^^com[)anying Letters.” 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings further fays, 
that the Council having taken no Notice of the 
afbrefaid Letters, he did again draw their At- 
tention, to the fame, on the Nineteenth May, 
One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-three, 
by a Minute, in the following Words : ** 1 
** b^ leave to remind the Board of the Papers 
** which I laid before them on the Twenty-firfi; 

of April, refpeAing the Complaints preferred 
** by the Nabob Vizier againft Mr. Briftow. 
** The Fa<^s, as ftated in thefe Complaints, are 
** certainly Ufurpations of the Authority and 
** even of the Sovereignty of the Nabob Vizier. 
*' They are affirmed to have been juffifted by 
** an Appeal to my loftruAions. It therefore 
** becomes me moft particularly to endeavour 
** to redrefs them, or to remove the Grounds 
** on which they are faid to have been produ- 
** ced i for which Effei^ 1 do, in the Firfl; Place, 
** difavow having given him any InftruAions 
** intended for fuch Purpofes ; and, in the Sc- 
** cond, 1 do, as it is my Duty, move the Board 
12 “ to 
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** uy (tanfmit to Mr. Briilow the Papers contain^ 
** iog the Charges againft him, to reqoire him 
** to reply to them i and, in the mean Time, 
** if be (hall have appointed any Perfon or Per- 
** fons to the Charge of the Offices appertaining 
** to the Adminiftration of the Nabob Vizier, 
** that he do immediately revoke the Appoint- 
** ment, and confine himfeif folely to the Charge 
** of fuch Affairs |s appertain to the Com- 

pany, in the Department fpecially allotted to 
** him, leaving to the Nabob Vizier the entire 
** and uncontrolled Management of his own 
** Concerns.” • 

AND the faid Warren Hafiings fays, that 
the Members of Council did in their feveral Mi- 
nutes delivered on that Occafion declsfe« afiibngfl; 
other Things, their Opinions, that the faid 
Briftow fliould be called upon for his Defence, 
in Anfwer to the Charges made againft him. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
further Letters of Complaints having ixen re- 
ceived and laid before tlie Board on the follow- 
ing Day, the faid Warren Haftings did on a 
Minute on the T wenty-fecond May, One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty-three, declare, 
that l)je meant not to condemn Mr. Briftow, nor 
was his Accufer: That it was highly proper 
and regular that he fhould be furnifhed with the 
Complaints which had been preferred againft 
him, and bis Defence received, or Time allowed 
to make ir, before any Mesfures were taken 
with refpeft to him fferfonally, or his Office. 
And the faid Warren Haftings did alfo declate, 
that he did repeat the Motion which be had al- 
ready 
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ready niiad<i to the Board, ittnt Mr.' Briftov^ 
Ihouid be furhi(hed of the Papers 

containing the Charges againft him : That the 
Board fhould require him to reply to diem ; 
which the Board did accordingly rdblve add 
order. 

AND the faid Warren Mailings fays, that 
fome Time having elapfcd. without any Anfwer 
received from the faid Briftow^ the faid WatreO 
Mailings did, on the Twenty-fourth July*' One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-three, de- 
liver the follotving Minute : ** i complain to 
“ the Cuard of the Difrefpeft which has been 
** (hewn to it, and Difobedience to its Com- 
** mands, by Mr. Brillow. Six complete Weeks 
** have elapfed iince he acknowledged the 
“ Receipt of the Orders of the Twenty-ninth 
** May, which required him to reply to the 
** Charges preferred againft him by the Nabob 
of Oude. To theie he has not yet replied, 
** but either remains in the Poffeffion of an 
ufurped Derpotifm, fcandalbus to this Go^ 
** vernment permitting it, or treats its Autho- 
** rity with an infolent and prefuming ItidiSer- 
** ence, by a Silence equally culpable, whether 
he is innocent or p,uilty of the Facts of which 
♦* he has been accul'ed, or of the Criminality 
** imputed to them. Perimps Mr. Briftow may 
** wim to avail himlelf of the Principle which 
** forbids that any Man Ihall be condemned 
** unheard, to ■ withhold his Defence until he 
«* (hall either have exceeded the Period which 
** has been fo repeatedlj^ portended for the Clofe 
** of the prefent Government, or until he (hall 
** have concerted other Means for eluding the 

« Effedk 
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** £9e^ of ill loquiiy t in tbc mean Time the 
** Juftiae-of the Boud it liabie to be amujoed 
■* bf hifleniig AiohDeUja. It it new Fonr 
*< .Mbttihs fiace the Nabob Vieier trenfoaicted 
** hit Grievancet to me, and more .than Three 
** fince they were formally made known to 
** the Board. On thefe Grounds I hope the 
** Boaed will agree with me in the ReIwuQon 
** of bringing this aBufindt to a Decifion* 
** wkfaoiM fu&ring it to depend qn the longer 
** PleafuM of Mr. Briftow ) and that they will 
** allow me to bring it beibre their Notice for 
** that Purpofe on Udonday nexc.^ 

AND the faid Warren Haftings did on the 
Twenty-eighth of the fame Month of July 
deliver the following Minute : *' Coidbrmably 
** to the Declaration made and recorded by me 
** in Confuhation of the Twenty-fourth inftaii% 
*' I now move, That Mr. Briftow, for Oifrerpedt 
** of the Board and Difobedience of the Letter 

written to him by the Board on the Twenty- 
** ninth of May, and acknowledged by him on 
** the Thirteenth June, in having to this Time 
<( avoided or neglected to reply to the fame, 
** be removed and recalled trom his Station 
** and Office at Lucknow." But the faid 
WsiTMik Haftings fays, that his laid Propofal 
was negatived by tbe Board. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings,. as to tbe 
Particulars of the feveral other Minutes deli- 
vered in Confultation ot^the aforefaid Subjefi, 
craves Leave to refer your Lordftiips to the 
fame, as entered on the Confulutions of the 
Governor General and Couoci} of Fort William. 

li And 
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And the faid Warren Haftings (aya» that eott* 
ceiving the faid Briftow to have perverted the 
Seiifc of the aforelaid Inftru^tions in every 
Application of thenn, and to have totally neg- 
lefted to obey their obvious Meanings he did 
On the Twenty-eighth OAober, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Eighty-three, writt to the 
laid Briftow, declaring that fuch were no longer 
the Inftruflions of hiov the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, and that they ftiould not be vouched as 
any Authority from him, and required the faid 
Briftow to ce^le to aft under them as fuch. But 
die jfaid Warren Haftings fays, that previous 
to theWritingof fuch Letter he had repeatedly 
called upon the Board of Council to furnifti the 
faid Briftow with other Inftruftions adapted to 
the Opinion which they entertained of the Con- 
duft proper to be purfued by the faid Briftow. 
And the faid .Warren Haftings denies that he 
did leave the faid Briftow entangled in any Plots 
or Confpiracies of any Agents or Inftruments of 
him the faid Warren Haftings } or that to his 
Knowledge or Belief any Plots or Confpiracies 
of any'Kind were formed by any Agents or In- 
ftruments of him the faid Warren Haftings. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denying 
that, in any of the Proceedings refpefting the 
faid. Briftow, he was aftuated in as^^ Man- 
ner by the Views or Motives in the faid Nine- 
teenth Article ftated, and humbly craving 
Leave to refer your Lordfliips for his An-^ 
fwer as to fo much of the. laid Nineteenth 
Anicle as relates tq the Delegation or Com- 
miftion given to the faid Warren Haftings, to 
aft for the whole Board in Oude in the Month 
of January, Oiie thoufand Seven hundred and 

Eighty- 
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Kghqr«four, to his Anfwer on that Sabjeft in 
the nritc Article of Impeachment, herein alter 
£rt forth, the laid Warren Haffings dentdl, 
that he caufed anf Accufations to be renewed 
againft thefaid Briftow, either on the Part ci 
the faid Nabob Vizier, or the faid Hyder Beg, 
or any other Perfon or Perfons, or that he 
conduded himfelf in an unjuft, violent, or 
intemperate Manner, or that he ufed any 
Partiality with regard to the Accufers of the 
faid Briftow, or aded under any Prejudice 
againft the accufed, or that he was guilty of

And 
the &id Warren Haftings, denying that he did 
caufe_qr foment any Difcontents or Diforders, 
or that he did, by any fuch fuppofed Ads or 
Violences aa are in the laid Nineteenth Artidn 
ftated, or by any other unwarrantable or im- 
proper Ads whatfoever, obtain the Removal 
of the faid Briftow from his laid Office of 
Refident, or the Delegation of himfelf the 
faid Warren Haftings to the Court of Oude, 
or his Appointment to any Office whatfoever ( 
lie »nd 
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and the faid Warren Haftinga &ji^ that tSie 
Governor General and Council did, in de 
Month of Dceember,. One thoufimd Seven ha»- 
dred.and fiighty-three, refidve to remove die 
faid Briftow front hia laid Office, upon a Con»' 
vi&ion of the Premriet]; and Neceffity of diat

AND the laid Warren Haffings denies, that

Article dated, 
or that he was the Caufb of any Want of So< 
curity to the Property or Lives of the tnha-

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TWENTIETH ARTICLE. 


TN Anfv»er to the Twentieth Article, the faid 
^ Warren Hafttngs fays, that the Nabob 
Viaier being, in the Year Ctoe ThouTand Seven 
hundred and Eighty>tnree, indebted in a larg^ 
Sum of Money to the Eaft India Conopany, and 
having offered to find Security for the Payment 
thereof, as well as for the Demand of the current 
Year, on condition that John Briftow Squire, 
then Refident at his Court, and William Cow- 
per Efquire, Afliftant to the faid Briftow* 
Ihould be recalled, and the Refideney at his 
Court entirely withdrawn, the faid Warren 
Haftings did, in the Month of July, One thoui* 
fand Seven hundred and Eighty-three, propoie 
that the faid Offer ihould be accepted ; but the 
faid Propofal was, by the Majority of the Board 
of Council, rejeAed. And the faid Warren 
Haftings further fays, that the faid Majority 
did afterwards, by a joint Minute, dated Thiity'> 
firft December, One thoufand Seven hundrra 
and Eighty-three, propofe to accnt the faid 
OfKrXd^on condition that the laid Warren Ha- 
ftings would hold bimfelf refponfible to the faid 
Company and to the Public for the faithful 
Performance of certain Engagements on the 
Part of the faid Vizier and his Minifters, t6 
wit. That the Balance doe to the faid Company 
Aould be paid into theft Treafury by Bills oh 
creditable inkers, pwable Half in One Month 
and the remaining Hdf in Two Months frind 
17 the 
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the Date of the Surrender by the faid Brtftow 
to the faid Vizier of his faid Office ; which Pro> 
pofa) the faid Warren Haftings did decline to 
accq>c» conceiving that it was thereby meant, 
that be Ihould be perfonally refponlible for any 
Failure that might happen of the faid Payments 
within the Time aforefaid. But the faid Mt- 
jority having, in a fubfequent Minute, dated 
Thtrty-firft December, One thoufand Seven 
hunitred and Lighty-thrife, explained the Re- 
fponfibility propofed in the former Minute 
IP mean fuch Obligations as confliituted Re- 
fponfibility in a decided Recommendation of 
any Maafure contrary to the general Opinion of 
the Board t the faid Warren Haftings did agree 
to become fpecially refponGble for the Propriety 
of accepting the Offer made by the faid Vizier 
and his Mioifter fur the Payment of the Balance 
flue to the Company, and for the current Dcr 
mands of the Year, under the exprofs Condition 
that the faid Briftow, and William Cowper 
Elquire, AiCftant to the laid Briftow, Ihould be 
lecalM. And the faid Warren Haftings fays, 
that be did, on or about the Twenty-nrft Ja- 
nuary, One thoufand Seven hundred and Eightyr 
four, receive from th^ Board of Council, 
certain Credentials, whereby be was invefted 
with ^ full Power and Authority of the laid 
Board (fo f^ar as the lame could IcealTy de^ 
kgated) for the AccompUflunent of certain 
Obje&s in the laid Credentials particularly fpe- 
cified. And the laid Warren Haftings admits, 
that be did .proceed to Lucknqw and return 
ID Calcutta on t}ie Bays in the faid Article 
nentioned, And the laid Warren Haftings 
denies, tltat the f^d Cpmmillipn was untieT 

ceftary, 
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or thtt the Expences attending the faid 
Dei^uSon did amount to the Sum of Moocf 
in the faid Article mentioned } but he admits, 
that be did take with him fcveral Engliflk 
Gentlemen ; he denies however, that the Num- 
ber of them was unneceJIkry, or that any Bur- 
then was thereby brought upon the Nabob) or 
that the taking fuch Gentlemen with him waa 
a Meafure repugnant to the Senfe of the In- 
formation which is nated in the faid Article 
to have been fent by him the faid Warren 
Haftings to Edward Wheler Efquire. And the 
faid Warren Hafting fays, that, being at Luck- 
now as aforefaid, he did, in conlequencoof the 
Refolution of the Board herein before men- 
tioned, acquaint the faid Nabob Vizier, that hia 
aforefaid Propofal had been accepted and agreed 
to by the faid Board. And the faid Warren 
Haftings fays, that in the Month of January, 
One thouland Seven hundred and Eighcy-Sve, 
he did, in a Minute of that Date, recommend 
to the faid Board to engage with the faid Vizier, 
that while the faid Vizier continued to fulfil the 
Engagement into which he had entered, no 
Perfon fhould be deputed to reOde in his Court 
but at his own fponuneous Inclination, nor 
fhould any Authority be exercifed within the 
Liqai^s of his Dominions by the Appointment 
or PermifOon of the Board, except fuch as 
(bould be required by the Nabob himfelf from 
the Military Officers ftationed for his Defence 
and the Protedbion of his Country, until the 
Conclulion of the then current Year, or until 
the Orders of the Coutt of Direftors (hould be 
received in conlequence of the Keferences which 
bad been made to them, if fuch Orders fhould

either eojoio or authorize a different CdndttfiL 
AND the iaid Warren Haftiogs hmeiaij fub- 
mits, that the Meafures him purfued with 
the Vizier were well authorized by the Powers 
with which he was then invefted. And he fur* 
xher fayS} that a Claule was, at the Inftance of 
the feveral Aumils, or Perfons taking Farms, 
inferted in their Leafes from the laid Viziei^ 
that the faid Leales Ibou^d be in full Force for 
the complete Term thereof, provided no foreign 
Authority was exercifed over them} or in otim 
Words, that their Engagements ihould ceafe 
whenever they (hould be interrupted in their 
Fundiona by the Interference of a Britifls 
Refident} which Chufe the faid Warren 
Haftings admits was inferted with his Appro> 
bation; but he denies chat the faid Claufe 
was of fuch Nature, or produdive of fuch 
Efieds as are in the faid Article ftated, or 
that the lame was in any Refped unwarrantable 
or illegal. And the faid Warren Haftings 
avers, that the Arrangement by him made and 
recommended, in refped to the Viwr, as herein 
before mendoned, was, in the then Situation of 
the Company’s Affairs, fit and expedient. And 
the faid Warren Haffings denies, that he did 
ever aflign any Reafons for the faid Meafures 
diflionourable to the BritiQi NameorChai;iideri 
or that any Imputations ever thrown upon the 
Britilh Name, Government, or Influence, were 
in any Re^d owing or imputable to any Mif* 
condud or the laid Warren Haftiogs. And he 
further denies, that he did ever endeavour to 
deftroy the Dependande on Britilh Faith, or 
that he did ever attempt to create a Reliance on 
bis own perfonal Faith, in Excluflon or to the 

Preju- 
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Ffeju(S^of a doe Reliance on the Faith of 
the BririA Nation. And the laid Warren He« 
ftings ftnther faya, that Major Palmer, in the 
faid Article mentioned, did continue at Luck- 
now as A^nt to the faid Warren Haftings, on 
the Appointment of him the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings, at the fpecialjnftance and Requeft of the 
Nabobs but not at any fuch Yearly Expence to 
the laid Vizier, known<o the faid Warren Ha-, 
ftings, as is ftated in the faid Article. 

AND the faid Warren Hafting^ denies, that 
he did, on his Return to Calcutta, ftay in the 
City of Benares for the Purpofe in the faid Ar- 
ticle mentioned : But he admits he did remain 
Ibme Time at Benlres; and he avers, that his 
Continuance there during fuch Time, was for 
proper and juftifiable Purpofes. And the laid 
Warren Haffings likewile denies, that he did, af- 
ter his Return to Calcutta as aforefaid, bring for- 
ward Charges againft the faid Briftow, as in the 
faid Article is ftated ; but he fays that he did, 
whilft at Lucknow, tranfmit to the Board certain 
Objedlions made by the faid Vizier to the Ac- 
counts of the faid Briftow, in order that the 
ftid Briftow might give an Anfwer to the fame i 
and an Anfwer was afterwards accordingly de- 
livered *40 to the Board by the faid Briftow, 
which by the faid Board was taken into Con- 
fideration after the Return of the faid Warren 
Haftings to Calcutta. And the faid Warren 
Haftings denies, that he had fettled any Pen- 
fiohers on the Revenues ^f the faid Nabob, 
or that he did corrOptty Itiive, under the 
afoirfud Major Palmer, any Eftablilhment of 
EnsUfli Penfioners, authorized by Nm the faid 
* K k Waycn 
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Warren Haftinga, to be ptud out of tlie’Rev&* 
nues of the faid Nabob. And the faid Warren 
Idaftings aifo denies, that he did in any Man* 
ner prefcrve to himfelf in the Province of the 
faid Nabob any corrupt or improper Influence 
whatever. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings denies* 
that be did give up or abandon the faid Na^ 
bob and his Territories, or the Company's In- 
terefts therein, to the entire Dominion of Hy- 
der Beg Khan, as in the faid Article is ailed- 
•ged. And with refpeA to fuch Part of the 
faid Article as ftates ** that the faid Warren 
** Haflings, by his Agreement, did leave fun- 
** dry of the great Farms of the Revenue in 

the Province of Oude under Almals Ali 
** Khan,” the faid Warren Hading^ humbly 
craves Leave to refer to his Anfwer in this Be- 
half herein before made. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
he did not make any Stipulation with the Vi- 
zier refpeding any of the Perfons in the faid 
Article mentioned ; but be denies that he was 
guilty of any Negleft or Breach of Duty in that 
Kefpeft, or that the faid Perfons were thereby 
expofed to the Refentment of the fauMiyder 
Beg Khan, or that the faid Warren Haftings 
knew any Refentment was entertained by the 
faid Hyder Beg Khan againft thofe Perfons. 

AND the faid Warren Haftings fays, that 
the Bankers, whofe Security was taken for the 
Payment of the faid Debt from the Vizier to 
the Company, were, at the Time of giving 
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foch ^terarity* Perfons of unimpeached Credit 
aod Reiponubility, and the Bills taken from 
the bid Bankers for the faid Debt were all 
duly difcharged, except One, which the faid 
Warren Haffings has been informed was not 
regularly paid when it became due; but which, 
as he has likewife been informed, has fince 
been difcharged. *And the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings denies that the Payment of the faid Debt 
was pretended or deluGve ; and he further de« 
nies that he did take away any Security from 
Gopal Dofs in the faid Article mentioned : But 
the faid Warren Haftings fays, that a Bond hav* 
ing been executed the faid John Briftow, on 
the Part of the faid Company, to the faid Gopal 
Dofs, dated the Eighth of June, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and £ighty*three, for a certain 
Sum of Money advanced by the faid Gopal 
Dofs for the Ule of the faid Company, to be 
repaid from whatever might remain after pro- 
viding for the Company’s neceflary Dilburfe- 
ments, from the Receipts of certain Aifignments 
fpecified in the faid Bond ; and the faid Sum, 
by reafon of the urgent Occafions of the Go- 
vernment not having been duly dilcharged, ac- 
cording to the Condition of the faid Bond, 
cect^ other Arrangements were made by the 
Boartlk of Council with the faid Gopal Dofs for 
the Liquidation of the laid Demand, which was 
afterwards fully fadsfied. And the faid Warren 
Haftings denies that the Credit of the faid 
Company was, in any Refpe^ affedled by any 
of the Maims afbrefaid. , 

AND the faid Warren Haftiiws' denies, thaf 
b? all, or any, of the Meafures aroitfaid; he did 
Kk a dan^cr^ 
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daogeroufly afieft the Paymeoti of 'faecwdiop 
Years, or that the aftual Annoaot of the Dete 
due from the faid Nabob to the faid Company* 
was, in any Manner, imputable to any NegleA 
or MifconduA of the faid Warren Haftings ; or 
that he was, or is, in refpeft of any of the Pre- 
mifes in the faid Article mentioned, guilty of 
any Crime or Mifdemeanoilf whatfoever.

AND as to all other Matters and Things in 
the laid Articles contained, and not herein- 
before particularly anfwcred unto, the faid War- 
ren Haftings fays, he is not guilty of them, or 
any of them, in Manner and Form as the broe 
are charged upon him in and by the faid Ar- 
ticles. And the faid Warren Haftings humbly 
requefts of your Lordlhips, that in this his An- 
fwer to the leveral Matters in the faid Articles 
contained, your Lordflrips will be pleafed to un- 
derftand him to have followed the Order and 
Succellion in which the fame are in the faid Ar- 
ticles arranged and fet forth } and in referring to 
fuch Articles, generally to have referred^to luch 
Parts and Pafl^es thereof , as correfp^d with 
and relate to the Fafts, Circumftaoces, Declara- 
tions, and Expreftions then particularly confi- 
dered and adverted to, and to which Jiis An^ 
fwer IS in fuch Inftances immediately applied } 
and alfo that in all Ciles where the Narration or 
Statement by him in his laid Aidwer given 
touching any Fafts, Circumftances, Declaracionsi 

Of 
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or l^jmreflionsi taiaueriallf varies from or con- 
cradijn the Narriition or Statement of like Fafts, 
Circumftaacea»Declaittiona, or ExpreOSona con- 
tained in tbe fiitd Articles, that he may be on- 
derftood to deny fuch latter Narration or State- 
ment to be true to the Extent in which fuch 
material Variance and Contradiflion exifts. And 
the faid Warren* Haftings humbly hopes, that 
your Lordfliips will^excufe any Imperfeftions 
orDefefts with regard to Expreffion or Form in 
his laid Anfwer} and will permit him, with all 
Humility, to befpeak your Lordihips Candour 
and Indulgence on account of the peculiar Na- 
ture of the fcveral Articles of Impeachment & 
which he apprehends, both as to the Manner in 
which the fame are framed, and the Matter 
which is the Subjeft of them, will be found ma- 
terially difierent from any which have ever yec 
been exhibited at your Lordihips Bar. For, with 
rcfpeft to the faid Charges, the faid Warren Ha- 
ftings begs leave to obfcrve that they con lift of a 
minute and elaborate Scrutiny into his whole offi- 
cial Conduct during a Government of Thirteen 
Years, comprehending an infinite Variety of 
Events, and involving the Management of a 
great commercial and political Syftem, in a Ser- 
vice of uniform Difficulty and Exigence, and 
ac.naany Times of extreme national Peril : Nor 
are the laid Charges confined to Meafures, but 
even his Declarations and Opinions delivered 
in tbe courfe cf Debate and Coofultation, ac- 
cording to fuch Information as he poflefled 
at the Moment, and often under Circum- 
ftances which would not afibrd Time for ade- 
quate Deliberation, are made Subjefts of Ac- 
cufatioo againft him. The find Warren Haftings 

therefore 
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therefore humbly reprefents» that* under furh 
Circumftances, he rouft neceflarily ftaiul in 
much Need of your Lordlhipt favourable 
Conftrudion of his Conduft, in order chat the 
many Omiflions and Imperfedions, which, in 
the Review of the paft Mealures of his long 
and arduous Adminiftration, your Lordlhips 
fuperior Wifdom (hall difcover, may be im* 
puted to Error and Infirq^ity, and not to any 
corrupt or criminal Intention. And the faid 
Warren Haftings feels it the more ncceflary 
to folicit your Lordlhips Indulgence, as he 
was feparated at* a very early Age from his 
native Country, from every Advantage of that 
Inftrudion which might have better qualified 
him for the high Offices and difficult Situations 
which it has been his Lot to fill, and left to 
form his Rule of Conduft in a great Degree 
on his own Pradice, and by the Light of his 
own Underftanding. 

A N D the faid Warren Haftings bees Leave 
further to reprefent, that many of the Meafures 
which in the faid Articles are ftated as Crimes 
or Mifdemeanours by him individually commit* 
ted, were, in fad, Meafures of the Council at 
large, and for which, therefore, he humbly 
conceives, he ought not to be (eparately,.and 
diftindly charged} and, with refpwl to many 
others of the faid Meafures, he trufts he lhall 
be able to fatisfy your Lordfliips that they 
were rendered expedient and necefiary by for* 
mer Ads and Refohttions of the Board, adopted, 
in Ibme Inftances, not only without his Concur- 
vence, hut againft his C^inion and Vote } and 
he trulls that your Lordlhips will permit him 

to 
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to (obferye, that many the Plans and Ar« 
nngemeiits which are in the faid Articles drawn 
into ' Matter of Criminal Char^ againft him, 
were at firft propofed by him with a Reference 
CO the known Opinions and Sentiments of thofe 
with whom he was appointed to a£l, and ]irere 
afterward varied and modified, in the Courle 
of Difcullion at the Board, fo as to be in the 
Kefult, and at the Period of their Execution, 
cfientially different from the State in which they 
were originally oflTered i and that many Meafures 
which are alfo made the Su]jjeft of Charge 
againft him have been fully approved by his 
Succcfiibrs in Office, and continue to form a 
Part of the prefent Syftem of Government in 
India t and he doubts not but your Lordlhips 
will confider the Length of Time which has 
elapfed fince feveral of the faid AAs are charged 
to have been done, and the Diftance of the 
Countries in which they are fuppofed to have 
taken place, and that on thefe Accounts he 
muft labour under much Difficulty in giving a 
full and particular Explanation of the fame, of 
the Cauies -by which they were produced, and 
the Circumftances with which they were attend* 
ed. And further, in as much as many of fuch 
Tranfaftions relate to Negociations with the 
Mimfters of Foreign States, who cannot be pro- 
duced as Witnefles in his Defence, however mate- 
rial their Teftimony might be, and require the 
Evidence of cerain other Sufayedls of fuch States, 
who are likewife not amenable to the Procefs of 
this High Court, yoor,Lordfhips will therefore 
he humbly crufts, be difpoliMl to receive with 
due Indulgence, the Defence he may hereafter 
make under fuch Difadvantages } and, as many 

of 
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of the Cud Articles of Impeachmeot are ftaind^ 
ed upon his Opinions and Declarationst as cx* 
traded from divers Letters and Entries upon 
the Public Confulutions, written at various 
Times, and under Circumftances materially 
different, conneded allb with, and dependant 
upon, the former Declarations and Opinions of 
himfelf and others, not ftated in the faid Ar- 
ticles, he further prefumet to hope that your 
Lordffiips will not fuflfer him to be prejudiced 
by any Opinions or Declarations thus detached 
and brought forward, but will at the fame 
Time examine the Series of Letters and Con- 
fultations relating thereto, and will compare 
together fuch Parts and Paflages of them as 
may give Light to each, and to the Whole. 
And he further humbly fubmits, that as in 
political Negociations and Treaties with Foreign 
Powers, when the Iniereffs of leveral Parties 
diilind from and oppofite to each other are 
to be adjufted, great Addrefs is neceffary in the 
Management thereof; and fuch Terms are often 
propofed, and fuch Argumenta uied, as carry an 
Appearance different from the real Intention of 
thole who treat ; in which RelpeA it may be 
difficult to reconcile the various Means ufed for 
the Attunment of the End propofed : The faid 
Warren Haftings humbly requefts that,.«eKda 
regard to his Conduct in all fuch Refpefis, he 
may in like Manner receive your Lordffiips In- 
dulgence. And he further ventures to obferve 
to your Lordffiips, that in the Conduft of the 
important Concerns btrufted to bis Charge, he 
has often been obliged to aft upon general 
•Appearances only, am accordbg to fuch In* 
ft^Heciqo as he could colleft tad fuch Judg* 
7 mcM 
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ment as^ |ie waa enabled to form at the Mo* 
menr, par^cularly in Cafes in which imme- 
diate Evils feemed to threaten the Government 
under his Charge, and which it became his Duty 
by inftant Exertion to prevent. 

AND further, the faid Warren Haftings 
begs leave to reprefent, that the general Nature 
and Quality of many Mcafurcs, now the Sub- 
ject of Charge againft hiift, conlidcrably depend 
upon the Manners, Cuftoms, Principles, and 
Laws, peculiar to the Countries in which fuch 
Meafures were adopted; and cannos, therefore, 
as he conceives, properly be judged of by the 
fame Rules and Principles as would determine 
the Quality of like Actions in the Country 
where he is now called to anfwer fur the fame. 

AND, in Addition to the many peculiar 
Circumdances which chara^erize this Cafe, he 
is perfuaded it will not efcape the Difcernment 
of your LordOiips, that lie Hands charged 
with a Kefponfibility, equally new in its Kind, 
and unlimited in its Extent : That he is required 
to anfwer not only for Ads of fuppofed Mif- 
condud in himleif and others, Subjeds of the 
Crown of Great pritain, or Servants of the 
EaH India Company ; but is alfo queftioned for 
variouT A'fts of real or fuppofcd Error or Mal- 
verfation, committed by the MiniHcrs or Ser- 
vants of Sovereign Winces, conneded, by 
Alliance, with the Ead India Company ; and, 
in fome Inllances, for the Vices and Neglcd of 
Duty in thofe Princes themfclves, and that too, 
not in Matters of a public Nature only, but in 
the private Relations of civil Life : That he is, 
' L 1 upon 
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upon other Occalions, charged as refponCble for 
the cafual Effects of Military Tumult, for a fup- 
pofed Decline of Population, Arts, and Agricul- 
ture; and, in general, for every Symptom of in- 
ternal Diforder and Decay, fuggefted to exift in 
Countries remote from the Seat of Britilh Go- 
vernment, and exempt from its immediate 
Authority and Controul. • 

AND the faid Warren Haftings further 
hopes, that your Lordfhips will not deem him 
to have erred in fuppofing, from his feveral 
Ke-appointRients by the Legidature, at the 
Times and in the Manner Itated in the Inrro- 
duflion to this his Anfwer, that he had real'on- 
abte Caufe to conclude, that the general Prin- 
ciples on which he adled, and the Mcafures he 
had purfued previous thereto, as far as they 
were refpeAively known, did thereby receive a 
legiflative Sandlion. 

AND further, the faid Warren Haftings, 
with all Humility, obferves, that notwith- 
ftanding the Length of Time his Conduct has 
been the Subject of Parliamentary Inveftigation, 
and during which he has been charged with 
Ads of the mod flagrant and notorious Cor- 
ruption, Rapacity, Extortion, Injuftice, and 
Breach of Faith, by which he has beeh* alTedged 
to have lacriGced the Interefls of the Ead India 
Company, diflionoured the Britilh Name and 
Charader, and reduced Provinces to Defolation ; 
yet, of the Multitudes who mud have been 
Suderers by fuch enormous Wrongs, if Aich had 
exided, not One Individual has yet appeared 
to complain againd him ; but, on the contrary. 
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riie native Inhabitants of the Provinces imme* 
diatdy fubj^ to his Authority, do generally, 
as it is well known, and as he trufts he (hall be 
able to prove, hold the Memory of his Govern- 
ment in Refpeft. The Sovereigns and Princes 
of India, who were conneded by Treaty or Inier- 
courfe with the Eaft India Company during his 
Government, have not only preferred no Com* 
plaints againft hinip but feveral of them have^ 
(ince his Departure n'om India, correfponded, and 
do ftiil correfpond, with him, by Letters, profelF* 
ing Sentiments of Friendfhip and Efteemforhis 
Per ion and Chara&er. A N D he begs leave fur- 
ther to reprefent, that Letters from Ibme of the 
faid Princes, containing their Acknowledgments 
of his good Faith, Honour, and Integrity, have 
been tranfmitteil to his Succellbr in Office, and 
to the Court of Diredors, and appear upon the* 
Public Proceedings of the Hall India Com- 
pany. And the laid Warren Hallings further 
fays, that the Britilh Inhabitants of Calcutta, 
and the Officers of the Army who were the 
Witnefles of his Conduifl, have publickly tefti- 
lied their Sentiments of the fame in Twofe- 
parate AddrelTcs prefented to him after his 
Refignation of the Service } and one of them, 
many Months after his Return to England, ex- 
^reffing the Acknowledgments and I'hanks 
of \he Perfons whofe Names are fubferibed 
to the fame, for the upright, equal, and be- 
neficent Exercife of the Authority with which 
he had been, during a long Courfe of Years, 
invclled over them, for the vigilant Attention 
and a£live Support ^iven by him in the moft 
difficult and perilous Times, to the great and 
cxtcnGve National Interells entrulled to his 

Charge 
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Charge, and for having been inftiumental to 
the Splendour and Glory of the Bntiih Arms 
by the Services on which they were employed 
under hia Diredion. 

AND, LASTLY, the faid Warren Ha, 
flings fays, that the Eaft India Company, and 
the Court of Direflors of the iuid Company, 
whofe immediate Concern it pras to have called 
him to a Public Account, and to whom the 
ordinary Courts of Juftice were open for legal 
Redrefs, if it were true, as is alledged in the faid 
Charge, that the Kitereils of the laid Company 
have fuffered great and eflential Injury by the 
Neglc£lof Duty, Difobedience of Orders, Breach 
of Public Faith, and Corruption, of him the 
/aid Warren Haftings; fo far from calling him 
to an Account for the faid fuppofed Crimes, 
have afforded him their public Approbation of 
his Condufl > and the faid Court of Direftors 
did on his Return, by an unanimous Vote, be- 
llow on him their Thanks for his long, faithful, 
and able Services. And the faid Warren Ba- 
ilings humbly hopes, that he will not be deem- 
ed to have trefpafled on your Lordfhips In- 
dulgence, in having laid before your Lordlhips 
thcie Teftimonies of Approbation, being, as 
he apprehends. Matter of fair and honourable^ 
Mention, at a Time when the general Tenor* 
of his public Conduft is impeached, and Mo- 
tives of Adlion are aferibed to him utterly re- 
pugnant to his Difpofltion and Charadler : And 
with all the AlTurancc of an innocent Man he 
begs leave folemnly to deaate, that in the high 
Stations he has been called upon to fill, he has 
ever, according to his beft Skill and Judgment, 

aded 
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aded with a fincere and ardent Zeal ftMr the 
public Service, uninfluenced by any View to his 
own private Advantages and thoa with doe 
Humility, but at the fame Time with thatCbg« 
fidence which a Senfe of his own Integrity, aiM 
of the high Honour and Juflice of this auraft 
Tribunal, mufl infpire, he fubmits himlelf to 
your Lord/hips Judgment, firmly trufling that 
he (hail thereby receive that full and honourable 
Acquittal, which, next to the Approbation of 
his own Confcience, it mufl be his higheft Am> 
bition to obtain.
